DRIVEN OUT OF FRANCE 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS WHO 
EXAGGERATE THE SCANDAL, 


ITALIAN EXPELLED — REPORTS 
ABOUT GEN. MENABREA AND BARON 
MOHRENHEIM NOT CREDITED—NO 
ASSERTIONS OF A POSSIBLE INSUR- 
RECTION TO BE ALLOWED. 


Paris, Jan. 16.—The Government is greatly 
irritated at the exaggeration of the Panama 
scandal by foreign journalists, and has resolved 
to exerolse to the fullest extent, in the sup- 
pression of such reports, the authority to expel 
obnoxious aliens. 
To-day the expulsion was announced of Sic- 
nor Bernascoui, Paris correspondent of the 
Corriere Della Sera, a@ newspaper of considera- 
ble circulation in Milan, for having thrown sus- 
picion upon Gen. Menabrea, formerly Italian 
Ambassador in Paris, as having been implicated 
in the Panama bribery. 
This action on the part of the Ministry is gen- 
erally approved, as Marquis Menabrea was a 
personal favorite with the people of France, 
notwithstanding the autagonism of late years 
between France and the Italian Kingdom. No- 
body believes the charge against Menabrea, who 
always possessed a high reputation for integrity, 
and the insinuations against Baron Mohren- 
heim are believed to be equally unfounded. 
The Government is also much displeased with 
the reports that have been sent abroad regard- 
ing the danger of an insurrection. These alarm- 
ist reports find ready publication in English 
newspapers, but withina few days, since the 
Ministry showed a resolution not to harbor for- 
eign correspondents who were striking at the 
Government, itis noticed that the sensational 
utterances of the London press, predicting in 
veiled language the downfall of the republic, 
are either ponfined to the editorial columns or 
dated in large part from other capitals than 
Paris, just as it has been foralong time the 
rule of certain London papers to date their more 
sensational Russian news from Viennaor Berlin. 
Itis rumored that the exemplary action of 
the Government against alien retailers of Pan- 
ama scandal is not without sympathy among 
the foreign correspondents themselves, some of 
whose names have been mentioned in connec- 
tion with the general corruption of the press. 
One correspondent of an English paper, unless 
rumor does him gross injustice, profited largely 
by the desire of the Panama Directors to keep 
certain facts regarding their enterprise out of 
the public press. The report is that he was not 
paid to say anything in favor of the company, 
but was paid to devote his attention to other 
subjects when the Panama enterprise might 
have been a profitable field of investigation. 
Notwithastnding the Government’s profes- 
sions of security, there is no doubt that the 
troops of the Paris garrison are kept ready for 
an emergency, and that on a few minutes’ 
notice any street in Paris would be commanded 
by infantry, cavalry, and artillery. Gen. Loizil- 
lon, the new Minister of War, had a long con- 
ference yesterday with Gen. Saussier, and it is 
also known that Gen. Saussier’s visit to Presi- 
dent Carnot had other motives besides the desire 
of Saussier to disclaim ambition for the Presi- 
dency. 
Carnot’s intimates assert that he is capable of 
being as stern and resolute in the enforcement 
of authority as any man who has ever ruled 
France should the occasion arise, and that his 


courteous and polished manners cover an iron 
will. Should Carnot be compelled, his friends 
say, to face either a monarchist or Anarchist 
uprising he would astonish the people with his 
severity in crushing insurrection and punish- 
ing the guilty participants. In some respects 
he is said to resemble greatly his famous an- 
cestor of the revolutionary period, and to be 
fully as capable of skill, energy, and heroism in 
anemergency. Besides, he has the complete 
devotion of Gen. Saussier and, it is believed, of 
military commanders generally. 

It is stated that secret orders have been sent 
to the commanders of several army corps, en- 
joining them to be ready to co-operate, in case 
of necessity, with the civil authority and to 
deal promptly and thoroughly with any symp- 
toms of insubordination in the army itself. 
There is no reason to suppose, however, that 
any insubordination exists. 

The Paris newspapers to-day show either a 
decided leaning ora milder opposition toward 
the Government. The resolute course of the 
Ministry has had a favorable influence, and 
there is virtually unanimous approval of the 
expulsion of foreign detractors. Prevalent 
tone and opinion are to the effect that the 
country has seen the worst of the Panama ex- 
posures, and that Frenchmen should unite when 
the honor of the nation is assailed by outside 
maligners. 

M. Develle, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
written to Signor Ressman, the Italian Ambas- 
sador, stating that Charles de Lesseps and his 
associates under accusation of frauds and brib- 
ery in connection with the Panama enterprise, 
formally declared before Magistrate Franque- 
ville that no money had been given to Gen. 
Menabrea, formerly Ambassador from Italy. 

BERLIN, Jan. 16.—Events in France are being 
watched here with the closest interest, and the 
course of the French Government toward the 


men mixed up with the Panama affair is regard- 
ed as favorabie to the maintenance of the re- 
public. All the papers to-day contain articles 
on the expulsion of the journalists who have 
tried to paint the scandal in its blackest light, 
and, as a rule, they express approval of the ac- 
tion of the French authorities in driving the 
objectionable newspaper men from the country.

PROGRESS OF THE INQUIRY. 


DENY KECEIVING PANAMA 


INTERP.LLATION3. 


RUSSIANS 
MONEY 


PARIS, Jan. 16.—In the Parliamentary com- 
mission of inquiry, M. Souvoride and M. Tati- 
scheff testified as to the charges of corruption 
against the Russian press. M. Souvoride, who 
introduced himself as editor of the Novoe 
Vremja, protested that M. Delhaye’s charges as 
to the receipt of 500,0U00f. by that news- 
paper from the Panama people wre unquali- 
tied falsehoods. 

Neither he nor any of his fellow-journalists in 
Russia, as far as he kgew, had touched a 
centime ‘of Panama money. M. Rouvier, ex- 
Mipister of Finance, and M. Flourens, ex- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in 188-8, should 
be called by the commission to corroborate his 
statement. They would be able to exonerate 
the Russian press from the accusations in 
question. 

M. Tatischeff made a similar denial After 
giving his testimony, he made a short speech to 
the commission to the effect that the !riendship 
of Russia and France was imperiled by “ thie 
rising tide of calumny.”’ Unless the commission 
would defend Russia against palpable slander, 
such as had been bandied about recently, the 
most deplorable results might be expected. 

M. Boudard, chief clerk of the Suez Canal 
Company, was questioned at length by the com- 
mission as to the payees of the anonymous 
checks which he drew when handling the press 
fund for the Panama Canal Company. He 
pleaded weakness of memory at first, and 
eventually replied persistently to all interroga- 
tions, ‘I do not know.” 

President Brisson informed the commission 
that the report of M. Slory, the expert account- 


ant, concerning the booke of the Panama Com- 
pany would be laid before them soon, and the 
commission adjourned until to-morrow. 

The Marquis de Casteliane has come out with 
a deniai of the report that he was the payee of a 
Yavamea check ior 3,250,v00r. 

There are ruwors this evening that proceed- 
ings against Deputies Roche, Reuyier, and 
Arene and senator Lhevenet will be stopped,

Immediately after the opening of the Cham- 
ber to-day, M. Lavy, socialist Deputy for the 
Beine, interpellated the Government as to the 
expulsion of four Nihilists from France on Jan.

They drink 
good Bordeaux and Mocha coffee, washed down 
with a glass of brandy from their own cellars. 
Here is the menu of M. Cottu yesterday: Veal 
chop with potatoes, duck with peas, cheese and 
fruit, bread, a bottle of Bordeaux, and a glass 
of chartreuse. 

Everybody in the prison treats them with the 
greatest deference. The prison library is en- 
tirely at their service and the romances of Jules 
Verne are their favorite reading. Among other 
concessions they are allowed to bave a light all 
night. But they are nothappy. M. Charles de 
Lesseps in particular is in a perpetual anxiety 
as tothe condition of his sick and aged father, 
of whom hardly anything has been said since 
the disclosure of the scandal.

The Demo- 
crats will have a slight advantage, he thinks, 
and he deems it not unlikely that through the 
split in the Kansas Legislature « Democrat 
may come from that hitherto fastness of Ke- 
publicanism to swell the majority. 





The Steamer Mississippi Burned. 

PapucaH, Ky., Jan. 16.-—-The steamer Missis- 
sippi, the flagship of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, was burned here at 10 o’clock this 
morning. She had been moored here for two 
months and was in charge “of Capt. Youpngtree, 
who was on board with his wife and ehildren. 
The fire started from the boiler of the “ nigger” 
engine, in which flre was kept to prevent freez- 
ing. It was discovered in its incipienoy by the 
watchman, but he could not control it. Those 
on board and some effects were put ashore and 
the Fire Department was called out, but the 
boat was so moored that the firemen could do 
no good. 

The Mississippi was built by the Government 
at St. Louis in 1882 and cost $45,000. She was 
196 feet long and bad an iron hull. The hull 
and wachinery are intact. The loss will be 
about $30,000, with no insurance,

MR BLAINE’S PHYSICIANS. 


THEY - PROMI8B A STATEMENT, BOT 


TELL NOTHING NEW. 


WASHINGTON, Jap. 16.—Dr. Johnston called 
at the Blaine mansion soon after 10 o’clock this 
morning, and remained inside much longer than 
usual He stated on leaving the house that Mr. 
Blaine’s condition remained unchanged. He said 
further that the physicians would give outa 
statement this afternoon as to Mr. Blaine’s con- 
dition, which would be fuller in purport than 
those heretofore issued to the press. 

Drs. Johnston and Hyatt oalled soon after 
2:30 o’clock, and a few minutes afterward issued 
the following bulletin: 

“Mr. Biaine’s condition is one of great weakness, 
shown principally in & feebleness of the heart’s ac- 
tion and difficult breathing. He is perfectly con- 
scious and at notime has been ina state of stupor. 
As he suffers no pain, no narcotics or sedatives have 
atany time been given, and it is not probable that 
such remedies will be needed.” 

Mr. Blaine’s disease remains a mystery to all 
but the family and the attending physicians. 
The latter decline, without the express author- 
ity ofthe family, to divulge the nature of tho 
complaint which has now kep+ their patient 


continuously in bed for seven or eight weeks 
with constantly-diminishing strength and fre- 
uent ‘‘sinking spells,” threatening immediate 
igsolution. 

It was hoped to-day that when the pagtetene 
announced that ata specified hour they would 
be prepared to issue a fuller statement ob tho 
subject, some facts would be given out which 
would satisfy the natural desire of the public to 
ascertain the truth and atthe same time stop 
the crop of contradictory and sensational ru- 
mors now prevailing. 

This anticipation was not realized. There 
was a delay in the issue of the promised bulletin, 
and when it did appear it contained nothing 
but what had previously been made known. 

Mr. Blaine has at various times in recent 
years been treated by physicians other than 
those in immediate attendance upon him st the 
present time. In the list are Dr. N. 8. Lincoln, 
one of the most popular consulting physicians 
of Washington; Dr. G. 8S. Magrnder, a Washing- 
ton physician of large practice; Dr. Dennis of 
New-York and Bar Harbor, and others. Not 
one of these gentlemen is able to state the nat- 
ure of Mr. Blaine’s organic disease. One of 
them, however, said to-day that he had once 
prepared an intelligible bulletin as to Mr. 
Biaine’s condition, but was peremptorily re- 
quested to withhold it from the public. He 
added: ‘‘ The real nature of Mr. Blaine’s illness 
will probably only be made known when the 
certificate of the Health Otlice is made public, 
and I fear that will occur before long.” 

Soon after 9 o’clock Dr. Johnston made a brief 
call. When he left the house he told a reporter 
that Mr. Blaine was somewhatstronger than he 
was this morning. His condition was about the 
same as it was yesterday. 

At midnight there was no apparent change in 
Mr. Blaine’s condition. Neither of the physti- 
cians was in the house and the lights were all 
out.

“The very thought has in it a sadness that 
bids you stop and think. You perhaps swile 
and say, ‘Mr. Ingersoll’s nonsense will never 
atfect me.’

* The thing is not a necessity. Only look at 
it thoughtfully and you will agree with me that 
it is not wise. And certainly it would be a 
wound to the moral feeling of our God-favored 
city. There is no good to come of it, and poussi- 
bly much harm. 

“Then let us not wantonly provoke the dis- 
loasure of that God who hus dealt so bounti- 
ully with us. Neither let us endanger the

Itissaid there is enough floatwood in 
the board to turn the result cither way.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 16.—By the will of 
James W. Beardsley, whose Geath resulted from 
injuries inflicted by burglars at his residence 
Dec. 22, the City of Bridgeport is given four- 
teen and one-fourth acres of land to be annexed 
to Beardsley Park. Miss Juliette Beardsley, 
sister of the deceased, gets the greater part of 
the estate, which is valued at about $100,000. 
His large stock farm at Bronson, Mich., is civen 
to his nephews Ezra E. and Hobart E. Beards- 


ley of Long Hill. He gives all the stock to 
Hobart E. Beardsley, except a stallion named 
Ben Herrison, in which Ezra E. Beardsley is to 
have a half interest. Other minor bequests are 
made to relatives. 

Later in the will there is a clause which givos 
the city power to erect a “benevolent charita- 
ble inatitution, not sectarian, reformatory, or 
penal.”

SHORT SHRIFT FOR ABBETT

JAMES SMITH, J?., TO BE NEW- 
JERSEYX’S NEXT SENATOR, 


RODE INTO TRENTON AFTER NIGHTFALL 
AND SAID HE GUESSED THERE’D BET- 


TER BE A CAUCUS—THE GOVBRNOR. 


COUNTED NOSES° AND WITHDREW— 
ALL VOTEDSFOR ONE MAN. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 16.—James Smith, Jr., 
has been nominated for United States Senator 
by the Democrats of the New-Jersey Legislat- 
ure. He and Miles Ross rode into the capital 
city together just after nightfall, and before the 
Houses mot to-night it was settled that he 
should be New-Jersey’s next Senator. 

The two men had scarce laid off their great 
coats in the Trenton House before they were 
joined by Nels Pidcock and there was hustle 
and bustle through all the lobbies. 

Mr. Smith had been telling his friends that as 
the Senatorial choice seomed to have already 
been practically determined upon the choice 
might as well be formally registered by the 
machinery of the caucus at once as a week 
hence. 

Members of the Senate and Assembly were 
hurried to the consulting rooms, and gradually 
it became noised around the town that an early 
caucus was likely, and then that it might be 
held even to-night, and finally that it would be 
held to-night. 

Gov. Abbett’s friends got wind of the move- 
ment. They had not expected to see the issue 
80 speedily forced, and they felt asif they had 
been caught in a thunderatorm. 

It was necessary for them to got in out of the 
wet, and they ran to the Governor to get him to 
help them. There was then a hurried compari- 
son of cheok lists. 

The most the Governor could count was a 
possible fifteem out of a needed twenty-eight, 
and he was not quite sure of the fifteen. The 
fight was useless, and the Governor's friends 
prayed him to save them from the wrath to 
come by withdrawing. 

The Governor was convinced that the end he 
had feared for weeks was upon him, and word 
was sentouttothe faithful to come and see 
him. Eleven of the Senators and Assomblymen 
gathored in the Executive Chamber, and the 
Governor addressed them with the manner of a 
broken-hearted man. 

“Gentlemen,” ho said, “I am solicited to 
withdraw from the contest for the United States 
Senatorship. If you can make a successful 
atand for me I shall expect you to doit. If you 
think you cannot wake a successful stand for 
me I release you from your obligations, with sin- 
cerest thanks for the loyalty you have shown 
toward me.” 

The Governor afterward told a bevy of corre- 
spondents who waited upon him that that was 
not a withdrawal. 

But the lobbies heralded it as a withdrawal, 
and the faithful eleven, convinced that the bat- 
tle had been lost, treated it as a release, and 
forthwith rushed off to Mr. Smith to assure him 
of their distinguished consideration. 

This was all before the hour for the usual 
Monday evening reassembling of the two 
houses of the Legislature. 

The lobbyists that gathored in the two cham- 
bers loitered around for an hour without a call 
to order, and when the gaveis fell in the two 
houses everybody was on the tiptoe of expecta- 
tion concerning the make-up of the standing 
committees. These would have been an- 
nounced to-night in the ordinary course of 
events, but they had evidently become tangled 
in the Senatorial net in some way or other, and 
they had not disentangled themselves when the 
two bodies adjourned. 

Just before the adjournment Barrett, in the 
Senate, and Lane, in the House, sent up to the 
deske of the Secretaries a notice that at 9:30 a 
joint caucus for the selection of a candi- 
date for United States Senator would be 
held in the big assembly chamber. It was 
within a few minutes of the bour then, and 
preseutiy the Senators straggied ucross the hall 
from their chamber to the Assembly desks. 
The great doors were swung to and locked, and 
the caucus Was begun. 

Senator Winters of Bergen moved that Bar- 
rett of Essex be made Chairwan, and it was 
done, and that Lane be made Secretary, and 
that was also done. 

Then nominations for United States Senator 
were declared in order. 

Marsh of Union rose to say that he had been 
loyally with Gov. Abbett till the Governor re- 
jeased him this evening, and he desired to call 
upon Mr. Adrain, the President of the Senate, 
to present the name for which every man in the 
caucus was doubtless prepared to vote. 

The stalwart form of the Middlesex Senator 
arose above one of the desks, and in a five-min- 
ute eulogy he presented the name of James 
Smith, Jr., of Newark for the favor of the mem- 
bers. Timothy Barrett of Orange seconded the 
nomination, and the roll was called. 

It was “Smith,” “Smith,” “Smith.” from 
firat to last, till he was declared to be the uvan- 
imous choice of the caucus, »nd practically 
elected Mr. Blodgett’s successor in the United 
States senate. 

Gov. Abbett had left the State House by the 
time the caucus began. 

Mr. Smith, who had awaited the announce- 
ment of the result in the Executive Chamber, 
was overwhelmed with congratulations, which 
he accepted with a pleased amile. 

The houses will elect Mr. Smith by separate 
ballot next Tuesday.

VALUABLE RECORDS STOLEN 


AND SUBSEQUENTLY FOUND MUTILATED- 


IN A JUNK SHOP. 


ALBANY, Jan. 16.—The discovery was made 
this afternoon that records covering thirty-five 
years had been taken frem the City Hall. They 
were mainly the proecedings of the Board of 
Contract and Apportionment, consisting of 
thirty-two volumes dating baok to 1857, and 
assessment rolis. One book of the latter con- 
tained over 4,000 assessments of the Beaver 
Creek sewer. Their loss would have entailed an 
endless amount of trouble. 

These records were keptina fira-proof vault 


in one of the towers of the City Hall. The 
stairway leading to this is ciroular in form, and 
joins that of the County Clerk’s office on the 
second floor. At first it was thought the records 
had been stolen to cover up some crookedness, 
but to-night they were found in a mutilated 
formin Perry’s junic shop on Orange Street. 

Mr. Perry said he had been buying the paper 
for ten days pust, paying 1 cent a pound for 
it. The men, who are known to be junk 
thieves, had been conducting their work in 
broad daylight, carrying the bags full of books 
down the County Clerk's stairway and loading 
them into a truck on Maiden Lane. 

There ia & watchman on duty at all times in 
the City Hall and the jailor and his family live 
in the buiiding. The thieves tore the covers otf 
the volumes, which in the aggregate weigh two 
tons. The police are on the track of the culprits, 
but have not as yet sequred them. 

The strangest part of the whole affair is that 
there is somebody in the Board of Contract and 
Apportionment Oflice throughout the day, and 
the room in which the records are kept adjoins. 
Then, too, there is a constant stream of lawyers 
and others passing into the County Clerk’s 
office and through his passageway to the courts.

Str. Louis, Jan. 16.—The examination of bal- 
lots in the QO’Neill-Jdy Congressional contest 
Was resumed this morning.

COLDEST WEEK ON RECORD 


DAILY AVERAGE OF SEVEN Dik 
GREES ABOVE ZERQ®, 


LOW TEMPERATURES LESSEN THE COAL 
SUPPLY AND PRICES ARE LIKELY TO 
ADVANCR—DISGUST AND DARKNESS 
BECAUSE OF FROZEN GASPIPES— 
MAILS LATE—EGGS DEARER. 


Those persons who have in the past contract» 
6d the habit of moaning over the disappearance 
of the “ cood, old-fashioned Winter” may find 
consolation in the knowledge that yesterday 
ended the coldest average week New-York has 
known since the United States Signal Service 
was first established. 

Until 1893 opened, the coldest mean tempera- 
ture reached in this city for seven days was 
13° above zero. In 1875, and again in 1880, 
the thermometer got down to 1° above zero, 
the point reached yesterday, but the mercury 
recovered rapidly in those years, and the low- 
est average for seven days was 13° above. This 
year, however, the average for the same period, 
counting the seven days ending at nightfall 
yesterday, has been 7° above zero, making a 
cold spell of unprecedented severity, as far as 
the statistics of the Weather Bureau go. 

People who were out late on Sunday night 
will not be surprised at yesterday’s record. Tho 
higher temperature noticeable on Sunday after- 
noon disappeared toward nightfall, and the 
early hours of yesterday morning were ushered 
in with a drop in the mercury that made house- 
holdersin exposed localities hunt for extra 
quilts and blankets. By 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning the thermometer had fallen to 1° 
abovo zero, according to the Signal Service, and 
with slight fluctuations it remained at this point 
until 10 o’clock, when a gradual improvement 
set in, which lasted until 3 o’clock, the mercury 
registering 14° above at that hour in the Equit- 
able tower. After 3 o'clock there was a down- 
ward tendency again. 

A noticeable feature of yesterday’s.cold snap, 
which was only equaled by the record of last 
Wednesday, was the difference in the tempera- 
ture of exposed localities, where the wind had 
full sweep, and the temperature of places 
where there was some sort of protection against 
the wind. A good illustration of this was fur- 
nished byjthe thermometers in front of Per- 
ry’s and Hudnut’s pharmacies. Perry's ther- 
mometer, located where the wind, which 
swept down Nassau Strect and across 
City Hall Park had full play, kept very 
close to the official thermometer. At 3 o'clock 
in the morning it registered .® above. At6, 
when the next observation was taken, it was 
only 2° above; at 9, 3° above; noon, 5° above; 
5:30 P. M., 13° above, and 6 P. M., 11° above. 
Hudnut’s thermometer, which is in a much 
more sheltered position, only got to 5° above, 
which it reached at 6 A. M. At 9 o’clock it had 


risen 1°, and the other observations taken*ind!- 
cated 11° above at noon, 17° above at 3:30, and 
15° above at 6 P. M. 

Last year for the same day these two ther- 
mometers kept much closer togetner, Hudnut's 
showing an average for the day of 23%s° and 
Perry’s of 211°. This, when compared with res- 
terday’s average of about 8° or 10° on the side- 
walk and 7° at the weather atation, will show 
the vast difference between the weather of 1892 
and the weather of 1893. 

But it isn’t necessary forthe average citizen 
to refer to the thermometer in order to appreci- 
ate the difference between this year’s and last 
year’s temperature. The distinction is forced 
on his attention onevery hand, and uniess the 
indications are deceptive it will make itself felt 
in tho next few days very appreciably. In the 
tirst place, there is every chance that a most 
convincing object lesson will be given through 
the medium of the coalcellar. The price of 
coul, so often advanced in the past monils by 
the Reading coal combination, promises, thanks 
to the cold snap, to go up higher than ever, avd 
people who have a short supply on band will 
ve wise if they lay in an addgd stock as soon as 
possible. 

The cold has contracted the marketable sup- 
ply of coal on every hand. Operations have 
been suspended in anurver of collieries, where 
it has been impossible to keep the galleries dry, 
because the pumps could not be worked when 
the water froze before it reached the surface. 
Where there is no need of pumping the work of 
inining has been hampered because of a lack of 
transportation facilities. 

The Reading, Lenignh Valley, Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western, and other roads that 
bring coal to tidewater have all been hampered 
by the heavy snowfall and intense cold. The 
tracks are slippery, and steam cannot possibly 
be kept up to the maximum, hence the locomo- 
tives cannot pull trains of usual length, nor 
can they bring them along as rapidly as ordi- 
narily. In some instances the freight transpor- 
tation facilities have been reduced over 25 per 
cent., and as coal is among the least protitable 
merchandise that is hauled itis side-tracked im 
order to make way for more lucrative consign- 
mneuta. 

The result is, of course, that a limited supply 
even of the coal mined, reaches this market 
and even this limited supply cannot be mar 
keted as matters stand at present. Ordinarily 
the coalis loaded on boats at the railroad ter- 
mipi, and sent to this city by water in full car- 
goes. The principal shipping points are Perth 
Amboy and Elizabethport. At both of these 
points transportation is practically blocked br 
the unusual accumulation of ice. Scores of coal 
barges are frozen in at both of these points, and 
the iocal dealers who have coal aboard are un- 
avile to get their property to market. 

Nor is this the final cause to assist in making 
coal transportation difficult and expensive. 
kven before it reaches the boats the coal is 
“frozen in,” as the dealers put it. While in 
transport or standing on side traoks itiscovered 
with snow. As this snow melts during the 
warm part of the day the water filters through 
the coal, and when nightfall comes itis frozen, 
binding the entire car load into one solid lamp, 
which must be picked ont with pickaxe aud 
oro wbar. 

As a result of all these causes very little coal 
has reached this market within the past six or 
seven days, and there is a scarcity in the sup- 
ply which may result in driving up the price to 
consumers within a very few days. In the 
wholesale trade this rise in price has al- 
ready manifested itself, 25 cents above 
market rates having been demanded and 
received in many cases yesterday. Thanks to 
the foresighted policy of most of the retailers, 
who, having been pinched by the Reading com 
bine on several occasions, loaded up with big 
stocks of domestic sizes, the ordinary house- 
holder may escape to increase in price for somo 
time, but the manufacturers who are not se- 
cured by contracts will probably feel it in @ 
very few days. 

* Pea” and “buckwheat,” the manufacturers’ 
sizes, are already practically out of the market, 
and late yesterday afternoon the Reading and 
other producing companies refused to accept 
orders for “nut.” Itmay be that the ** com- 
bine ” has seized upon the cold snap for an ex- 
cuse to squeeze the public even more than has 
already been the case, but if this is so they have 
certainly a very good excuse this time behind 
which they can hide themselves. 

Another severe trialto which the suffering 
householder is subjected by the cold spell is the 
effect itis having onthe gas supply. in about 
one-half the houses in town which are ordi- 
narily dependent upon gas as an illuminant 
gloom and disgust reignin equal proportions 
after dark. Flathouse, hut, und palace 
are all in the same condition, and the 
only happy people are those who are fully 
equipped with kerosene lamps or slectric 
lights. The gas, like everything else these 
days, has beeu frostbitten, and, though the 
bills will unquestionably be as large as ever 
at the end of the month, the burners will not 
opera‘’e. In many instances the supply is shut 
off entirely, and in others the pressure is ao 
slight that the light is hardly as powerful as an 
ordinary sperm candle. 

The gas companies all profess to be doing 
everything in their power to remedy the 
trouble, but they are mecting with very indiffez- 
ént success. 

@Tbomas K. Leos, Vico Prosideut of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, yesterday explained 
the manner in which tho gas freezes, as follows: 

** The intense, continuous cold has caused the 
frost to sink into the ground for adeptn of three 
or four feet. Where the house connections with 
our maina lie in exposed places the cold strikes 
Tight through them, and cansos the moisture 
present in all gas to condense, and a hoar frost 
is formed inside of the pipes. This process con- 
tinues until the pipe is probably half filled 
with ice, and the gas is practically shut off 
trom the burners. The way we fight the troable 
is to pour alcoho! down the affected pipes. In 
8o0me cases Where this does not have the desired 
effect we ‘blow’ the pipes ont with an air 
pump, and tn a few instances we are compelied 
to use a percussion cap, which is fitted over tae 
nipple of the pipe. 

‘The trouble will continte until a thaw’ sets 
in. Weare en See in our power to 
Rive relief, but Wwe sannot possibly keep up 
with the complaints. We have Rired all thea 
men who are oapadle aud have nearly @ eu. 





sand at work, but people cannot expect relief 
inside of two or three days after they file their 
oom plaints.” 

A good way to prevent the tronble is to keep 
the cellar doors tightly closed at night, and, in 
ease the pipes traverse an exposed area, to 
wrap them up well. People who do not feel in- 
clined to take this trouble will do well to lay in 
a@ stock of candles. 

Water pipes are also severely affected by the 
cold, andin many cases where people have no 
light they are also without an adequate supply 
of Croton. Plumbers are busy all over town 
and they are reaping a harvest which should 
enable them to live in clover ali Summer. 

The Department of Public Works has so far 
escaped trouble, all the breaks being in house 
connections, but a few more days of the present 
weather will suflice to freeze up some of the 
smaller mains through which the circula- 
tion is sluggish. Fire plugs have already in 
many instances been frozen, and the Fire 
Department is taking extra precautions. A 
regular system of patrol is maintained by the 
firemen in most districts, and fires are built 
about the base of the —— that are suspected 
of being frozen up. Another precaution taken 
is to “salt” the plugs so that in case they 
freeze they will not get too solid for thawing 
with a steam jet. 

The cold weather and recent storms contin- 
ued to cause many delays inthe mails. The 
Chicago mail dne at 6:45 A. M. was four hours 
late in getting to the Post Office, and the Pitts- 
burg mail over the Pennylvania Railroad was 
five hours late. Mail trains from the North over 
the New-York Central and the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western were three hours behind 
time, as were the Southern mails. 

Eggs advanced 5 cents a dozen yesterday— 
that is, there was such a rise in the wholesaic 
price. Retailers’ terms are pretty sure to show 
a greater advance. 

Cola weather ig the cause of the rise. In the 
first place, the hens are not doing much busi- 
ness, and in the second place, the collectors, 
who go about the country and oarry the farm- 
ers’ stock to market, are having a hard time 
with snow-blocked reads. The result is a fall- 
ing off in receipts in the city, with a correspond- 
ing stiffening of prices. The quotations yester- 
day for fresh “State” eggs were 39 to 40 cents 
a dozen. 

Holders of “refrigerator” eggs, that is, stock 
collected several months ago and kept in oold 
storage, are not inclined to sell freely at current 
prices. They are holding off for a still more fa- 
vorable market.

“WALK OVER ON THE ICE.” 


¢HAT’S THE WAY TO GET TO SANDY 
HOOK FROM THIS CITY NOW. 


Manhattan Island was still ice-girt yesterday, 
but the fringe was not thick enough to affect 
navigation. All the ferry lines were running on 
schedule time, and as the channels were com- 
paratively freo, no difficulty was experienced 
by smaller river craft. 

The larger floes have drifted out to sea, and 


the ice which still remainsin the channels has 
been broken into particles and offers no resist- 
ance to vessels. For the first time since the 
ice blookade the Bay Ridge boat made its ap- 
pearance at South berry yesterday. 

Down ip the lower bay large quantities of ice 
are reported. The Captain of the revenue cut- 
ter Manhattan, who has been waiting for a 
favorable opportunity to run down to Sandy 
Hook, sent a telegraphic inquiry to the operator 
there yosterday, asking what prospects there 
were for bis reaching Camp Low. The reply 
was: ‘“‘Excellent. Go to Highlands and walk 
over on the ice.” 

The advice was considered to be very good by 
pilots and mastere of incoming steamships who 
had had an opportunity of observing the condi- 
tion of affaira in that locality. 

The shores of Staten Island were thickly 
skirted with ice yesterday. 

News Collector Tribbie and Boatman Gibbs 
had an experience with it Sunday night. They 
put out from Quarantine in a small boat to 
board the steamship Strabo. It took them two 
hours to reach the vessel, and when they finally 
goton board they concluded that it would be 
wiser to defer their retarn trip until daylight, 
They returned to the boarding station yester- 
day morning, where they found that their pro- 
longea absence had caused considerable fears 
for their safety. 

The water boat Crystal,which was moored to a 
dock at Stapleton, was sunk yesterday morning 
by ay ice floe which chafed against her eides 
and caused her to springa leak. The veseel lies in 
about ten feet of water. An effort will be made 
to raise her. 

Long Island Sound has not had so much ice, 
nor have its tributaries and inlets been so thor- 
oughly frozen since 1872. Onthe Long Island 
side allof the bays and harbors from Flushing 
Bay to Montauk Point are frozen solid, and 
from many points are reported minor accidents 
to men and emall craft because of the prevail- 
ine ice floes aud extreme cold. 

The steamer Nonowantuc, plying between 
Port Jefferson, L. L, and Bridgeport, Conn., was 
damaged in av ineffectual attempt to cut her 
way out of Port Jefferson Harbor. She was 
compeiled to put back. 

While cutting ice at Cold Spring Harbor yes- 
terday Richard Congan and William Bingham 
and their horse fell through. All three were 
rescued after muoh labor on the part of a dozen 
men who went to their assistance. 

Reports from City Island state that the chan- 
ne! leading into the harbor is kept open by the 
number of steam sagen per en, in and out, bat 
the ice on either side and along the, shore is 
thick enough to begr a man’s weight. 

A number of veesels are icebound in the 
Sound. The tug Hercules and two sohooners, 
whose names could not be distinguished, were 
caught in an icepack east of Sands Point yes- 
terday forenoon. The schooner Druid put into 
City Island Sunday, leaking badly. Her hull 
hac been cut by ice and it required constant 
work atthe pumps to keep the hold free of 
water. 
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AN OLD-FASHIONED WINTER. 


COAL AND WATER FAMINES THREAT- 
ENE D—EVERYTHING FROZEN SOLIDLY. 


Sr. Pau, Jan. 16.—After three Winters that 
scarcely deserved the name, the Northwest is 
now experiencing one of the old-fashioned 
kind. The present January has beaten the 
record for intense and sustained cold weather, 
and there is no prospect of a change. 

At St. Vincent and Minnedosa 40° below zero 
has been reached, and the cold has been nearly 
as severe all over the western and northeast- 
ern part of the State. 

Yesterday acube of ice 6 feet thick was cut 
from Vadnais Lake, just outside the city. It 
je the heaviest ice seen since the famous block 
which formed the cornerstone of the ice palace 
in 1886. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 16.—Dispatches from 
all parts of the State report the coldest weather 
for years. In Milwaukee it was 14° below zero. 
At Sparta the mercury froze solid at 49° below; 
at Whitehall it was 45° below; La Crosse, 36°; 
Medford, 42°; Neenah, 28°; Watertown, 30°; 
Kaukauna, 35°. : 

The Winnebago Indians on the reservation 
near Black River Falls are suffering terribly. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Jan. 16.—Never in the his- 
tory of the South has there been so much suffer- 

ing from cold weather as at present. Rivers 
have been blocked with ice and snow, rendering 
passage over tuem impossible. Trains are late, 
and some have been abandoned by their crews. 
The most intense suffering is prevalent among 
the mountaineers. he snow is from 10 inches 
to 3 feet deep in Eastern Tennessee, Western 
North Carolina, and Eastern Kentucky, and all 
kinds of labor have been suspended. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 16.—Not for thirty 
years has there been such severe weather as 
now prevails in this section. The thermometer 
is far below zero, and a dozen or more peopl 
are reported frozen to death. Business of al 
kinds has been suspended, and the city officials 
and churches are aiding the poor. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 16.—The effect ef the 
severe weather is felt in every channel of com- 
munication. River navigation is almost at a 
standstill No boats are moving in the Dela- 
ware except the ferry boats, icepoats, and tugs. 
Vessels ready to put to sea are ice-bound, and in 
some cases the crews have been discharged. 

Curicaco, Jan. 16.—This city is threatened 
with a coal famine. Not only will much suffer- 
ing ensue among the poor, but many large fac- 
tories will be compelled to shut down for want 
of fuel, throwing thousands of poor people out 
of employment 

The r ads are seriously crippled, and 
seme of them have been compelled to reduce 
the number of yard engines, being unable to 
supply them with coal. 

The railroads have already been compelled to 
coniiscate whole trainloade of coal entering the 
city for their own use, and as a result local 
dealers are unabie to supply large orders. 

BLoomincTon, DLL, Jan. 16.—The suffering 
among the poor is very great. There is much 
danger of a coal famine in Central Illinois 
should the cold weather continue. The dealers 
in seft cealin Bloomington are unable to fill 
more than a very small percentage of their 
orders. Many of the emailer towns are entirely 
without ooal. 

CuaTTanooGa, Tenn, Jan. 16.—Chattanooga 
is without a drop of water. At midnight last 
night the water company’s supply gave out, 
owing to the freezing of the river aud the water 
im the pipes. 

Every business house, factory, and residence 
is affected. The electric lights went out last 
night and the city was dark. In case of fire not 
a drop of water could be had. ' 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 16.—The Chief of Police has 
issued orders to bring into the station houses all 
destitute unemployed people. Persons 60 ur- 
rested who are found deserving will be sent to 
the City Infirmary and the undeserving will be 
sent to the workhouse. ‘his is believed to be 
better than establishing soup houses, which in 
the past has had the effect of inviting vagrants 


to the city.

effort to furnish coal at $3.50 per ton in single 
ton loads, instead of at $5 and as charged by 
coal dealers. it is believed the organized char- 
ities are abundantly equipped to meet all cases 
of distress. 

Fonpba, N. Y., Jan. 16.—The scarcity of water 
is becoming a serious matter in the villages and 
farming communities of the Mohawk Valley. 
The farmers have been compelled to haul water 
for miles from rivers for their stock. In Fonda 
the reservoir is so low that it is shut off from 5 
P. M. until 7 A. M. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 16.—It 1s stated by the 
physicians at the City Hospital that there is an 
unusual amount of sickness in this eity at 
the present time, and that the hospital is 
crowded. A majority of the cases are of Win- 
ter cholera, and some of them have resulted 
fatally. 

Newsurea, N. Y., Jan. 16,—The temperature 
at Millbrook, Dutchess County, this morning 
was 22° below zero; at Fishkill Village, in the 
Highlands, 12° below; in Blooming Grove, 
Orange County, 10° below. 

MILFORD, Del., Jan. 16.—This place is the 
cen tre of the fruit belt, and most of the fruit 


growers this morning gave up this year’s crop ‘ 


for lost, as the temperature was 4° below zero, 
and was still dropping. 

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 16.—The Hudson 
River is frozen over solidly from this place to 
Nyack, a distance of three and one-half miles. 
Yesterday and to-day numerous men and boys 
have made the trip safely across the river, both 
walking and skating. This has not ocourred be- 
fore in many years. 

CAPE May, N. J., Jan. 16.—The ice is very 
heavy in the ocean off this place. For some 
distance out from the shore there is a solid 
mass. This morning a large lighter and a coal 
barge were drifting about in theice. Noone 
has been seen on board of either craft. 

ASBURY ParRK, N. J., Jan. 16.—The weather 
along the New-Jersey coast resorts is the cold- 
est known for some time. The thermometer at 
7 o'clock last night registered 10° above zero. 
This morning it registered 7° below. 

RED BANK, N. J., Jan. 16.—The heavy snow- 
fall yesterday seriously impeded railroad trafiic. 
partioularly in South Jersey. The snow drifted 
badly,and this morning on the New-Jersey 
Sothern Railroad, between Manchester and Bay 
Side, no trains were running. 

The passenger train due here at 11:30 did not 
arrive until8:10 to-night. The locomotive was 
completely covered with snow and ice. 

ELIZABETH, Jan. 16.—The coldest weather 
since 1866 was experienced in this vicinity last 
night. The mercury ranged from 6° to 10° be- 
low zero. 

The kills between Elizabethport and Staten 
Island are frozen over, and in places it is stron 
enough to bear a horse. People walked bac 
and forth from Staten Island to Elizabethport 
to-day, and the skating was excellent. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 16.—The arctic pall which 
hangs over Georgia shows no signs of lifting. 
Twenty-one days. ago it came with sleet and 
rain. The thermometer fell to 8° below zero 
last night. It has wavered between 3° and 40° 
above most of the time during the cold spell. 
Not since 1833 has there been such weather in 
Georgia. Great suffering prevails among the 
poor, who live in open houses, built for a warm 
latitude, and who are now without fuel. 

CAMDEN, 8. C., Jan. 16.—The thermometer 
was down early this morning to 10° above zero. 
The Wateree River is frozenover. This is the 
longest cold spell that has ever ovourred here. 

STAUNTON, Va., Jan. 16.—The mercury at 6 
o’clock this morning registered 10° below zero, 
the coldest weather here for forty years. 

NEwW-BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 16.—The steamer 
Monohansett came as far as Quiock’s Hole to-day 
on her trip from the Vineyard to this port; but 
finding the ice packed in the passage, she went 
back to Wood’s Holl Agent Pierce has wired 
Capt. Marshall not to try and make any more 
trips to this port until there is less ice, and it is 
the first time in years that both Wood’s Holl 
and Quick’s Hole ore have been blocked. 
Regular trips will be made from the Vineyard 
to Wood's Holl.

In Annex Hall, 16 Fourth Avenue, at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, the first session of 
the eleventh annual convention of the Church 
Temperance Society was called to order by the 
Rev. Dr. W. BR. Huntington, rector of Grace 
Church, who is the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the organization. 

After the prayer and opening address by Dr. 
Huntington, General Secretary Robert Graham 
read the annual report, which was received with 
much satisfaction. It showed ‘that the member- 
ship of the Knights of Temperance, an organi- 
zation of young men under the care of the so- 
olety, had increased materially during the past 
year, as had that of the Young Crusaders, a sort 
of junior organization of the Knights. 

All the old officers, were re-elected. except 


that in the Executive Committee the Rey. Dr. 
William H. Vibbert of Trinity Chapel was sub- 
stituted! for the Rev. Mackay Smith and the 
Rev. Dr. Henry C. Swentzel of &t Luke’s 
Church, Brooklyn, for the Rev. J. N. Stanger. 

The afternoon meeting closed with a talk on 
** Rescue Work” by the Rev. Dr. H. Y. Satter- 
lee of Calvary Church. 

The second session began at 8 P. M. with 
prayer by Dr. Huntington, who again presided. 
Col. B. F. Watson, Grand Commander of the 
Knights of Temperance, expounded a schome 
for an entire reconstruction and very considera- 
ble extension of hisorder. The plan called forth 
some discussion, but no definite action on 
it will be taken until Feb. 7, when a meeting of 
the highest officials will be held to consider it. 
The principal idea is to add to the present mili- 
tary, rhetorical, and athletic features of the 
organization another which shalk include the 
study of the Prayer Book and Bible, and of the 
history, Constitution, and Government of the 
United States. 

Itis algo proposed to institute a new branch 
of the order, to be known as Veteran Knights, 
which shall take men in after they reach the 
age of twenty-one, which is where the organiza- 
tion leaves them now. 

lt was expected that Judge Arnoux, Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee, would speak, 
using as his sentiment, ‘* Inasmuch as a reduc- 
tion in the number of liquor saloons is urgent 
and immediate, Resolved, That this society will 
concentrate its attention on the passage of 
8 bill by which ne more licenses shal! be grant- 
ed in the State of New-York until the number 
is reduced to the proportion of 1 to 500 of the 
population.” Judge Arnoux was unable to at- 
tend, however, and the subject was laid over.

ular customers from the day the rooms were 
opened, I think enough has been said to justif 
calling the house by the name of a wide-spread- 
ing and practical charity, even though it is 
not a financial success.” 

The convention will hold its closing sessions 
to-day. At10:30 inthe morning the Women’s 
Auxillary will meet in Annex Hall, Mrs. Rob- 
ert B. Potcer presiding. In Chickering Hall, at 
8 o’olock P. M., a public meeting will be held, 
over which the Kev.

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THE UPPER HOUSE OF CONGRESS

POSSIBILITY OF OPPOSITION TO MR. 
CLEVELAND BY MR. HILL AND HIS 
COLLEAGUE — “SENATORIAL COM- 
ITY” WOULD BE STRAINED—OPPOR- 
TUNITY OF THE LOWER BRANCH. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Senator Hill has been 
talking to anewspaper man about the probable 
attitude of the Senators from New-York toward 
the President, and somewhat in the tone of a 
man who fancies that the Senators from the 
Empire Btate are expected to act as trustees for 
the incoming Administration. 

Mr. Hill is made to say that, in accepting the 
invitations of the Reform Club and of Mr. 
- Villard to dinner, Mr. Cleveland has acknowl- 
edged in full any obligation he may have felt 
that he owed to the club and to Mr. Villard, and 
that there is an end of business between them. 
He gives a sortof assurance that the Senator 
and his side partner will allow the President to 
do some things that he may intend to do, but 
the reservation is unmistakable that whatever 
he may do will be subject to criticism, and per- 
haps to obstruction, unless it meets with the 
approval of Mr. Murphy and himeelf. 

This announcement is discussed with smiles 
among the Senators on both sides of the cham- 
ber. To the Democrats who understand Mr. 
Hill’s inability to meet Mr. Cleveland and talk 
with him in a way that would make it possible, 
perhaps, for the two to reach an understanding 
that would be satisfactory to the State and 
convenient to those who do not wish to be im- 
pressed with the notion that Mr. Hilland not 
Mr. Cleveland was elected itis regarded as ab- 
surd. There will be, it is expected, a majority 
of Democrats in the Senate when it is reorgan- 


ized after March 3, and only two fenators who 
oan have any controversy with the Administra- 
tion about New-York appointments. 

On all appointments made for all States, except 
those of Row. York, it is the expectation of the 
Democratic Senators that there will be no diffi- 
culty in securing such men as will be known in 
advance to be acceptable to the delegations in 
the Senate or the House from all of the States.

Hill and Murphy make the point of 
“Senatorial comity” ‘: their own behalf 
against one nomination as vom personally ob- 
jectionable to them, it is probable that that one 
ease will be treated ag are all cases where the 
point is made, unless that point seems to be 
made through mere wantonness of Eepectioen. 
But neither Democratic nor Republican Sen- 
ators expect that the New-York Senators will be 
supported in making indiscriminate and whole- 
sale opposition to nominations made for the 
State of New-York. 

Should Messrs. Hill and Murphy persist in 
opposing all New-York nominations because 
they had not been consulted about them in ad- 
vance, it is the opinion of Senators that it 
would be very easy for the President to secure 
Senators in t-y > number to approve all the 
nominations he chose to make. There will be 
no trouble about the matter of confirmations in 
the Senate. There is nothing in the history of 
the body > lead anybody to imagine that Mr. 
Hill an r. Murphy, if they are sojinclined, 
can successfully set up and maintain a dicta- 
torship inthat body, and by refusing to give 
their “advice and consent” revent the 
nominations of the President, and so limit the 
prerogative of the Chief Magistrate. Messrs.

CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—At a caucus of the 
Republican Senators, held te-day, the fact was 
plainly developed that any attempt to repeal 
the Sherman Silver Bullion Purchase act 
in the present session will provoke 
a fight which the ailver men declare 
can end only with the defeat of 
the movement. This caucus was called by the 
Republican “‘ steering ’’ committee to arrange 
the plan of legislation for the remainder of the 
session. Contrary to expeotation, but few Sep- 
ators were present, and the proceeding were not 
marked by much warmth. 

The question whether the Anti-Option bill 
should be permitted to come to a vote on 
Wednesday was first taken up and the decision 
reached tbat there should be no opposi- 
tion to this procedure on the Republican side 
of the Chamber. It was announced that the 


Democratic “steering” committee would also 
agree to this, so that the nuisance which Mr. 

ashburn (Rep., Minn.,) has maintained so 
long in the chamber seems likely to be removed 
very soon. 

This matter disposed of, Mr. Sherman (Rep. 
Ohio.) Managed to bring the silver question to 
the front. The demand for the repeal of the 
Sherman bill was pointed out and an ex- 

ression of opinion was requested. Mr. 
Teller (Rep., Col.,) immediately announced 
his unalterable opposition to the pro- 
posed plan. He deciared that the cry for 
the stoppage of silver coinage was not based on 
knowledge of the financial aituation, but upon 
gross ignorance. Every Senator present, he 
said, knew that the country was in a highiy 
prosperous condition. There were evidences of 
this on every side. The repeal of the 
Sherman law would not benefit the country 
a particle. Tho export of gold to Europe 
was not due to European distrust of our finan- 
cial system, but to European desire to hoard 
gold in anticipation of war. He gave the Sen- 
ators present to understand that the silver men 
in the body would not permit a repeal bill to 
pase under any circumstances. 

After he had finished, but little more was said 
on the subject, the understanding being that 
the matter would be more fully treated at an- 
other caucus, to be held to-morrow night. 

Some of the Weatern Senators brooght up the 
question of the admission of the Territories 
now applying for membership inthe Union. It 
was pointed out that the bill for the ad- 
mission of New-Mexico had been favora- 
bly reported by the Committee on Ter- 
ritories, and that there was no good 
reason why it should not be passed. The im- 
pression is growing that Mr. Platt, (Rep., Conn.,) 
Chairman of the Territories Committee, is 
weakening in his opposition to the admis- 
sion of New-Mexico and Arizona, but he 
gave no sign to-day that he had experienced a 
change of heart. Itis said to-night that there 
is a good chance of the New-Mexico biil going 
through. Che Arizona bill may have to go over, 

Senator Stewart of Nevada, who now trains 
with the Farmers’ Alliance crowd, did not at- 
tend the caucus of his fermer colleagues, but he 
had a conference with Mr. Teller after the 
enucus adjourned and he may be re- 
lied upen to aid the latter to the 
extentof his ability to prevent the passage of a 
repeal bill, One Senator said this evening that 
he did not doubt the free silver men would be 
willing to sacrifice the appropriation bilis 
rather thun let a silver repeal billcometo a 
vote. .

MR, VILLARD THINKS THE SHERMAN 
ACT WILL BE REPEALED. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Mr. Henry Villard, 
who has been in this city several days making 
inquiries about the prospects for financial legis- 
lation, will return to New-York to-morrow. He 
was at the Capitol this afternoon and had talks 
with Representatives W. L. Wilson, W. Bourke 
Cockran, and McMillan. 

To a representative of THE New-YOrK TIMES, 
who asked him for his opinion of the ohanoces 
—_ ro repeal of the Sherman silver law, he 
said: 


“T have spent several days trying to find out, 
I have talked with both sides. It seems to me 
that the Sherman act will be repealed.” 

“You are confident about it!” 

‘*Not overconfident. The House is coming 
around to it. We who have to look at the fut- 
ure carefully know that something must be 
done soon. All depends upon the House, and in 
the House, I may say, depends upon the 
Committee on Rules.” 

“ Does MEL Speaker indicate a desire to help 
the repeal?” 

“The Speaker is between the two sides, sub- 
jected to the pressure of the friends of free sil- 
ver and those who fear the further coinage of 
silver, No, I have not talked with Mr. Bland, 
but I have been told that he is not the most un- 
reasonable of the free-silver advocates.” 

“ How 1s it with the Senate?” 

“If the Committee on Rules will so manage 
the House 8s to induce it to pass the repeal the 
Senate will pass it. Iam sureof that. The Re- 
publicans will favor it almost unanimously, and 
there will be enough Democrats with them to 
make a majority.”

HOW AN UNDERGROUND. ROAD 
SHOULD BE CONSTRUCTED. 


MASS MEETING AT COOPER UNION UNDER 
‘THE AUSPICES OF THE CHADWICK 
CIVIC CLUB AND THR CENTRAL 
LABOR UNION—SPEECHES BY DR. 
M’GLYNN AND OTHERS. 


Under the auspices of the Chadwick 
Civic Club and: the Central Labor Union, 
& meeting was held in Cooper Union 
last night to urge municipal construc- 
tion of the roads planned by the Rapid 
Transit Commission. It was held on short 
notice and the attendance was not large, but 
the audience was all of one mind on the need of 
action, 

Dr. McGlynn was Chairman. He said he was 
not there to make a set specoh, but he had some 
remarks to make. 

“Tam intensely convinced,” he gaid, ‘‘of the 
enormous importance of the principle that all 
those greatworks which are by nature monopo- 
lies, and require the exercise of the sov- 


ereign power of the people through their 
charters, should be owned, or at lenst 
controlled, by the State or municipality. 
Our object to-night is this: Let the highways 
be truly the people's; let the people pay for 


‘them; they are able and willing. It is mon- 


strous that great public franchises, with 
their value above the cost of the work often 
running into millions, should be given away 
by legislators, venal and corrupt. t us pro- 
test against the giving away of this present 
franchise. Capitalists have declined to touch 
it. Now let us build this road and own it, hav- 
ing it charge fares so low as just to cover the 
expenses and pay interest on its cost.” 

Edward King explained that the Chadwick 
Civico Club and the Central Labor Union 
were co-operating in holding the meeting. 
Then Samuel Gompers, President of the Na- 
tional Federation of Labor, took the floor, 
paying his respects to the Legislature for its 
delaysin granting authority for rapid transit, 
and reviewing the story of the work of the 
my orga and the failure to sell the franchise. 

e: , 

** What is the inference to be drawn from the 
fact that there was but one bid for the franchise 
and that of only $1,000? The inference is that 
the Gould clutch is so tight upon the people of 
New-York, rich as well as poor, that they dared 
not bid. Now the opportunity exists for the 
people by this road to put in an entering wedge 
toward seouring control of the highways. If 
we operate our rapid-transit system, why not 
next the railroads of the State and then of the 
Nation? I believe that we can secure the city’s 
taking hold of this railroad. Since the capitalists 
have refused to act let us Oo any one but 
our municipality from building the road. Do not 
let this be a question of politics. The time has 
gone by when the people could be wheedled out 
of one party or ‘legaled’ out of the other.” 

To Dr. McGlynn had been presented some 
statistics of railroad travel in this oity. He said 
that they indicated that in 1910, supposing pop- 
ulation and travel to increase as they have 
increased for the last ten years, there would be 
2,500,000 people in New-York and 1,500,000,- 
000 travelers on the city’s roads. What the 
elevated roads would do under such conditions’ 
every one of his hearers could + 

Dr. McGlynn shook hands with Henry George 
as he introduced the latter to the audience. 
‘“‘That which we advocate a said Mr. 
George, “‘ embodies principles which go to the 
very heart of our civilization—equal rights for 
all, Bpecial privileges for none. I believe that 
the people should build the railroads, for to 
leave them in private hands introduces a cor- 
ruptive influence into legisiation. It may be 
unfortunately true that an individual or a cor- 
poration can build more cheaply than aGovern- 
aan, Seer such a Government as ours in 

8 city. 

“It’s Democratic,” shouted somebody in the 
back of the hall. 

‘**Demoeratic or Republican it makes no differ- 
ence,” answered Mr. George. ‘But I believe 
that this road could be built by the city and 
could be run without exacting fares from those 
who use it The Brooklyn Bridge could be run 
* less cost to the people if the fares were abo}- 
ished. The proper way to pay for great public 
works is from the inorease in values due to 
their construction. 

“ Here is a great opportunity to start right, 
Let us do our best to popularize the idea that 
the road should be built by the people and paid 
for by a tax levied upou the values it will in- 
orease, the land value and the value of fran- 
chises already existing, which will be benefited 
by the establishment of rapid transit.” 

J. J. Daly read the resolutions, which opposed 
the sale of the franchise to any corporation or 
aby extension of the elevated roads, and asked 
fora law from the present Legislature ‘be itting 
municipal construction. Mr. Daly ed that 
with a city-owned railroad there would be a 
chance of fair hours and pay for the employes. 

James P. Archibald also declared that the 
eity should build e@ road. There might be 
some dishonesty in its construction, but that 
risk could be run. ‘Talk about ptealtn ” paid 
he. ‘For God’s sake let the City Fathérs steal 
all they want. It would cost the people less 
than a —_ go would take from them.” 

Charles B. Stover and William Lloyd, who 
had been sent by his union of tin and sheet- 
iron workers to promise co-operation in the 
movement, closed the speaking. As the audience 
left the hall, copies of a petition opposing ex- 
tensions of the elevated roads, and urging that 
the eity build the underground system, were 
distributed. These petitions are to be for- 
warded to Mr. Stover, at 146 Fersyth Street.

ACTION OF THE REAL ESTATE EXCHANGE. 

The Directors of the Real Estate Exchange yes- 
terday adopted the report of a special commit- 
tee of twenty-five on rapid transit. This report 


contained a memorial already presented to the 
Rapid-Transit Commissioners, and dealt with 
the question of municipal construction of the 
system proposed. 

George De Forest Barton sent in his resigna- 
tion as a member of the committee. In his 
letter he said: 

“T am not in accord with the purpose for which 
the committee was formed, as I am unalterably op- 

sed, tor many reasons, to the city entering upon 

he work of building an underground railroad, and I 
therefore feel that I would be doing an injustice to 
myself and to the committee by remaining one of its 
members.” 

All the members of the Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission were in session at 22 William Street 
yesterday afternoon benind closeddoors. Their 
counsel and engineer were also present, and it 
was not until dark that the conference ended. 

President Steinway said afterward that at 
the meeting to-day something might be done by 
way of formal action in considering Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad extension. Suoh action wili 
probably be in the form of a resolution embody- 
ing the views of the commission.

PANAMA RAILROAD SUIT. 
—~——_ ; 
STEPS TAKEN AT ALBANY TO SECURE 
THE REMOVAL OF THE DIRECTORS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 16.—An application has been 
made through the law firm of Root & Clark of New- 
York to the Attorney General of the State, asking 
that an action be instituted against the Directors of 
the Panama Railroad Company, the Interoceanic 
Canal Company, and the Panama Railroad Company, 
and certain stockholders of record of the railroad com- 
pany, who really represent, as alleged, the canal com- 
pany, having in view the removal of the Directors, 
the disfranchisement of the stock held by the canal 
company, the appointment of a receiver of the rail- 
road company, and for other relief. 

The complainants ask that the Attorney General 
begin the action on behalf of the people of the State 
to accomplish those ends. That official has directed 
the attorneys for the railroad company to be notified 
that a hearing upon the application be had before 
him at Albany on Saturday next, at 1:30 o’clock, 
for the purpose of determining whether the action 
shall be instituted or not, A copy of the proposed 
complaint is to be sent to the attorneys of the rail- 
road company and an opportunity afforded them of 
inspecting the exhibits which are referred to in the 
proposed complaint before the hearing. 

This complaint sets forth the salient points of the 
treaty of Dec. 12, 1846, under which the United 
States Government assumed a protectorate over the 
Isthmus of Panama, and refers to the exceptional 
privileges accorded to the Government and the cor- 
porations to be created under its auspices. It also 
sets forth the grant made by New- Grenada to Aspin- 
wall, Stevens, and Chauncey, and calls attention to 
the covenant contained in that grant, that, during the 
continuanee of the railway privilege, it would not 
itself undertake the opening of or grant to others 
the right to open a maritime canal across the isth- 
mus to connect the two seas, without the consent of 
the Panama Railroad Company. Based upon this 
grant, the State of New-York was called upon to in- 
corporate the Panama Railroad Company to receive 
an assignment thereof, which it did in 1849. 

Attention is called to subsequent contracts by 
which it was intended that the railroad company 
and its stockholders should be protected against the 


building of a canal across the isthmus and to other 
measares calculated to secure the domination of 
America through the railroad on tho isthmus. Ref- 
erence is had to the concession to Napoleon Wyse, in 
ry & 1878, of the right to build a canal, which grant 
is the one which became the property of the “Com- 
pagnie Universelie du Canal [nteroceanique de Pan- 
ama,” commonly known as the Interoceanic Canal 
Company, and this grant especially provided for in- 
demuitication to the railway unless an amicable ar- 
rangement could be entered into permitting the 
building of the canal. 

The allegation is made that, in lieu of suoh ar- 
rangement or of securing the consent of the railroad 
or paying itor the Colombian Government proper 
indemnity, the canal company became the purchaser 
of 68,534 shares, outof a total of 70,000 shares of 
the railroad company; that by means of the voting 

ower of the shares so acqnired the canal company 

as been able to, and hasin effect, maintained in of- 
fice, for more than ten years last past, Directors of 
the railroad company who were friendly to the inter- 
est of the canal company and disposed to carry out 
ite policy, and who havein fact managed the affairs 
of the railroad in the interest of the canal company, 
and against the interest of the railroad company it 
self and of its minority stockholders, and in violation 
of the reree for which the railroad company was 
created by the people of the State of New-York. 

Allegations are made as to the injurious and de- 
structive nature of this policy, of the acquiescence 
of the railroad Directors in the etforts of the canal 
company to secure the completion of the canal, 
which if completed would eliminate the railway ab- 
solutely, and it 1s asserted that the Superintendent 
and oflicers of the railroad have beenin the pay of 
the canal company, acting for its interests and 
against the railway company in all matters, causing 
the transportation service of such railway com- 
pany to be entirely subordinate and subsidiary 
to the business of constructing the canal. It is 
further asserted that the railroad company’s lands, 
quarries, and other property were turned over with- 
out consideration to the canal company, while, on ths 
other hand, extravagant prices were paid by the 
railroad for useless property alleged to belong to the 
canal company; and that agreements were entered 
into by which the railroad company agreed to per 
form railway service for the canal absolutely without

tis alleged that special arrnngemenrts were en- 
tered into betweén the canal company and the Direct- 
ors looking to the indemnification of the Directors 
for their services by the canal company; that the. 
Board of Directors are not, really stockholders, and 
that although they ig apm | hold one share each, 
that oven that share is really owned by the canal 
company; that the organization of the canal is in 
repugnance to the ce anization of the railroad, and 
that even if the canal company had the legal power 
to acquire the stock of the railroad company, which 
is denied, thatthe voting power thereon cannot be 
exercised by this hostile interest against the inter- 
este of the minority stockholders and against the in- 
terests of the people of the State of New-York, and 
finally, that the policy of the canal, company 
since assuming the control has been one of abuse o 
the franchise, property, and privileges of the rail- 
road vo and inimical to the people of this 
State and of their fellow-citizens of the United 
Btates, and if allowed to be further carried out will 
be subversive of the public purposes intended to be 
subserved by the charter of the company. 

Notall ofthe Directors proceeded against have 
been connected with the board during the whole of 
the period that the acts complained of were per- 
formed, but as to theso it is alleged that although 
ay Gap of the facts no effort has ever been made 
by them as Directors to remedy the wrongs which 
are alleged to have been perpetrated.

RECALLED FROM THE GOVERNOK,

THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION BILL 
TO BE AMENDED. 


ALBANY, Jan. 16.—Senator Cantor (Dem,, 
New-York,) introduced a resolution in the Sene 
ate this evening for the recall of the Consti- 
tutional Convention bill which was passed 
the second day of the session, in spite of the 
protestofSenator McMahon, (Dem., New- York,) 
who asserted that the measure was unconsti- 
tutional. 

Gov. Flower notified his Democratic friends 
in the Senato last week that unless the bill was 
recalled he would vetoit. The recall to-night 
followed. Some of the Repubiican Senators 
amused themselves at the expense of the Lemo- 
crats. 

“What, again?” asked Senator Saxton, (Rep,, 
Wayne.) 

‘* Not another error, I hope,” observed Sena- 
tor Coggeshall, (Rep., Oneida.) 

“Why, what's the matter now!” remarked 
Senator Parsons, (RKep., Monroe.) 

* It is not possible that Gov. Flower bas gone 
back on you,” declared Senator Aspinall, 
(Rep., Kings.) 

The recall was made, however, without @ 
dissenting vote. Senator Cantor said subse- 
quently that the bill would be amended by 
striking out the provision for six delegates te 
represent the Prohibitionists, the woman suf- 
fragists, and the labor vote, as it was manifest 
thatthe Constitution never contemplated mi- 
nority representation in the Constitutional 
Convention. 

In the Assembly Mr. Ainsworth (Rep., Oswe- 
go,) made an eifort to bring up the resolution 
which he introduced some days ago advocating 
national quarantine. Mr. Sullivan and Mr. 
Roche, both Democrats of New-York, raised the 
point of order that the proposition was out of 
order, as the order of resolutions had not been 
reached. Speaker Sulzer agreed with them, and 
Mr. Ainsworth’s effort failed. 

Assemblyman George P. Webster (Dem., New: 
York,) introduced a bill which Controller Myers 
will be much interested in. it provides that 
hereafter the powers now conferred upon, the 
head of a department to reject a contract made 
for that department shail be transferred to the 
Counsel of the Corporation. The bill is believea 
to be drawn against the Controller, who is the 
only executive officer inthe City of New-York 
who is not allied to Tammany Hall. 

Senator Saxton is very much pleased over the 
proposition of Tammany Hall to introduce a 
bianket-ballot bill. He said to-night: “It has 
taken the Democrats three years to discover 
that the bill which Gov. Hill vetoed in 1890 wag 
the best bill for the electors afterall. I don't 
know when the bill or the amendment will be 
introduced, but I do know that if the Democrats 
fail to introduce it I shall draw a blanket amend- 
ment myself.” 

Itis known that Prof. Collin is at work on 
the amendment, and that by Wednesday or 
Thursday it will be given to Senator Cantor for 
introduction. 

Speaker Sulzer servod notice on the lobby and 
the ‘‘strikers”’ to-night that so far as he is con- 
cerned he proposes that the session shall be 
clean. He astonished Mr. Sullivan (Dem., New-

MR. SANFORD SETS UP A GOP- 
ERNMENT IN LONG ISLAND CITY. 


TWO MAYORS THERE NOW, ZACH WITH 
A CITY HALL—THE NEW MAN ISSUES 
A PROCLAMATION, THE OLD ONE 
says “‘BOSH”—DOUBLE SET OF OF- 
FICERS—GREAT EXCITEMENT. 


Lone ISLAND City, Jan 16.—Long Island City 
is in a state of excitement to-might owing to the 
assumption by Horatio 8. Sanford, the duly 
elected Mayor, of thereins of Government. Mr. 
Sanford isno longer claimant—he is an actual 
contestant. Putting the claims of his friends 
and the claims of the Gleason men together, it 
seems that Long Island City has two Mayors in- 
stead of one. 

At 8 o'clock to-night Mr. Gleason considered 
himeelf impregnable in his usurpation of the 
position of Chief Magistrate. An hour later 4 
bloodless revolution had taken place, and when 
it was over it was said by the Sanford men that 
Gleason had been dethroned and that the city 
had bean emancipated. 

In the eventful hour the Common Council 
met by a call for a special session promulgated 
by Mayor Sanford. 

Gleason men who were present as spectators 
were speedily aghast at the import of the meet- 
ing. They did not wait for the finish, buc hur- 
ried off to tell their fellowa. 

Alderman E. J. Knauer, (Rep.,) representing 
the Fifth Ward of the oity, introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas, It appears by tho corrected returns of 
the Inspectors Fine last election, filea in the office 
of the City Clerk, tnat Horatlo 6. Sanford received 
at such election a plurality of 136 votes for the offloe 
of Mayor of this city, but Thomas P. Burke, the said 
City Clerk, has absconded or concealed himself to 
avoid canvassing such returns; 

Resolved, That Horatio 8. Sanford be and he is 
hereby declared to have been duly elected at such 
election to the said office of Mayor of this city. 

This resolution was adopted unanimously 
amid the cheers of the spectators. 

Immediately following the adoption of it, the 
same Alderman offered this resolution, which 
was also adopted without a dissenting voice 
amid great cheering by the audience: 

Whereas, Thomas P. Burke, Clerk of this city, has, 
since the 7th day of December last, wholly failed to 
discharge the duties of his office. and bas abeconded 
from the State or kept himself concealed therein for 
the purpose of avoiding being compelled to per- 
form such duties; 

Resolved, That the said Thomas P. Burke be, and 
ho is hereby, removed as such City Clerk. 

This resolution was no sooner passed than 
Sergeant at Arms Christopher White stepped 
up to President Claven and handed him a paper, 
saying: ‘A message from the Mayor.” Another 
burst of applause followed. The audience 
which came to witness what was thought to be 
® mere routine of business was ulive to the fact 
that a revolution was in progress. 

The communication proved to be the first 
nomination by Mayor Sanford. It named 
Matthew J. Goldner as City Clerk, to succeed 
Thomas P. Burke,jremoved. His confirmation 
followed instantly. Mr. Goldner, who was 
present, then stepped forward and accepted the 
appointment, and was immediately sworn in by 
Notary Henry W. Sharkey. 

The new City Clerk then went to the City 
Clerk’s office, which is a rear room off the Com- 
mon Council Chamber, and demanded posses- 
sion of the office and its contents of Assistant 
City Clerk John P. Hayes, who was in charge. 
Mr. Hayes said he did not know his duty in the 
premises, and until he had legal advice upon 
the subject he must decline to give up the ottice 
and its books, &c. 

The new City Clerk returned to the Council 
Chamber and reported Hayes’s stand. Alder- 
man Knauer thereupon introduced the follow- 
ing resolution,which was adopted unanimcusly: 

Whereas, The City Cierk has been refused posses- 
sion of the office at present provided by the city for 
his accommodation ; ; 

Resoived, That the said City Clerk be and he is 
hereby authorized to procure an office for his use as 
such Wlerk elsewhere in said city, and that such 
Clerk's office be and the same is hereby established 
at the place so to be selected by said Clerk. 

The adoption ef this last resolution means 
that the city is to have the distinction of having 
a dual Government andrival City Halls. While 
the bold and brilliant Mr. Gleason is, under the 
power vested in him by his cherished “ certifi- 
cate,” carrying on his form of government in 
the present City Hall, which he is the reputed 
owner of, Mayor Sanford will also be conduct- 
ing the Government proper in some other City 
Hali not yet selected. 

final resolution passed by the Common 
Council was this one: 

Whereas, It appears that the seal of the city has 
been stolen from the City Clerk’s oflice ; 

Resolved, That the City Clerk procure a duplicate 
thereof, and the Mayor be and is hereby authorized 
to draw his warrant upon the Oity easury for the 
payment of the expenses thereof not exceeding $10. 

Later the following proclamation was posted 
in many prominent places about town: 

To the Citizens of Long Island City : 

On the 8th day of November last, you by your 
Votes elected me to the oflice of Mayor of this city.

thereof. 

My demand upon Patrick J. Gleason that he tarn 
over to me the books and papers of the Mayor’s 
office has been refused, and he continues to usurp 
the functions of the office. 

Therefore, in view of the facte as stated, with the 
knowledge that I am your duly-elected Chief Mag- 
istrate and that the courts will altimately sustain 
My actions, and by the advice of counsel and with 
the approval of the Common Council, I have to-day 
assumed the duties of the office of Mayor. 

In order that I may be successful in my aim to give 
the city a clean and honest administration I call 
upon all good citizens to aid me in my efforts.

DEADLY YELLOW POWDERS, 


—_-+-—~>_-—— 
GALLAGHER’s STORY AGAINST DEMP- 
SEY OF THE HOMESTEAD POISONING. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 16.—The Homestead polson- 
ing cases were called in Judge Stowe’s court to- 
day. The chargos at present under investiga- 
tion are those against Mr. Dempsey.* Next, 
John Clifford's case will be called, and after 
that those of J, M. Davidson and Patrick Gal- 
lagher. No date for the trialof Mr. Beatty has 
yet been named. 

Patrick Gallagher, the self-confessed poisoner, 
was sworn. He told very calmly the story of 
his connection with the case. 

“I have worked as a cook in restaurants, ho- 
tels, and boats since 1871,” he said. “I first 
saw Dempsey last August at 66 Third Avenue, 
inthe Knights of Labor hall. Robert Beatty 
and James Davidson were with me. Beatty 
said to Dempsey: ‘These are the two mon.’ 
Dempsey said tome and Davidson: ‘I suppose 
you know what we want?’ 

“We said we knew a little aboutit. Dempsey 
then said: ‘We want to get the men in the 
Homestead mill out.’ Beatty spoke about using 
croton oil. Me and Dempsey said we would 
use it. Dempsey thon spoke about breaking a 
street oar strike in Chicago. He said powders 
had been used; thatif we would use these pow- 
ders in the Homestead mill it would make the 
men sick, and we could break the strike in 
about ten days. Dempsey told us that he would 
guarantee us $50 apiece. He told us to get 
work in the mill 

“I first met Beatty Aug. 27. I was talking 
with a man namod MoKenna, when Beatty 
asked if we wanted to go to Homestead to do a 
special job, which he explained was to ‘doup’ 
the men working there. Heo said there was $2 
or $3 aday initforus. MoKenna next day got 
a job on @ boat. Davidson andI met Beatty 


next morning and went to Dempsey’s office. 
After coming out Imet Mr. Lindsay of the Car- 
negie Company, got a job, and went to work 
Aug. 30 as second cook. 

* Before going there Dempsey said ho would 
furnish me with powders to put in the food 
furnished to the meninthemill. Dempsey said 
a Chicago man was to furnish the powders. A 
bottle containing three dark yellow powders 
was given to me by Hugh Dempsey Sept. 7 or 
8. He also gave me instructions how to use 
them. The day following I put one powder into 
thirty gallons of soup. The next day I put one 
powder into thirty gallons of tea, and the third 
powder was used the same way. I then got nine 
powders from James Davidson and used some 
of them in the tea, giving the others to Alex- 
ander McCord, another cook. 

* After using the nine powders I got six more 
from Dempsey. I used two and gave Davidson 
four. I quit work Sept. 21 and Davidson went 
to work the next day. 

“Dempsey asked once if there were many 
men sick in the mill. I told him quite a num- 
ber were sick, and that I did not like the new 
steward and had quit work. Dempsey and I 
talked in his office about sending to Cincinnati 
tor two more cooks. It was decided to send 
a to Cincinnati and another man to Beaver 

‘alls. 

The next Tucsday I was in Dempsey’s office. 
He showed a telegram from Cincinnati which 
said: ‘Two good agente on road.’ 1 understood 
that it was from Beatty. Two oooks, Tony Gil- 
foil apd William Coleman, came from Cincin- 
nati FI took them to a hotel, paid their bills, 
and informed Dempsey of their arrival. Demp- 
sey told me not to bring them near his office, as 
he did not want any one except Beatty, David- 
son, and myself to know that he was mixed up 
in the scheme. 

“Gilfoil and Goodman worked in Cook House 
No. 6. A few days,laterI got six more pow- 
ders from Dempscy. I used one of the powders. 
When I quit work, Oot. 18, I had received thirty 
powders from Dempsey. The day before I 
quit work Dempsey told me detectives were 
watching bim and for me to slip into the Trac- 
tion Cempany’s office and he would give me 
some money. A moment later a uniformed em- 
ploye of the company camein and said: ‘Sign 
this receipt.’ I did so and he handed me $25. I 
alterward presented a bill to Dempsey. Demp- 
sey asked Davidson for his bill. Davidson 
made it out and Dempsey indorsed the bill 
‘O. K.’ [Bill identitied and offered in evidence. } 

“IT presented my bill to Beatty, who said: 
‘Let Dempsey pay his own bills.” When the 
story wae first published I sent a note to Demp- 
sey: ‘Beatty has been arrested in Louisville. 
Send me some —— and I will leave town.’ I 
saw Dempsey that evening. He said: ‘What 
are you afraid of! Don't you get scared. If 
you are arrested I will get lawyers to defend 
you. If you have to go on the stand, swear 
point blank that you don’t know me, and I will 
swear I never saw you. Tell them you got the 
powders from the cooks in the mill, but that 
you gave them back.’” The plaintiff was then 
cross-examined. 

J. M. Davidson, Gallagher's alleged accom- 
plice, was then called. e said: ‘“‘IThave known 
Gallagher thirteen years and have known 
Beatty four years. The first time I met Dempsey 
was last August. I met Beatty about Aug. 27. 
He was with Gallagher. Beatty, Gallagher, and 
inyeelf went to the Knights of Labor hall on 
Third Avenue, where we met Dempsey. There 
Was @ Woman there when we wentin. She left, 
and Beatty said: 

** There are the men.’ 

“ Dempsey bald: ‘ Well, boys, we want some 
men to go to Homestead to break the strike.’ 

“Beatty suggested croton oil. I objected, and 
Dempsey did, too, saying he did not want to 
harm the men, only to make them sick. I made 
up my mind I would not have anything to do 
withit. Dempsey said there was money init 
for us, and he would guarantee $50 for us. 
Beatty afterward said there was a gold watch 
and chain in if.” 

Davidson told the same story sworn to by 
Gallagher. He said Dempsey paid him $12, 

Court adjourned until to-morrow.

BROOKLYN SHORT OF WATER, 


—_——_>———— 
BREAK IN THE BIG MAIN NEAR ROCK- 
VILLE A SERIOUS AFFAIR. 


The break in one of the forty-eight-inch mains 
of the Brooklyn Water Works, near Rockville 
Centre, L. I., is more serious than the City Works 
officials at first admitted. One hundred men 
were sent to locate the break Saturday, but fifty 
of them refused to work owing to the intense 
cold. The break was located approximately by 
the City Works engineers, and is in the part of 
the pipe which skirts the Rockville Reservoir. 

The pipe is buried forty feet deep in a bank of 
frozen earth forty feet wide, and it is uncertain 
when the break can be reached. The pipe is the 
main conduit from Milburn Pond, and has sup- 
plied 2,000,000 gallons per day to Brooklyn. 
The supply has been cut off through the broken 
pipe, but Commissioner Adams said yesterday 
that, with economy on the part of householders, 
there was no danger of a water famine. An ef- 
fort will be made to repair the break tempora- 
rily, and a new section will be put in when mild 
weather oomes. 

According to Commissioner Adams the city 
engines are pumping 70,000,000 gallons of 
water per day, independent of the extension, 
and this is, he says, enough for all reasonable 
purposes. 

There has been a steady decrease of the water 
in the Ridgewood reservoir since Friday. On 
that day thore was 8 fect 2 inches of water. On 
Saturday morning there was only 7 feet 642 
inches, Sunday the supply had gone down to 7 
fect 1 inch, and yesterday there was only 6 feet 
S3inches. Water cannot be pumped when there 
is less than 4 feet. Saturday and Sunday 135,- 
000,000 gallons of water were pumped into the 
reservoir, and the consumption in the same 
time was 157,543,000 gallons. 

The City Works Department charges 15,000,- 
000 gallons to wastage by BRousebhoiders, who 
let the water run to keep their pipes from freez- 
ing. Sunday and yesterday the police notified 
those living on elevated places in the city or in 
high buildings to use water sparingly. 





Nirme Chinamen Must Go Home. 

PLaTTsBunG, N. Y., Jan. 16.—The twelve 
Chinamen who three months ago were arrested 
on a canal boat at Rouse’s Point as they were 
being smuggled into this country from Canada, 
were tried before United States District Com- 
missioner Wheeler to-day. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Alexander appeared for the Gov- 
ernment and J. C Thoms, a Chinese lawyer of 
Brooklyn, for the prisoners. 

Nine of the Chinamen were sentenced to the 
Albany penitentiary for thirty days, and, upoa 
their reieuse, to be deported to their native 
country. The others, claiming that they were 
students, were discharged. 

An effort will be made, it is said, to interest 
the Chinese Ambassador at Washington in the 
oases of the nine sentenced men.

HOUSE SUSPENSION DAY 


ONE IMPORTANT BILL PASSED AND 
ANOTHER KILLED, 


THE ARKANSAS SWAMP-LAND MEASURE 
DEFEATED — NOT THE NECESSARY 
TWO-THIRDS IN 1TS FAVOR— PAS- 
SAGE OF THE AMENDMENT FOR ELEC~ 
TION OF SENATORS BY THE PEOPLE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16,—When a suspension 
day comes along in the House the anxious and 
conscientious member feels very much the sort 
of concern and doubt that a child feels about 
the coming of athunderstorm. ‘Thoro is danger 
until it is over. 

To-day the first bill to besakon up under the 
motion to suspend the rules waé a bill that has 
been before the House and one that has been 
since discussed with some strong assertions 
that it has prodigious flaweinitand that it is 
likely to turn out as expensively as the nine- 
teen-million-dollar Direct Tax bill which the 
Republicans buniped through so blithely in the 
Fifty-first Congress. 

Mr. McRae, (Dem., Ark.,) who has been the 
zealous advocate of the passuge of the bill 
which proposes a settlement tor his State of 
swamp-land grants, made a strong push to 
pass it. He found a vehement opposition, led 
with spirit by Mr. Tracey (Dem., N. Y.) Mr. 
Tracey had nota particle of faithin the meas- 
ure, and, in an impetuous speech, he character- 
ized it with such directness and asperity as to 
lead Mr. McRae to retort with harsh language. ~ 
Mr. Tracey declared that there was # lobby be- 


hind the bill, and that it would cost millions of 
dollare—some said $16,000,v00--and if there 
was any doubt about it it should not be passed, 

When the roll call began 1t looked as though 
the bill would get through. When the roll call 
Was completed the vote was 132 in the allirma- 
tive ana $5 in the negative. As the affirmative 
vote was not two-thirds of the whole vote the 
bill failed to pass. 

Representative Tucker (Dem., Va.,) was the 
promoter and manager of the next bill taken 
up—the joint resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the Uonatitution providing for the eleo- 
tion of United States Senators by direct vote of 
the people. Mr. Tucker had made a long and 
exhaustive report on this resolution and 
one which had been read with ap- 
proval by most of tbe members of the 
House, so that when Judge Chipman (Dem., 
Mich.,) called up the bill the only opposition to 
it came from the Republican side, wuere a wide 
area of inclination to filibuster was discovered, 
asif the party on that eide had lost faith in 
elections by the }wople and wished to tie their 
faith to the State Legislatures. 

After some ineffectual pottering with the pre- 
liminary motions the resolution oame to a vote, 
the test being taken on the vote by tellers, Mr. 
George Fred Williams belping out Mr. ‘tucker 
by hunting up the voters who were out of the 
hall on the tirst call. The Republican opposi- 
tion wilted after the vote by tellers showed a 
large majority. There was no demand for the 
yeas and nays, and the bill was passed by an 
apparently unanimous vote. 

lt must pass the Senate and be approved by 
three-fourths of the States before it becomes a 
part of the Constitution.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULE SUSPENSION—A 
NATIONAL BANE LAW, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Mr. De Armond (Dem., 
Mo.,) introduced in the House to-day a bill to 
suspend, during the first year of each Presiden- 
tial term, all civil service laws, rules, and regu- 
lations in so far as they do, or might, restrict 
or interfere with the free exercise, by the Presi- 
dentor heads of departments, of the power to 
remove or appoint officers or employes of the 
Government. A preamble to the bill says that 
no Administration can fully and satisfactorily 


carry ite policies into execution if a large por- 
tion of the subordinate officers are hostile to 
such policies. 

Senator Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) introduced a 
bill to-day, amending the national bank law so 
that the limitation of the total liabilities to any 
national banking association of any person shail 
be one-tenth of the amount of the capital stock 
actually paid in and the surplus as ascertained 
by the examiner at the last previous examina- 
tion. It is aleo provided that no liability, direct 
or indirect, to any association, of any stock- 
holder, Director, officer, or employe of any 
bank, to an amount greater at any time 
than $1,000 shall be allowed to exist, 
except by previous authority in writing 
~ by the President and three-quarters 
of the Directors, or by a majority vote~ 
of the Directors at a legal meeting. The 
Controller of the Currency is authorized to re- 
move bank officials for violations of this pro- 
vision. Asection is incorperated in the Dill 
intended to facilitate the colléction of assess- 
ments upon shareholders of failed national 
banks. It authorizes receivers to file with the 
Recorder of Deedsin any county a certificate 
reciting the name of the shareholder, the num- 
ber of his shares, and the assessment imposed. 
This creates a lien upon the real estate, which 
can only be discharged upon satisfaction. 

Secretary Noble some time ago called the at- 
tention of the House Committee on Invalid 
Pensions to the necessity for some law to au- 
thorize the repeal of private pension bills 
obtained by fraudulent means, and called at- 
tention to several cases of this kind. The com- 
mittee reported bills for the repeal of cases 
brought to its attention and discussed the 
advisability of passing a general bill to meet 
such cases. The discussion developed tbe fact 
that such a law was necessary, and it was 
agreed thata measure should be reported to 
cover them. It is understood that the one 
introduced by Mr. Martin (Dem., Ind.,) covers 
the subject and will be reported at anearly day. 
The committee wants to see justice done to 
meritorious cases, but is determined, if possi- 
ble, to guard against frauds. 

Représentative Lodge (Rep., Mass.,) present- 
eda petition in the House to-day, signed by 
10.000 citizens, in favor of a law placing re- 
strictions upon immigration.

GEORGE fh. GRABAM DYING. 


THE ONCE NOTED LITERARY MAN PEN- 
NILESS AT THE LAST. 


NewaAkRk, N. J., Jan. 16.—George R. Graham, 
the founder of Graham’s Magazine, is ill at the 
Memorial Hospital, at Orange; and his death is 
expected at any moment. 


Mr. Graham was born in Philadelphia Jan. 
18, 1813, and, on account of his unusual apti- 
tude for literary matters while a boy, it was in- 
tended that he should havo a liberal education, 
and make either the law or letters his profes- 


sion. The death of his father compelled the 
abandonment of this plan, and young Graham 
was obliged to learn the trade of a cabinet- 
maker while living with an unoie. 

He employed every spare moment, howover, 
in reading, regularly devoting six hours daily 
to literary pursuits after his cabinet work was 
done for the day. In a few years he was able 
to enter a law oitice, and soon afterward he was 
admitted to the Philadelphia bar. Meanwhile 
he had been contributing a series of papers to 
the Philadelphia press, which had met with so 
much favor that he was invited to become the 
editor of the Salurday Evening Post, of which 
he became, subsequently, one of the proprietors. 

While continuing his relations with the Post 
he purobased a emall monthly publication 
called Atkinson's Casket, dovoted to literature, 
whioh he edited and published till 1841, when, 
the opportunity offering, he united it with the 
Gentlemen's Magazine and formed Graham's 
Magazine, which for many years thereafter was 
known as the best magazine of its kind pub- 
lished in the United States. 

Under his management Graham’s Magazine 
attained a very large circulation. Ite contribu- 
tors included William Cullen Bryant, Jamos 
Fenimore ne a Edvar A. Poe, Bayard Tay- 
lor, Henry - Longfellow, James Russeil 
Lowell, John G. Saxe, E. P. hipple, William 
Devoe, Mrs. Ann Stephens, N. P. Willis, Thomas 
Dunu English, and others. Charles J. Peterson 
was associated with Mr. Graham for 3 while, 
but withdrew to start Felerson’s Magazine. 

80 much prosperity attended Graham's Mag- 
azine that ite proprietor was induced to oxtend 
his sphere as 4 publisher. He socsedingly pur- 
chased in 1846-7 the Philadelphia North Amer- 
ican and the United states Gazette, two rather 
languishing publications, and merged the two 
in one strong publication, the North American, 
which he placed under the managing editorship 
of Robert T. Conrad, distinguished alike as a 
jurist, poet, dramatist, and author in general. 

Later on, Mr. Graham associated with himself 
in this .publication Morton MoMichael, and 
then became so peveperens that he was known 
as a capitalist of a quarter of a million dollars 
at least. 

1t was just here that Mr. Graham’s prosperity 
culminated. He disposed of his interest in the 
North American to Mr. McMichael and entcred 
into stock speculations, aud it ws net very 
long before the literary man was i;'' «igled into 
a bogus stock operation in which he iost nearly 
everything. 

Soon afterward he came to Nuw-York and 
continued his financial wisfortunes in Wall 
Street. Then he went to Newark, N. J., where 
he became editor of the Newark Journal, 
which he continued to conduct until fall- 
ing eyesight and health compelled him to de- 
sist from all work. At one time he became quite 
blind from cataracts on both eyes. These were 
removed by skillful operation in the New-York 
Ophthalmic Hospital, but he has not of late 
years been able to do much work with his pen, 
and has remained a dependent somewhat upon 
the kind offices of his former partner, Charles

HONEST TREATMENT OF DEBTORS. 
> —_—_ 
FREE COINAGE DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
ACADEMY OF POLITICAL SCIENCE. 


Charles B. Spahr read a paper before the 
Academy of Political Science at Hamilton Hall, 
Columbia College, last evening, his subject 
being “The Honest Treatment of Debtors.”’ 
The talk had practically to de with the money 
question, Mr. 8pahr declaring emphatically in 
favor of the free coiuage of silver. 

He said, among other things, that bankers are 


as apt to be wrong on the currency question as 
manufacturers on the tariff. and that the 
powerful classes haye always stood for their 
own interests in blind disregard of the publio’s. 

After touching upon what Bir Archibald Ali- 
son had to say of the economiv blessing brought 
to Europe through the discovery of America 
and upon the general unsettled currency condil- 
tions in this country to-day, the time when pan- 
ogyzies are delivered upou Columbus, Mr. Spahr 
said: 


“Tam not here to say our Government ought 
to shape the public policy in accordance with 
the interests of debtors alone, but to show that 
all the Governments of Christendom except our 
own have shaped their policies in accordance 
with the demands of the oreditor class.”’ 

The problemof debt in this country, Mr. Spabr 
declared, is the legacy of the oivil war. After 
a word about paper money, the early Govern- 
ment policy of bimetallism, the cheapening of 
gold consequent upon the immense production, 
the change to silver with gold again the dearer 
metal, and the effect of successive demonetiza- 
tion, he said: 

“In 1876, when Congress saw its mistake, the 
honest way would have been to restore free 
coinage. To-day the free coinage of silver 
ought to be permitted, the dollar to be legal 
tender for all debts contracted since 1873 or 
subsequent to > pemeee of the act. Debts 
contracted in gold should be paid in gold, 
but the United States must be the Nation to 
relieve the fearful strain on the supply 
of gold that is raising its value and making 
heavier the burden of all debts public aud pri- 


vate. 

“The United States is the great debtor nation 
of the world, and the only Nation whose debtors 
can infiuence legislation. It must restore free 
coinage, stipulating that debts made in gold 
shall be paidin gold, but that for the rest the 
supply of both metals shall be available for 
money.”

INTERNATIONAL UNIVERSITY BOAT 
RACE PLANNED. 


4. G. SPALDING TELLS ABOUT A SCHEME 

' 70 BRING TOGETHER THE WINNERS 
OF THE YALE-HARVARD, AND OX- 
FORD-CAMBRIDGE RACES AT LAKE 
CALUMET NEXT SUMMER. 


A. G. Spalding, who is the prime mover in the 
athletic events to be decided at the World’s Fair, 
arrived in this city from Chicago yesterday. As 
published exclusively in THE TIMES on Sunday, Mr. 
Spalding’s mission here is to devise plans for the 
meeting. 1n a day or two he will confer with James 
E. Sullivan, W. B. Curtis, Harry MoMillan, and 
other shining lights of the Amateur Athletic Union, 
and a general meeting of ail persons interested in 
the project will be called. Mr. Spalding said yester- 
day that the athletic contests would take place on 
the South Side baseball grounds, and that they 
would be under the supervision of the Amateur 
Athletic Union. 

“I was surprised to read in THE Times,” said Mr. 
Spalding, “ that we propose to have a big college 
boat race. I thought that that matter would be 
kept quiet for a time at least, so that we would be 
placed in a position to give out something definite on 
the subject. However, as long as ft has leaked ont, I 
might as well tell something about the scheme now. 
When tha subject of sports for the fair was brought 
up, it was suggested that we have a race open to all 
college crews. On account of the poor facilities at 
Lake Calumet this could not well be done. Then it 
was thought that arace ofan international charac. 
ter would be just the proper thing. The matter was 
explained to several persons interested in boating at 
Yale and Harvard, and they suggested the contest 
between tho winners of the Yale-Harvard and Ox- 
ford-Cambridge races. 

“ A few weoks ago the Secretaries of the two Eng- 
lish university boat clubs were written to and we 
are awaitingareply. Asfaras Yale and Harvard 
Sre concerned, they are anxious forthe race. The 
boating authorities of these two colleges are of the 
opinion that the winner of the race at New-London 
will be able to compare favorably with any college 
crew in the world, and on that acconnt they are not 
fearfal of the result. Ithink that such a race as is 
proposed would prove to be one of the biggest 
aquatio events of the nineteenth century. I am sat- 
isfied on one score, and that is, it would draw tho 
biggost crowd that ever attended a race in the 


history of boating. I sincerely hope that the Eng- 
lishmen will accept the offer. Asta matter of fact, 
I will do everything in my power to bring about the 
race. We heve had plenty of boat races between 
the professionals of England, Australia,and America. 
Now, what's the matter with the amateurs having a 
crack at it? 

“1 trust that waht Say 4 interested in rowing will 
leave nothing undone to bring about a meeting be- 
tween the champion college crews of England and 
of the United States. I can say without fear of 
contradiction that the race would be a leading feat- 
ure of the big fair.” 

It was thought some time ago that the National 
Association of Amateur Oarsmen would hare its 
racea on Lake Calumet, near Chicago, this year, but 
Detroit has been selected. This may cause a hitch 
between the Worid’s Fair Cummitteo on Sports and 
the National Association. Just what the outcome 
will be is hard to predict. A big regatta at the 
World's Fair would certainly detract from the inter. 
est in the races at Detroit, particularly if it toox 
place at a date near the one selected by the 
National Association of Amateur Oaremen. The of- 
ticials of the National Association are puzzled some- 
what, as they do not know how the Fair Committee 
will regard tho present state of affairs. The Detroit 
boat clubs have made inducements to get the re- 
gatta, and naturally they do nut want to oontilict 
with an international coliege race. A race between 
the crews of the Knglish and American universities 
would cast the national regatta in the shade. 

An official of the National Association has made 
an appointment with Mr. Spalding with a view, per- 
haps, of preventing a conflicting of dates. 

Une thing which seems likely to prevent a race 
between the English and Awerican crews, as far as 
Knglishmen are concerned, is the date on which the 
contest would, inthe eyes of World’s Fair people, 
have totake place. The trouble in bringing the 
crews together has always been that the English 
boat race ocours three months before the Yale-Har- 
vard race, and by the time Yale or Harvard is ready 
to row the English crews are both out of training. 
There are 80 wany things for the English’ Varsity 
carswen to do after the Oxford-Cambridge race that 
they hardly think it worth while remaining in train- 
ing three months to meet au American crew. There 
has also been a difference of opinion as to whether 
the Englishmen should come te = country or the 
Americans should go to England, and this has also 
been a stumbling block in the way of a race. 

Asfor the date, it may also be said that Yale or 
Harvard could not get into condition before June to 
meet the Englishmen, so this metter reste entirely 
with the toreign crews. The conditions of weather 
in this country are such that Yale and Harvard are 
compelled to wait until Summer to meet each other 
ora foreign crew, while the Znglishmen; have somo 
choice of season. 

Itis possible that the Englishmen would agree to 
row in this country on account of the World's Fair, 
and might also be induced to keep in training unti 
June or July for the sake of the race, but another 
difficulty might arise in their desire to meet a crew 
whose right to the title of champion is undisputed. 
This right will never be.undispated until Cornell 
Meets the winner of the Yale- Harvard race. 

Cornell boating men have themselves had some 
correspondence with Oxford and Cambridge authori- 
ties, and this correspondence has been carried to 
such an extent lately that the foreigners are desir. 
ous of inoluding Cornell in the list of crows ambi 
tious to win the world’s championship. Englishmen 
quite rightly feel that Americans should have all 
claims to American superiority in rowing settied 
before they race in American waters. ‘hey feel that 
Americans owe it to them to settle this question s0 
that they, as visitors, will not be placed in an embar- 
rassing position. 

If Yale and Harvard would allow Cornell in their 
race at New-London thie year for the sake of an in- 
ternational championship college boat race at Chi- 
cago, the way would be paved tor the a of a 
champion Knglish crew. Mr. Spalding has evidently 
not considered this point.

Yachtsmen are anxious to learn more of the details 
ofthe organization ofa new syniicate to bnild a 
yacht to try for the honor of defending the America’s 
Cup. Many doubted the report about the plan cir- 
culated last week, but they are now convinced that 
the new syndicate has been formed and will soon 
place an order withthe Herreshoff Manufacturing 
Company of Bristol, R.I., for an eighty-five-footer. 
There are a number of yachtsmen in the syndicate, 
chief among whom are E. D. Morgan and C. Oliver 
Iselin. The plan is to raise $45,000 in five-thousand- 
dollar subscriptions. The greater part has been sub- 
scribed already, and as Messrs. Morgan, Iselin, and 
ono or two others eay they will make up what is not 
subscribed, there can be no doubt about the build- 
ing of the yacht. 

Mr. Iselin, being the most available member of the 
syndicate, will have oharge of the yacht. It is under- 
stood that she will be of a different type from the 
crait ordered by the syndicate headed by Archibald 
Rogers. One yacht will probably be a fin keel and 
the other ajcentrebeard boat, so the trial races will 
determine the faster(type as well asthe cup de- 
fender. 

The report that asyndicate of Corinthians has been 
formed to build a third syndicate boat is denied. 

It is hoped that Royal Phelps Carroll will return 
from abroad with his new Herreshoff boat in time 
for tho trial races. If he does so, three boats are 
assured for those events.

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A FENCERS’ HANDICAP. 


NOVEL FEATURE IN FENCING TO BE 


TRIED NEXT SATURDAY. 


Messra. C. Tatham, Fencera’ Club, and W. T. 
Heintz, Central Turn Verein, members of the com- 
mittec ofthe Amateur Fencers’ League of America 
intrusted with the arrangements for the first handl- 
cap fencing with foils tournament ever held, met at 
the Fencers’ Club, 8 West Twenty-eighth Street, 
last night. The principal business transacted was 
the allotment of handicaps to the competitors en- 
tered. Under a modification of the French style of 
conducting tournaments in vogue in this country 
prior to the formation of the Amateur Fenvers’ 
League of America, the rules of handicapping could 
not be applhed. The jurors simply decided the win. 
nér in each bout by the number of “touches” scored 


in five minutes, the loser in a trial bout being imme- 
diately declared out of the competition. ‘hus no 
opinion could be formed of a competitor’s ability 
compared with any man in the tournament whom he 
did not meet. 

The new rules provide that each man in every 
—— shall meet every other man in the event. 
Each contest is to close when an aggregate of 5 
points or touches is scored. An allowance is also 
given for estimated excelience in attack, defense, 
and genoral form, the maximum allowance for each 
being fifty-one-hundredths of a point. 

There are fifteen entries for the contest, which 
takes place next Saturday, and it will take iourteen 
vouts to decide the winner. Five points are soored 
in each bout, making a highest possible score of 70, 
without taking into account the allowances for at- 
tack, defense, and genoral good form. 

Iu framing the handicap last night, the committee 
allowed the liberal limit of 35 points. The outcome 
of next Saturday's innovation will be studied with 
interest in Boston, Omaha, and Salt Lake City, 
where branches of the Amateur Fencers’ League 
are organized and are about to promote handicap 
ae tournaments. The committee has not yet 
decided on the place of competition, as it is desired 
to securea floor which will place all competitors 
on even terms.

ERNST DEFEATS CAMPBELL. 


EXPERTS SURPRISED AT THE 
OUTCOME OF A FIGHT. 


BOXING 


Several hundred Philadelphians came here last 
night to witness a fight in the Clermont Avenue 
Rink, Brooklyn, The contestants wore “Billy” 
Ernst of Brooklyn and Walter Campbell of 
Philadelphia. Tho latter is the idol of the box- 
ing fraternity of the Quaker City, and they 
had confidence in their man and money in their 
pockets. When they left for home on the midnight 
train their confidence in Campbell’s ability was 


shattered and the money that they oarried hero 
found a resting place in the inside pockets of the ad- 
mirers of Ernst. 

Campbell was a 2 to 1 favorite, andjwith few ox- 
ceptions the 2,000 spectators in the rink thought 
that he would have an easy time with the Brooklyn 
lad. But such was not the case. Ernst, who is 
& strong youth, rashed the Philadelphian, and 
the latter’s science was of little value 
They agreed to box eight rounds. In the 
first Campbell proved that he was _  olever, 
but he lacked hitting powers, Ernst discovered this 
very early, and he started todo the leading. In the 
opening raund he landed heavily twice on the jaw of 
the Philadelphia fighter, to the surprise of the 
spectators. 

When time was called for the second round 
Ernst started in viciously, Campbéll retaliated with 
commendable skill, but after tighting about twu 
minutes Ernst landed a heavy right-hander on the 
jaw of his opponent, and Campbell was knocked 
dewn. His head struck the floor with great force, 
and he was unable to get on his feet. Referee 
Garrison, the jockey, counted ten seconds, and de- 
clared Ernst the winner, an amnouncement that 
caused the spectators to howl with delight. Ernst 
was carried out on the shoulders of his admirers, 
while Campbell and his backers left the building in 
an unhappy frame of mind. Campbell says that he 
will meet Ernst again for $1,000 a side.

It has been found necessary to recall the 
Constitutional Convention bill for amend- 
ment to save it from a veto. The Governor 
seems to have concluded that there is no 
more authority for the plan of securing 
minority representation by election than 
there is by appointment of delegates. Half 
a dozen delegates representing labor, pro- 
hibition, and woman sufirage would not 
be of much use or have much influence 
in a Constitutional Convention of 160 
men, less or more any way. The inter- 
est of labor in the fundamental law 
of the State is not different from 
that of leisure, or of capital, or of what- 
ever else is supposed to be differentiated 
from labor. It should secure the essential 
rights of all citizens, and most citizens in 
this State are addicted to labor. Advocates 
of prohibition and woman suffrage can get 
a hearing in the convention or before its 
committees without having delegates, but 
in the present state of public opinion it i 
not likely to do them much good. The 
necessity of recalling the bill ought to im- 
press upon eager legislators the inadvisa- 
bility of rnshing measures through in such 
a hurry and inquiring into their defects 
afterward. 





A ridiculous bill was introduced in the 
flouse of Representatives yesterday by a 
Missouri Democrat providing for a suspen- 
sion of all civil service laws, rules, and 
regulations during the first year of each 
Presidential term so far as they restrict or 
interfere with the free exercise by the 
President or the heads of departments of 
the power to remove or appoint officers or 
employés of the Government. The evident 
object is to allowa “ cleansweep” foreach 
new Administration, which it is one of the 
mostimportant objects of the civil service 
law to prevent. The preamble to this extra- 
ordinary bill declares that no Administra- 
tion can carry its policies into execution 
fully and satisfactorily if a large portion of 
the subordinate officers are bostile to them. 
This is arrant nonsense. None of the offi- 
cers or employés of the Government whose 
appointment is now controlled by the civil 
gerviceruleshasenything to do with deter- 
mining the policies of the Administration, 





nor can they in the performance of their 
routine or clerical duties obstruct their 
execution. If they should attempt to do 
so, they could be very easily disposed of, 
for there is nothing’in the “laws, rules, 
and regulations” to “‘restrict or interfero 
with” the power of removal. 











It has long been evident that the prob- 
lem of protecting the fur seal is not con- 
fined to Bering Sea, but should include 
within its scope a large area of the North 
Pacific south of the Aleutian chain. The 
seal hunters are accustomed to attack the 
animals all the way along their course 
northward to the rookeries, beginning off 
the coast of California, and starting their 
operations in Winter or in early Spring. 
Thousands of seals had thus been shot last 
year before the beginning of April, and the 
attack went on all the way up to Sand 
Point. Mr. HaRRIsoN, in his last message, 
mentioned that there was reason to sup- 
pose that 35,000 seals were captured last 
year in the North Pacific, where there is 
now no restriction upon pelagic hunting. 
It is not surprising, therefore, to find that 
the Senate promptly and without objection 
passed a bill the other day to extend the 
statutes for seal protection to such an area 
of the North Pacific as any other nation 
may hereafter agree to protect, under an 
arrangement with ourown. A specific ref- 
erence is made in the bill to the possibility 
of such an arrangement resulting from the 
decision of the arbitersin the Bering Sea 
dispute. The suggestion offers itself that 
the whole matter has always been one for 
amicable international agreement rather 
than for untenable theories of closed seas; 
and that part of the question, at least, 
which relates to the North Pacific can be 
setticd in no other way than by interna- 
tional compact, whatever the decision of 
the arbiters. 





It is amusing to remark the hubbub that 
has been raised in Denmark by the report 
that Gen. VON CaprrivI, in his speech on 
the German Army bill, set forth that Den- 
mark must be regarded as an enemy in 
case of a general war. It is very likely 
that he did say something like that, for in 
the first place he was using every argu- 
ment he could think of to induce the 
strengthening of the German Army, and 
in the second place Denmark has had 
very good reason to hostile to 
Germany ever since the Schleswig-Hol- 
stein business. But that is not at 
all a reason why Denmark should 
imitate Germany and subject herself to 
military burdens, She has done this, even 
out of proportion to her resources, for her 
standing army of 40,000 men is much big- 
ger, in comparison to her population of 
2,000,000, thanis that of Germany. Little 
States exist in Europe only by the suffer- 
ance or through the jealousies of their big 
neighbors. One of the advantages of this 
situation is that they are dispensed from 
crushing themselves with armaments, and 
that their fleets and armies can be on the 
most modest scale. This is the contention 
of the Danish Radicals, and itis so obvious- 
ly sensible that it ought tocommend itself 
to the Danish people.

to the public the rather specious utterances 
of Mr. SHERMAN in defense of the inaction 
of the Republican Senators as to the repeal 
ofthe act of 1890, now points out very 
clearly that the responsibility remains with 
them and with them only, and that they 
cannot shift it. It calls the attention of 
Senator SHERMAN to the fact that a condi- 
tion precedent to the passage of any meas- 
ure by the Senate is that it shall be brought 
before the Senate by the proper committee 
with a favorable report.

If they 
will not lend their aid, the minority of the 
cammittee and in the Senate is powerless to 
do anything. We have pointed out in 
another column how it may be possible to 
defeat the repeal of the Sherman bill even 
if it be reported from the committee, and 
Republicans have made this 
possible. But before this question comes 
up, there is the initial action of the 
Finance Committee to be secured, and for 
this the country must look directly to the 
Republican majority of that committee. 
Such plain talk as that of the Ledger from 
a paper at once so loyal to the party and 
so highly respected may have some effect. 
It certainly should have much.

ury and again putinto circulation. What 
have been the consequences of this dicker- 
ing no one knows better than Mr. SHER- 
MAN. They have been very serious, and 
but for the firmnoss, the courage, and the 
unselfish devotion of Mr. CLEVELAND and 
asmall band of faithful followers in his 
own party they would have been disas- 
trous. Without the shameless bargain in 
which the greatest and most lasting inter- 
ests of the whole people were deliberately 
betrayed for a temporary party advantage, 
for a little longer lease of power that was 
steadily and impudently abused, the United 
States, for the past fourteen years, would 
have had a perfectly sound currency, and 
by that fact, with the advantages they 
otherwise enjoyed, would have made def- 
inite progress toward the financial and 
commercial supremacy of the world. 

Now, in 1889, by the aid of the votes of 
the Senators from Colorado and Nevada, 
and with the perfect knowledge that what 
they were doing would greatly increase the 
power of the silver men in Congress, and 
make impossible a remedy for the ills from 
which the country was already deeply suf- 
fering, the Republicans admitted four 
more “silver” States, with eight more 
“silver” Senators, These were North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Montana, and Wash- 
ington. This insured the passage of the 
Sherman bill of 1890. In that year, but 
after the passage of that bill, two more 
“silver” States, (with four more “silver” 
Senators,) Idaho and Wyoming, were ad- 
mitted. In all, these six States, with 
twelve Senators, had a population of less 
than 1,200,000, which is less than that of 
Minnesota, about one-half that of Massa- 
chusetts, and less than one-fifth that of 
New-York. The effect was—and men like 
Senator SHERMAN who pretend to be friends 
of honest money knew that the effect 
would be—to’give the vote of a silver man 
living in one of these States six times the 
force in the Senate of an honest-money 
vote in Minnesota, twelve times that of one 
in Massachusetts, and thirty times that of 
one in New-York. That is the plain record 
of history. There is no room for error in 
it; there is no doubt about it. When a sil- 
ver Senator rises in his seat to talk to 
death a bill for suspending the purchase 
of silver, he knows, and every other Sen- 
ator knows, that he could not doit, that 
he would not be there to do it, had it not 
been for the trading of the silver men with 
the Republican Party, begun in 1878 and 
carried down to the eve of the last 
campaign. 








DEMOCRACY AND “ANTI-OPTION,’ 


An effort is to be made to bring the Anti- 
Option bill to a vote in the Senate to-mor- 
row. It is not creditable to Senators of 
either party that there is believed to be a. 
chance of its passage, but it would be diffi- 
cult to conceive of a measure more incon- 
sistent with the avowed principles of 
Democracy. Itis a fundamental doctrine 
of the Democratic Party that government 
should exercise the least possible interfer- 
ence with private rights and with the busi- 
ness interests of the country. Legislation 
against one class for the real or sup- 
posed benefit of another is a favor- 
ite subject for its denunciation. There 
could be no more offensive or mis- 
chievous exhibition of paternal gov- 
ernment than would be involved in 
the prohibition or suppression of a cer- 
tain form of trading which has been devel- 


cessities of our industrial and commercial 
situation. There could be no more perni- 
cious discrimination against a class than is 
proposed in this bill in virtually forbid- 
ding to Exchanges and commercial associ- 
ations a method of dealing in certain prod- 
ucts which would be permitted to 
everybody else. Exchanges and Boards of 
Trade serve an indispensable purpose in 
facilitating the transaction of the vast vol- 
ume of business involved in the marketing 
of the principal natural products of the 
country, but this bill treats them as mere 
gambling agencies which should be sup- 
pressed, 

It is claimed that in operating against a 
certain class of traders, whose business in 
reality is not only legitimate, but vastly 
beneficial to the producers of the country, 
this measure would work a benefit to the 
farmers and planters who raise grain and 
cottonand pork. If this were true it would 
not justify the proposed legislation, for do- 
ing an injury to one class for the benefit of 
another is not sound policy; but in point 
of fact to derange the machinery by which 
farm products are marketed and their 
prices rendered stable would do an enor- 
mous injury to the farmers and planters. 
The sole benefit, even to a class, to be de- 
rived from such legislation would accrue 
to the first buyers of the products in ques- 
tion, who would constitute the class often 
denounced as ‘“‘middlemen.” Cotton, for 
instance, would be bought at the lowest 
price when the crop came in and held to 
meet the subsequent demand at higher 
prices, and the fntermediate buyers would 
make large profits; whereas the Exchanges 
enable the planters to obtain the benefit of 
the prices to be determined by future de- 
mand, Wheat would be bought by the 
great millers at prices practically dictated 





by themselves at the time of the harvest, 
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and they would get all the benefit of subse- 
quent advances in selling their flour. It is 
mainly the milling interest, animated by 
the most selfish motives, that is behind 
the pending bill. 

Not only is legislation of this kind in- 
consistent with Democratic principles in 
so far as it is an interference with private 
interests for the benefit of a class, but it is 
a@ gross violation of the rights of States. 
The transactions of the Produce Exchange 
and the Cotton Exchange in this city are 
not a matter of inter-State or foreign com- 
merce. So far as they are subject to regu- 
lation or interference it can properly come 
only from State laws. Assuming that they 
are gambling concerns, they are subject 
only to the jurisdiction of the State as 
such. It is an outrage to treat them 
as anything of the kind, but hostile 
legislation against them by Congress 
is a gross violation of their rights 
as commercial bodies, for which there is no 
constitutional authority. The disguise of 
this bill asa revenue measure is so trans- 
parent and hypocritical that it is prac- 
tically ignored by its advocates, Nobody 
pretends to support it on that ground, 
though if it isnot a revenue measure it is 
plainly unconstitutional. What becomes 
of the scruples of those Democrats who 
support it regarding a strict observance of 
the limitations of the Constitution ? 

The measure is, in fact, Socialistic in its 
spirit and purpose, The only party in the 
country that can with any consistency 
support it is that which calls itself the 
People’s Party, and we doubt if it actually 
has any support among the people in any 
other party. But ifit is demanded by tho 
People’s Party it is because its effect is not 
understood. There may be a vague notion 
that dealing in futures depresses the prices 
of agricultural products, and that if those 
dealings were suppressed the farmers 
would get better prices, but we have shown 
over and over again that this is a delusion. 
The Anti-Option bill is un-Uepublican and 
un-Democratic, but it is especially opposed 
to the principles to which the Democratic 
Party professes to be devoted, and no con- 
sistent Democrat can vote for it.

A LOYAL MINISTER. 


One of the latest results of the attempt 
to stiffen and enforce the Presbyterian 
“standards” of doctrine is the retiremont 
of the Rey. Dr. CLARK from the pulpit in 
Harlem which he has occupied for more 
than twenty years. It seems rather strange 
that his retirement should occur.just after 
Dr. BricGs has been acquitted of heresy 
by the Presbytery of New-York. But Dr. 
CLARK explains that he retires, after due 
deliberation, because the General Assem- 
bly, which has the right to define 
the doctrine of the Church, has laid 
down as articles of the Presbyterian 
faith propositions which he finds 
incredible, and which he has been in 
the habit of assuring his people were not 
essential to that faith. Though his own 
Presbytery be with him, the Church, by its 
properly-constituted authorities, has de- 
clared against him, and he sees nothing 
for it but to leave the Presbyterian minis- 
try. In the sermon which followed this 
announcement the retiring pastor made 
clear what the doctrines were which he 
could not accept. They are those, appar- 
ently, which Dr. BrigGs and his support- 
ers cannot accept, and which have, never- 
theless, been reiterated by the General As- 
sembly. 

So faras the decision of the New-York 
Presbytery goes, Dr. CLARK, as well as Dr. 
BRIGGS, may remain in the ministry. But 
Dr. CLaRK pointed out that New-York is 
but one of two hundred Presbyteries that 
constitute the General Assembly, and there 
is no doubt that the General Assembly has 
committed itself to a disapproval of the 
action of the New-York Presbytery in the 
Briggs case. A rigid enforcement of the 
position of the Assembly would force that 
body to decide that neither Dr. BriGGs nor 
Dr. CLARK nor any one of the Presbyters 
who voted to acquit Dr. Briaas from the 
charge of heresy is a proper person 
to be in the ministry of the Presby- 
terian Church. It does not follow that 
they will all be removed from the ministry. 
A question of policy arises which the most 
logical and thorough of the followers of 
JoHN CaLvIN and of the confessors of 
Westminster might very well shrink from 
deciding in such a way as to drive out of the 
Presbyterian ministry so many of its best- 
educated and most useful ministers, and 
grievously to discourage educated young 
men from entering that ministry hereafter. 
But it is likely that a considerable number 
of ministers who believe with Dr, CLARK 
will settle this question, so far asit con- 
cerns them, by following his example. 


It is an example well worthy of being 
followed by those who admire honesty and 
manliness and who disdain to retain, by 
the employment of mental reservations, a 
ministry of which they have been authorita- 
tively declared unworthy. It is not a light 
thing, to besure, for aman of mature years to 
resign a pastoral charge which he has held 
for twenty years, and which has resulted 
in much closer ties than those that are com- 
monly made in secular callings. But that 
is the manly thing to do when a minister 
finds either that his own position or that 
the position of his Church has changed so 
that he and the Church are no longer in ac- 
cord. It is almost equally unworthy of an 
honest man to conceal such a difference 
or to attempt to teach by indirection or by 
insubordination those personal opinions o¢ 
which his Church disapproves. When there 
are enough men who think with him to 
form a pow erful minority, there may be 
hope that they may bring the majority to 
their way of thinking. The progressive 
party in the Presbyterian Church is not 
contemptible in point of number, and it 
is strong in other points. For this reason 
the retirement of Dr. CLARK may be de- 








plored as premature. 
may safely be commended to a great 
many ministers of more than or 
two denominations, who seem to con- 
sider that insubordination is in itself 
a kind of virtve, no matter what 
injury it may inflict upon the Church to 
which they profess to belong. “I agreed,” 
said Dr. CLaRK, “to accept the standards 
of the Church and the rules of discipline so

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FANNY KEMBLE. 

FANNY KEMBLE, who died in London yes- 
terday, was a niece of SaRaAH SIDDONS, 
whom Sir JosHUA REYNOLDS painted as 
the tragic muse; granddaughter of RoGER 
KEMBLE, & contemporary of QUIN, the pred- 
ecessor of GARRICK; great-granddaughter 
of WaRD, who acted on the London stage 
in Restoration days, side by side with Brt- 
TERTON and BARTON Bootu. Thus, to per- 
sons fond of considering curiously, as Ho- 
ratio said of Hamlet’s argument about 
CSAR’s dust and the buvghole, her name 
seeins Closely to link the present with the 
remote and glorious histrionic past. Of 
course, FANNY KEMBLE had other claims to 
distinction than this vagne one; we are all 
descended from ADAM, and there are many 
worthy but humble folks now living in our 
immediate ;neighborliood who can trace 
their descent all the way back to the Puri- 
tan immigration or further, with the con- 
solation that their ancestors were just as 
humble and, probably, no worthier than 
they are. 

But Fanny KEMBLE’s remarkable lineage 
is the first fact about her that comes to the 
mind, now that she isdead. She was the 
last of the KEMBLEs, and they were a great 
family, Mrs, SippoNs was undoubtedly 
the most powerful ‘tragic actress England 
ever produced; the chaste, formal, elo- 
quent acting of JoHN PuHitip KEMBLE 
stirred the amiable poet CAMPBELL to sing a 
declaration that the actor’s art is superior 
to the painter’s, poet’s, and sculptor’s, a bit 
of rank hyperbole that is better remem- 
bered, and consequently more harmful to 
weak minds, than the preposterous dog- 
gerel of GARRICK’s epitaph in Westminster 
Abbey, linking his name with SHAKE- 
SPEARE’S, whichso greatly excited CHARLES 
LaMb’s indignation. CHARLES KEMBLE, 
the younger brother of these geniuses, was 
renowned equally in comedy and in the ro- 
mantic drama, and no mean actor in 
tragedy. He was FANNY’s father, and her 
mother was an actress of uncommon 
powers. 

FANNY KEMBLE, however, was some- 
thing vastly better than the last of the 
KEMBLES. She was a person of remark- 
able talent and of broader _intel- 
lect and more versatility than any 
other KemBir. She had a very large share 
of the histrionic talent, and when she took 
to the stage at the age of eighteen years, to 
save her parents from financial embarrass- 
ment, she gave a new lustre to the family 
name. She would have been, if she had 
clung to the calling, a great actress in the 
Kemble groove. But her repugnance to 
the actor’s life was inherent and seemingly 
uncontrollable. She expressed her feelings 
about it in her journals in words that still 
live and are worthy of respectful consid- 
eration, especially from the actors and peo- 
ple who love the stage. 

In her long restdence in this country she 
was distinguished as a gentlewoman of 
liberal culture and strong convictions, 
whose sufferings had perhaps not softened 
her temper, but whose convictions were 
often just, though the artistic tempera- 
ment was stronger in her than her powers 
of logic. She certainly knew this Republic 
better than many of its severe foreign crit- 
ics, both its surface life and its inner social 
life. She had seen and had been a part of 
the latter in the aristocratic old South and 
in staid New-England as well. She wrote 
too much for her fame, as most persons do 
who can write well and easily in this era 
of the printing press; but there were strong 
individuality and refinement in both her 
prose and her verse. We can ali compla- 
cently recall her sharp sayings about the 
United States now. The Republic has 
suffered much and lived through its suffer- 
ing since she expressed her conviction, 
grimly, thatit would give wav to a mon- 
archy before she should be a “‘ skeleton.”

4 NOBLE WOMAN LAID TO REST.

FUNERAL OF MISS SALLIE HOLLEY, THE 
FRIEND OF THE SLAVE. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 16.—Funeral services 
over the remains of the late Miss Sallie Holley, 
the friénd of the slave and the educator since 
the war of the colored children of Northern 
Virginia, were hold in the chapel of the First 
Unitarian Church this afternoon. The pastor 
ofthe church, the Rey. William ©, Gannett, 
officiated. 

A large number of the older citizens assembled 
to pay the last tribute of respect to the noble 
woman, who resided here for many years in the 
hospitable home of her father, Myron Holley. 
Mr. Gannett spoke feelingly of the great work 
done by Miss Holley during the ante- 
war period and of her earnest Ilubor 
during the last twenty-five years in the 
elevation .of the colored ohildren of the 


South, through which many thousands had 
been fed, clothed, educated tn the common 
branches of learning, provided with situations 
in the North, and converted from a condition of 
degradation into self-supporting and self-re- 
specting citizens. He felt certain that the 
grand results of her unwearied efforts for the 
black race would be a lasting monument to the 
memory of this worthy daughter of a noble sire. 
The last written words of the deceased, the 
beautiful sonnet to ‘“‘A Summer Dawn in Vir- 
ginia,” typical of the sun of light and love 
which through her had taken the place of dark- 
ness and ignorance in her chosen field of labor, 
was then read, as follows: 

he Summer Dawn! Fresh and fair thy beauty lies 
O'er all the scone of amber Eastern skies ! 

Now, young, glad presence pure, like Paradisg! 
Kindling my inmost soul with the sweet tranfe 

Of Peace and Joy and heavenly infiuence.

THE SILVER ACT OF 1890. 


AN ACT directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes thereon, 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, 

That the Seoretary of the Treasury is here- 
by directed to purchase, from time to time, 
silver bullion to the aggregate amount of 
4,500,000 ounces, or so much thercof as 
may be offered each month, at the market 
price thereof, not exceeding $1 for three hun- 
dred and seventy-one and twenty-five-hun- 
dredths grains of pure silver, and to issue in 
paymentfor such purchases of silver bullion 
Treasury notes of the United States to be pre- 
pared by the Secretary of the Treasury i@such 
form and of such denominations, not less than 


$1 nor more than $1,000, as he may prescribe, 
and a sum suliicient to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this act is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 

EC. 2, Thatthe Treasury notes issued in ac- 
cordance with the provisions ot this act shall be 
redeemable on demand, in coin, at the Treasury 
of the United States, or at the office of any As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States, and 
when so redeemed may be reissued, but no 
greater or less amount of such notes shall be 
outstanding atany time than the cost of the 
silver bullion and the standard silver dollars 
coined therefrom, then held in the Treasury 
purchased by such notes; and such Treas- 
ury notes shall be a legal tender in 
paymeht of all debts, public and private, except 
where otherwise expressly stipulated in the 
contract, and shall be receivable for customs, 
taxes, and public dues, and when so received 
may be reissued; and such notes, when held by 
any national banking association, may be 
—— as apart of its lawful reserve. That 
upon demand of the holder of any of the Treas- 
ury notes herein provided for the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall, under such regulations as 
he may prescribe, redeem such notes in gold or 
silver coin at his discretion, 1t being the estab- 
lished policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio, or such ratio as may be 
provided by law. 

Sec, 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shal) each month coin 2,000,000 ounces of the 
silyer bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this act into standard silver dollars until the 
lst day of July, 1891, and after that time he 
shall coin of the silver bullion purchased under 
the provisions of this act as muchas may be 
necessary to provide for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes herein provided for, and ary 
gain or seigniorage arising from such coinage 
shall be accounted for and paid into the 
Treasury. 

Src. 4, That the silver bullion purchased un- 
der the provisiens of this act shall be subject to 
the requirements of existing law and the regu- 
lations of the mint service governing the meth- 
ods of determining the amount of pure silver 
contained and the amount of charges or deduc- 
tions, if any, to be made. 

Sec. 5. That so much of the act of Feb. 28, 
1878, entitled *‘ An act to authorize the coinage 
of the standard silver dollar, and to restore its 
legal-ténder character,” as requires the month- 
ly purchase and coinage ot the same into silver 
dollars of not less than $2,000,000 nor more 
than $4,000,000 worth of silver bullion is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. That upon the passage of this act the 
balances standing with the Treasurer of the 
United States to the respective credits of na- 
tional banka for deposits made to redeem the 
circulating notes of such banks and all de- 
posits thereafter received for like purpose shall 
be covered Into the Treasury as a miscellaneous 
receipt, and the Treasurer of the United States 
shall redeem from the general cash in the Treas- 
ury the circulating notes of said banke which 
may come into his possession subject to re- 
demption; and upon the certificate of the 
Controller of the Curreney that such 
notes have been received by him and that 
they have been destroyed by him and that no 
new notes will be issued in their place, reim- 
bursement of their amount shall be made to the 
Treasurer, under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may prescribe, from an ap- 
propriation hereby created, to be known as na- 
tional bank notes redemption account, but the 
provisions of thia act shall not apply to the 
deposits received under Section 3 of the 
act of June 20, 1874, requiring every national 
bank to keepin lawful money {with the Treas- 
urer of the United States asum equal to 5 per 
centum of its ciroulation, to be held and used 
for the redemption of its circulating notes; and 
the balance remaining of the deposits so cov- 
ered shall, at the close of each month, be re- 
ported on the monthly public debt statement as 
debt of the United States bearing no interest. 

Seo. 7. That this act shall take effect thirty 
days from and after ita passage. 

Approved July 14, 1890.

DEATH OF FANNY KEMBLE

SHE SUCCUMBS TO A SHORT ILL. 


NESS IN HER 84TH YEAR, 


BE BURIED AT KENSAL GREEN— 
THE RECORD OF HER LONG LIFE— 
HER SHORT BUT BRILLIANT STAGE 
CAREER—LIFB IN AMERICA AND 
LITERARY WORKS. 


LonpDon, Jan. 16.—-Mrs. Pierce Butler (Fanny 
Kemble) died to-day at the house of her son-in- 
law, the Rev. James Wentworth Leigh, 86 
Gloucester Place, in the eighty-fourth year of 
her age. She had been ill only a short time, and 
her recovery was expected,in spite of her ad- 
vanced years. Her grave will be made in the old 
Kensal Green Cemetery beside those of her 
father and mother, Charles and Maria Theresa 
Kemble, famous actors early in the century. 


Frances Anne Kemble was born Nov. 27, 
1809, in Newman Street, London. Her father 
was Charles Kemble, the fourth and youngest 
son of Roger Kemble, the brother of Jolin 
Philip Kemble and Sarai Siddons. born in the 
year of the famous ‘O, P.” riots, when John 
Philip Kemble and his sister were suddenly 
made objects of public antipathy because of 
the new seale of prices established at the re- 
built Covent Garden Theatre, and the Kemble 
family had its first setback, it became Fanny 
Kemble's duty before she had fairly finished 
her girlhood to take upon her young shoulders 
the new burdens of her family, of which her 
father was then the head. 

Charles Kemble undertook the management 
of Covent Garden Theatre in the Winter of 
1822-3. At the beginning of the season of 
1820-30 the theatre was in the possession of the 
bailiffs. Pecuniary disasters had pressed hard 
upon the manager. At this juncture his daugh- 
ter, who had been delicately nurtured, and had 
until her twentieth year entertained no thought 
of adopting the calling of her parents, went 
upon the stage in the rdle of Juliet. The dateof 
this performance of Shakespeare’s tragedy was 
Oct. 5, 1829. The débutante gave new lustre to 
the name of Kemble, and her acting was soon 
the talk of London. Claims against the theatre 
of $65,000 were speedily paid off. After Juliet 
she appeared, generally supported by her father 
in the opposite parts, as Belvidera in Otway’s 
“ Venice Preserved,” Mrs. Beverley in “* The 
Gamester,” Portia in “The Merchant of Veniee,’’ 
Isabella in ‘“‘ Measure for Measure,” Lady Town- 
ly in‘ The Proyoked Husband,” Calista in ** The 
Fair Penttent,’” Bianca in “ Fazio,” Beatrice in 
** Much Ado,” Censtance in * King John,” Lady 
Teazle in ** The School tor Scandal,” Katharine 
of Aragon in “ Henry VIII,” Louise of Savoy in 
her own play called “Francis L,’’ Lady Mac- 
beth, and Juliain ‘‘The Hunchback,” a réle of 
whioh she was the first actress. 

The period of her London triumph was three 
years. She never liked the stage, but there was 
little dispute about her skill as an actress. She 
inherited much of the extraordinary histrionio 
talent of the Kembles as well as the versatility 
and adaptiveness of her mother’s family, the 
De Camps. The children of Charles ana Maria 
Kemble were uncommonly bright, and the elder 
son, John Mitohell, (1807-57,) became a his- 
torian and philologist of note, while Adelaide 
(Mrs. Sartoris) (1814-79) was ao singer of rare 
powers. 

In 1830 Charlies Kemble objected to some re- 
marks about his daughter published in the Age, 
a London journal, and felt it his duty to assault 
Mr. Westmacott, the editor. He and his wife 
acted with Fanny in many of the larger provin- 
cial cities. In August, 1832, Fanny and her 
father sailed across the Atlantic, and Sept. 17, 
they appeared at the Park Theatre In New- 
York as Hamiet and Ophelia. They afterward 
acted in all the large American cities. 

In 1834 Miss Kemble was married to Pierce 
Butler, a planter of South Carolina, with wnom 
she did not live happily, and retired finally from 
the stage. Her first published book, “ A Journal 
of Residence in America,” appeared in 1835. 
Few American readers liked it, perhaps, but 
there was a great deal of truth in her vivacious 
descriptions of and comments upon our ‘‘insti- 
tutions.”” Shesoon separated from Mr. butler, 
but was not formally divorced until 1849. She 
made her home for many years at ‘‘ The Perch,” 
near Lenox, Mass., where she was highly esteemed 
by all herneighbors. The year 1846 she passed 
in Italy with her sister, Mrs. Sartoris. In 1848 
she came again into public notice as a platform 
reader from the plays of Shakespeare, and in 
this form of intellectual entertainment, of 
which she was practically the originator, she 
gained new fame. As an actress she had been a 
“slip of a girl.”’” As a reader she is remembered 
as a stately lady of commanding aspect. 

Mrs. Kemble went to England and gave pub- 
lic readings in 1851, and thereafter traveled in 
Europe. Shereturned here in 1856, and con- 
tinued her public career until 1469. Then for 
four years more she was in Europe. She came 
back to America in 1873, but has lately dwelt in 
London. 

The sharpness of her tone in commenting on 
America in her first book was not noticed ina 
later work on American life, called ‘‘ The Jour- 
nal of a Residence in Georgia,” written in 
1838-9, but not published until 1863, when the 
civil war was waging, and then after careful re- 
vision and with a new “‘appendix.”’ The theme 
of this volume is the evil of slavery. ‘That 
she no longer believed at least one thing she 
said in her first ‘‘Journal”—‘“It is my convic- 
tion that America will be a monarchy before I 
am a skeleton’”’—was shown in a letter of hers 
published during the war, from which this 
passage was widely quoted: 

“‘Admonished by its terrible experiences, I believe 
the Nation will reunite itself under one Govern- 
ment, remodel its Constitation, and again address 
itselt to fulfill ite glorious destiny. I believe that 
the country sprung from ours—of all our juat sub 
jeots of national pride the greatest—will reaume its 
career of prosperity and power, and become the 
nobleat as weil as the mightiest that has existed 
among the nations of the earth.”’ 

Other published works of Mrs. Kemble are 
“The Star of Seville,” a drama, 1837; 
“Poems,” 1842; “A Year of Consolation,” 
1847; ** Records of Girlhood,’’ 1878; ‘* Records 
of Later Life,’’ 1882. and ‘‘ Notes upon Some of 
Shakespeare’s Plays,”’ 1882.

THE REY. OSCAR J. SQUIRES. 

The death of the Rev. Oscar J. Squires, for 
many years @ prominent Methodist clergyman 
in Troy, N. Y., and in lowa, occurred yesterday 
at his residence in Lansingburg. He was edu- 
cated at the academy at Canajoharie. His first 
appointment to the Methodist ministry was 
in 1849. During his ministry Mr. Squires was 
located in many towns in Northern New-York 
and in Vermont, his last regular charge being 
at Mecbanicaville. After severing his pastoral 
relations he was appointed Superintendent for 
New-York State of the American Bible Society, 
and in 1877 was appointed to a similar position 
in lowa, remaining in the West untiliss4. Mr. 
Squires was President of the Rennselaer County 
Bible Society for a number of years, and at the 
time of his death was actively engaged in work 
for the society. He had always taken a deep 
interest in temperance, and had spoken in nearly 
every county in the State.

Canadian Discrimination. 

From the Boston Commercial Bulletin, Jan. 14. 

It will hardly ao for Canada to pose as actuated by 
a neighborly spirit to this country in removing the 
differential duty on sugar and molasses imported 
from this side of the line, when she maintains the 
tax of 10 per cent. on ali tea and coffee imported 
from the United States while admitting the articles 
free from all other quarters of the globe. This was 
one of the many movements made by the Dominion 
Government to benefit the heavily subsidized Cana- 
dian Pacitico Hongkong route by diverting traffic 
from the American lines. It would seem prudent 
for the Canadian Pacitic to induce the Dominion to 
retreat from its persistent policy of antagonism. 
Vast quantities of teas and silks from the Orient 
come to our markets by way of Vancouver, and the 
simple withdrawal of the Consular seal privilege 
from its Asiatic and California business, already 
agitated at Wasiingion, woald strike a very heavy 
blow at the railroad. In this case, too, the lattsr 
coulda pot rely on any support from New-Englana 
and the North west, which now defend its interests 
in the carrying trade between these great sections 
of the United States. 

Regarding the sugar matter it is noteworthy that 
the Canadian refining interests are crying against 
the removal of the differential duty, which they fear 
will reduce their profits by the competition of Ameri- 
can sugar. This instances the fact that our manu- 
facturers couid practically secure the whole Cana. 
dian market under reciprocity, and the knowlhedge 
of this fact actuates the Dominion Government in 
refusing its assent to any fair and equitable com. 
mercial arrangement. They ariently desire our 
markets for butter, hay, and eggs, bat have no in.

THE TWO KANSAS HOUSES HOLD 
A JOINT CAUCUS, 


COMMITTEES APPOINTED TO BRING 
HARMONY OUT OF DISCORD, IF 
pOSsSIBLE—MEMBERS’ POCKETS BE- 
GINNING TO SUFFER—GOV. LEW- 
ELLING A CANDIDATE FOR SENATOR. 


ToreKs, Kan., Jan. 16.—The Populists have 
the House, with the recognition of the Senate 
and Governor, but their trouble is not yet over. 
They have made advances to the Republicans 
for a settlement of the difficulties, but the latter 
Were not willing to accept any of the terms of- 
tered, The main proposition, and apparently a 
fair one, was that both Houses be dissolved, 
that the Seoretary of State call the roll as pre- 
pared by the Canvassing Board, and that the 
organization be proceeded with according to 
the laws, by the election of new officers. 

The Republicans claim that by yielding to 
these propositions they would be making a con- 
cession that they have been in the wrong, which 
they declare they will not do. 

Both honses came together this evening for 
the first time, with Mr. Whittington as Chair- 
man, and resolved themselves into a caucus for 
the purpose of reaching an amicable conclusion 
if possible. A committee of three from each 
side was appointed, which was instructed to 
adopt resolutions and present them to the two 
Houses for their action. 

The members are beginning to be anxious re- 
garding their pay, as they have been here more 
than two weeks and are getting short of money. 
The Republicans have completed their plan to 
lock up the State Treasury against all appro- 
priations made by the Legislatare as organized 
and ready for work. This would notonly strike 
the members of the Legislature, but would 
cripple all departments of the State. 

The probabilities now are that some arrange- 
ment will be made. Jerry Simpson has been 50 
generally condemned that he has left for Wash- 
ington. Before going he had a row with Mr. 
Briedenthal, the Chairman of the State Central 
Committee of the Populist Party. ‘The latter 
accused Simpson of lawlessness and a desire 
still further to separate the members who are 


trying to arrange matters. He also gave Simpson 
to understand thet there had already been too 
much disregard of the law, to which the latter 
replied: **Jy—— the law! We will arrange mat- 
ters to suit ourselves and then make laws to fit 
our actiona!’’ 

This statement was made by Mr. Briedenthal, 
who declared that rather than follow the lead of 
Simpson any longer, he would counsel a sur- 
render to the Republicans. This has caused a 
stir, coming as it has so closely after the state- 
ment made by Mrs. Lease in a similar view, 
though more decided. 

The contest to-morrow for State Printer will 
undoubtedly be a double-actioned one, ana then 
only in the courts can come a settlement that 
will be final. The Republican House sent a 
message to the Senate by its Chief Clerk, which 
Was refused, but which one of the Senators, un- 
der a question of privilege, received and gave 
notice that he wouid hold for consideration. 

Siuipson has been eliminated from the Senato- 
rial contest. He met with too much opposition 
during the latter days of the present legislative 
fight. Judge J. Martin has been repudiated by 
both the Populists and the Democrats, and he 
finds satisfaction in denouncing both parties. If 
the Populists name aman, they have ouly Bried- 
enthal left, though they may follow their usual 
rule of bringing out a new man. 

Itis rumored that Congressman W. A. Harris 
has declared his intention to leave the People’s 
Party and return to the Democratic Party, to 
which he belonged so many years, dating from 
his majority when aVirginian college student. 

It has just been made known that Gov. Le- 
welling is a candidat. for United States Senator. 
He was first mentioned in connection with this 
place by the Wichita LHagic, a Republican pa- 
per, but it seems that the Populists have taken 
him up in their arms. His message brought 
him closer to his party than any other man.

HE WILL FIGHT HARD TO KEEP HIS 8EAT 


IN THE SENATE. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Jan. 16.—Senator War- 
ren has recovered his nerve. He is now out for 
piace, and does not care who knows it. He says 
that it will “‘ be along time before the Demo- 
crats have a Senator from Wyoming.”’ 

The Senator was at the Capitol this afternoon, 
and in the evening made himself agreeable in 
the hotel lobbies. Late to-night he will have 
@ confidential interviow with legislators lassoed 
and brought to his private rooms in various 
portions of the city by his confidential agents. 
Warren is better at this sort of thing than any 
other man in the State. He has had 
the experience. But it seems sim- 
ply impossible that Warren can ever 
even unite the minority. Col. Deforrest Rich- 
ards, who is in the State Senate and who has 
the Washington fever himself, has declared 
time and again in public that he would never 
vote for Warren. Hichards’s colleagues of the 
House are under the same pledge. For the past 


two years Republicans in the interior and the 
north have been as bitter against Warren and 
his “‘ Cheyenne ring” as have been the Demo- 
orats. 

Warren's followers say, ‘‘ He wiil go into the 
caucus with more votes than any other man, 
and we can stampede them to him if we have 
half a chance.”’ A Populist who votes for War- 
ren had as well bang himself. So far as they 
were concerned during the campaign, Warren 
Was the only issue. 

A. L. New was at his headquarters all day, 
having returned from the West early in the 
morning. He reports that he found everything 
eli right in his country, and that he will have 
the undivided support of the Uinta delegation.

THE SENATOR HAS LITTLE CHANCE OF 
SECURING A RE-ELECTION. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 16.—The Republicans 
scored a point in the Senatorial contest to-day 
by defeating the amendment to Joint Rule 15. 
This allows the Republican Lieutenant Govern- 
or to preside atthe joint sessions to-morrow, 
when the balloting for Senator begins.

CASEY’S STRENGTH GROWING.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 16.—Many ‘persons in the 
very large crowd atthe new National Theatre 
to-night, who had Jived alternately in frontier 
posts of the army and at Washington for years, 
and who know something about the sort 
of stuff of which our army oflicers and 
their wives are made, and a_ great 
deal more than they care to know of Indians, 
must have argued it out with themselves after 
seeing the American drama, “ The Girl I Left 
Behind Me,” that Mr. David Belasco and Mr. 


Franklyn Fyles had been bold to give the tirst 
performance of their playin Washington. For it 
Was safe to assume that if Washington should 
have such collaborated wooden sojdiers and 
hysterical women and such incredible Indians 
it would be safe to show them at the Empire 
Theatre in New-York. 

“ The Girl I Left Behind Me” is a General's 
daughter in a postfar to the Northwest. The 
General has a dramatically convenient small 
force in a country in which, in 1890, the 
Indians are supposed to be warlike. The 
people in this particular post are 
dreary and gloomy, perhaps because of 
the impending attack upon soldiers armed with 
magazine rifles and Gatlings, and behind a 
stockade, of some three or four thousand sav- 
ages armed principally with the ghost dance 
and a knowledge of the histrionio tendencies of 
the garrison. 

One of the histrionic Lieutenants who has been 
wrongfully charged with cowardice, bravely 
rides through the hostiles to bring relief from 
Fort Assinniboine and to regain the love of the 
General's daughter. An Indian girl brings back 
his hat and while listening to the chant- 
ing of the Indians who are about to 
do the unheard of thing—in a hundred years— 
of making an assault upon a military work. 
The heroine makes a very creditable and not 
cheerful attempt to sing *‘The Star Spangled 
Banner,” and while the fight 1s going on she 
appropriately reads sentences from the burial 
service to a Winchester and ghost dance ac- 
companiment. 

After all, the relief comes, and to the discredit 
of the garrison, which in 18¥0 ought to have 
been in a good state of discipline, it takes the 
defenders by surprise. The play is not without 
a certain interest. Itis well"*mounted, and the 
ladies were so well supplied with costumes that 
they wore their ball clothes during the tight. 

Mr. Belasco and Mr. Fyles were called for 
after the third act, when Mr. Belasco made a 
brief acknowledgment for both of the pleasure 
they felt at the generous reception accorded the 
play.

VARIETIES OF “VARIETY.” 

That kind of “variety” usually marked in 
serious-minded journals with reproachful quo- 
tation marks abounds in West Twenty-third 
Street just now.

The performance there fits better into 
the scheme ofthe universe by having a beygin- 
ning and anend. Parts of it have admirable 
features—the quotation marks already referred 
to veing, of course, still in force—and astonish- 
ment is not infrequently oxcited. Mari- 
nelli, the lizard man, adds a trace of 
apprehension to it. while Kokin still 
makes nervous people shiver by adroitly play- 
ing with fire. Violette has not yet gone back to 
the desk in a table d’héte resteurant where she 
belongs. ‘ Orpheus” is tuneful enough to make 
one forgive the word's frequent division into 
three syllables. Another protest againat the in- 
etlectual shamelessness of the quadrille jin de 
siecle might as well waste a couple of lines.

SENATOR CHANDLER RECOMMENDS 
THAT THE OFFENDING ROAD BE 
FORCED TO COME UNDER INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE RBULES—PRIVI- 
LEGES WHICH ARE MUCH ABUSED. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Senator Chandler 
(Rep., N. H.,) has read with interest the articles 
printed in THe New-YorK Times concerning 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, and he 
has no doubt that the company should be made 
to conform to the restrictions which are im- 
posed upon American roads, He is aware that 
in New-England the road has many friends, by 
reason of the facilities it offers to shippers of 
freight, but this does not blind him to the fact that 
under existing conditions American roads have 
to pay the piper while Mr. Van Horne’s road 
does all the dancing. 

“There appears to bo no doubt that the 
charges made against the Canadian Pacific are 
true,” the Senator said this evening. “That 
road undoubtedly enjoys privileges as @ com- 
mon carrier which are denied to railroads in 
this country. While our roads are obliged to 
conform to the rules of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, the Canadian Pacific can do 
as it pleases in the matter of rates. In New- 
England there is opposition to the proposed re- 
striction of the big Canadian corporation, and 
it is based on the knowledge that the Canadian 
Pacific {s a great help in keeping fates down in 
that particular section. 

“If there is a larger national interest demand- 
ing that the road shall be made to come into 
honest competition with those in this country 
engaged in transcontinental trade, then I for 
one shall not standin the way of the move- 
ment. It seems to me that the best way to set- 
tle the difficulty is for Congress to enact a law 
which shall make it obligatory for the Canadian 
Pacitio to observe the rules of the Inter-State 


Commerce Commission if it is to continue to do 
business in American territory and receive ben- 
efits from our trade.” ‘ 

Mr. A. C. Raymond, attorney for the Canadian 
Pacific, has been very anxious to make a correc- 
tion of an error committed by himeelf in a re- 
cent statement regarding the tea trailic. He 
says: 

“Since my statement was published in Tue 
NEW-YORK TIMEs, showing the percentage of 
the imports of Japan tea into the United States 
carried by various routes, the agent of the Ca- 
nadian Steamship Company in New-York has 
discovered that the cargoes of two large sailing 
vessels, which were reported as landing at Ta- 
coma, were in fact landed at Vancouver. The 
effect of thie discovery is to increase the per- 
centage carried by the Canadian Pacifico to 27 
per cent. for this season up to Nov. 7, 1892. 
This tea season does not end until May 31, 
1893, and this relative percentage may be re- 
duced very much before that date. 

“Trit should not be reduced, still the average 
of the Canadian Pacific for the past four years 
will not exceed 19 per cent., as I stated. This 
correction makes the high point of the carriage 
by American lines rest in the season of 1890-01, 
when it reached the high-water mark of 61 per 
cent., or higher than in any year since 1875. 
The attention of the tea firm in New-York who 
furnished the tea tables was at once called to 
the error, and by them the correction was for- 
warded tothe Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion in time to be inserted in the statement 
about to be published by that body.” 


WELLAND CANAL ‘TOLLS. 


SECRETARY FOSTER’S: FIRM STAND FOR 
AMERICAN TRAFFIC RIGHTS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The volume of “ For- 
eign Relations” for 1892, soon to be published 
by the State Department, will contain the cor- 
respondence between this Government and that 
of Great Britain regarding the imposition of re- 
taliatory tolls on Canadian commerce passing 
through the Sault Ste. Marie Canal, under the 
President's proclamation of July 20 last. Itin- 
cludes the letter of Secretary of State Foster of 
Aug. 24, 1892, to Chargé @’Affatres Herbert of 
the British Legation, setting forth at length the 
reasons which impelled the President to issue 
his proclamation. 

This letter, it appears, was referred to John 
Haggart, Canadian Minister of Railways and 
Canals, and on Nov. 18 he made a report thereon 
to Goy. Gen. Preston and Council. in this re- 
port Mr. Haggart traverses the statements made 
by Secretary Foster and defends the action of 
Canada in the controversy upon the question of 
canal tolls. He asserts in general terms that 
the action of Canada in this regard has been 
more “neighborly” than that of the United 
States. Atthe close he calis attention to the 
language of the report made to Congress by 
Secretary Blaine, transmitted to the Senato on 
June 20, of the proceedings of the conference 
held in this city last February with the Commis- 
sioners from Canada upon reciprocity and canal 
tolls, 

In that report Mr. Blaine said: “The fifth 
topic was an informal engagement to repeal and 
abandon the drawback of 18 cents per ton on 
wheat carried through to Montreal and thence 
reshipped to Europe.”’ 

Mr. Haggart attucks the correctness of this 
statement and says that a letter written by Sec- 
retary Blaine to Kepresentative Blanchard on 
Feb. 18, while the conference was in progress, 
correctly stated the position of the Canadian 
Commissioners upon this subject. In that letter, 
Mr. Blaine, referring to @ complaint that bad 
been made by this Government respecting tbe 
payment of that drawback, said that the Cana- 
dian Commissioners had assured him * that the 
complaint which we have preferred shall have 
carefuland prompt consideration with a view 
to faithful observance of treaty stipulation.”’ 

This report was concurred in by the Canadian 
Council and a copy forwarded to the State De- 
partment in Washington, through the British 
Legation in this city, reaching here Dee. 10. 
On Deo. 31, Secretary Foster responded in a 
note to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Min- 
ister, «in which he vigorously combats some of 
the statements made by Mr. Haggart. In con- 
trasting the conduct of the two Governments 
relative to the use of the canals, Mr. Hag- 
gart alleged *‘ that fully five years elapsed from 
the date of the treaty (1871) before Canadiau 
vessels had the privilege of using the New-York 
State canals,” and that ‘during this period re- 
peated representations were made by the Cana- 
dian Government, but without avail.” 

Secretary Foster refers to publications by the 
Canadian Governmentiteelf to show that the 
british Minister at Washington was advised 
Dec. 4, 1871, that there were no restrictions to 
be found in the laws of New-York upon the 
equal use of the canals by British subjects and 
American citizens. Complaint, however, was 
made that Canadian vessels were excluded, and 
after considerable correspondence and a thor- 
ough investigation, @ minute in Council, ap- 
proved Feb. 14, 1875, declared that no case of 
exclusion could be found, and that the Canadian 
Government no longer continues to be of 
opinion that Canadian vessels are excluded 
from the canals of the State of New-York. 

Other complaints followed, however, which 
proved to be based upon the refusal of the au- 
thorities to permit Counadian vessels to navigate 
the Hudson River to New-York City. Secretary 
Foster says: 

“The Government of the United States met this 
complaint with the frank statement that the treaty 
did not secure to Canadian vessels the use of the 

Hudson River, and this position has never been se- 
riousiy controverted by the British Government or 
the Canadian authorities. It is a significant fact, 
however, thatthe discriminating tolis in the Well- 
and Canal were not imposed upon American com- 
merce until after it became apparent that the free 
uavigation of the Hudseun River could not be ob- 
tained under the treaty of 1871, and it is further 
worth noting in this connection that the Cana/lian 
Government has olfered to remove thes: «discrimi- 
nating toils if the navigation of the Hudson xiver 
should be conceded to Canadian vessels.” 

Referring to Mr. Haggart’s observation that 
“itis plain to which country the great balance 
of advantage has accrued” from the treaty of 
1871, Secretary Foster says: 

“J should be very sorry to expose my Govern- 
ment to the charge of want of international comity, 
but, when itis remembered that the maintenance 
of the abrogated Article 30 by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment enables its railroads to reap a large anid 
profitabie harvest from a portion of the American 
carrying trade in successful competition with Ameri- 
can railroads, on account of the inter-State com- 
merce law, the action of the Canadian Government 
in this respect does not seem to call fora relaxation 
“ attitude of the United States on the canal 
tolls.”’ 


Secretary Foster insists that Secretary Blaine 
was right im asserting that the assurance xiven 
by the Canadian Commissioners, and quoted 
by him in his letter to Kepresentative Lbianch- 
ard, was accepted to mean that it would result 
in the removal of the discrimination, and he 
cheerfully bears witness “to the good disposi- 
tien and friendly assurances of the Canadian 
Commissioners in the February conference as 
in gratifying contrast with the subsequent 
action of the Dominion Governoinent.”’ 

Keferring tothe proposal renewed in the re- 
port of Minister Haggart as a basis of settle- 
ment of the existing controversy—to wit, ‘* Not 
to re-establish, after the close of the present 
season, the system of rebates and transshipment 
regulations heretofore iu force, in consideration 
of continued immunity from tolls on the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal, and the restoration to Canadu 
of the right of transit of domestic products un- 
der Articic 30 of the treaty of ashington, 
which was abrogated by the United States in 
1855 "—BSecretary loster says that this proposal 
was submitted to Cengrese by President Harri-

son before that body unanimously passed the 
Dill directing him to impose tolls on the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal. This action must be accepted 
by the Executive as expressive of the judgment 
of the Legislative Department of the Govern- 
ment that the proposs is inadequate and inad- 
missible, and in this judgment the President 
fully concurred, 

In conclusion the Secretary says to Sir Julian: 


“The Canadian Government claims the ht to 
charge products passing through the Welland al 
destin for export by way of Montreal 18 cents 
per ton less tolls than products destined for export 
via American lake or river ports and over an 
ican railroad to the seaboard. The Government 
of the United States claims that this is a discrimi- 
nation against American ports and lines of trans. 
goesatie’, and hence against American citizens, and 

hat, therefore, it is a violation of the treaty. It 
does not settie this issue on its merits to grant to 
Canadian vessels the right (not now possessed by 
them) to navigate the Hudson River, or to grant 
Canadian products a right to transit which has been 
formally withdrawn from them. The Government 
of the United States is fully convinced of the justice 
of ite claim, and it can neither in equity nor in 
honor consent to purchase a compliance with a sol- 
emn treaty stipulation by a further concession not 
required nor contemplated by the treaty.” 





LOCKED IN AND BURNED TO DEATH

SERVANT ANNIE MEYER’S FUTILE STRUG- 
GLES IN A CELLAR. 


Annie Meyer, a Hungarian domestic, nineteon 
years old, was burned to death yesterday after- 
noon in the caller of her employer’s residence, 
135 East Forty-seventh Street. 

The girl was alone in the house and her cries 
were unheard. She was imprisoned and could 


not escape, though it is apparent that she made 
a desperate struggle to reach the open air by 
the door leading up to the basement and by 
the rear window. 

The house is owned by John ei a tailor, 
of 185 Bowery, and he, his wife, and two 
children liveinit. Mrs. Celestine Mayer and 
the children went out about 1 o’clock, leaving 
Annie alone. The girl had been suffering from 
a cold for severa) days, and Mrs. Mayer told 
her to sit by the fire and keep warm. 

When Mrs. Mayer returned, at 3:30 o'clock, 
she rang the bell several times, but got no 
answer. Then she tried the basement bell with 
like result. She thought the girl had gone out, 
and went toa neighbor. A boy was hoisted 
over the fence. He opened arear window, en- 
tered the house, and admitted Mrs. Mayer and 
her children. 

Mrs. Mayer detected an odor of burning, and 
she searched the house for the servant. The 
unfortunate young woman was found lying on 
the floor of the cellar. She presented a terrible 
sight. All her clothing had been burned olf and 
her body was burned to a crisp. She died he- 
fore an ambulance arrived. 

Exactly how the accident happened will never 
be known. It is supposed that the girl was 
raking the fire in the furnace when either a 
back draft or an explosion of gas blew live 
coals on to her clothing. 

The girl in her agony must have run to and 
fro, as burned shreds of her clothing were found 
all over the ocllar, and blackened finger marks 
were on the woodwork of the door atthe foot of 
the stairs and on the frame of the rear window. 

The door was closed with a wooden button on 
the basement side, which had fallen into place, 
making the girl a prisoner. 

The girl had been in the employ of Mrs. 
Mayer since Jan. 5. She had only one relative 
in this country, her aunt, Mrs. Sarah Greenspau 
of 107 Delancey Street. The charred remains 
were taken to the Morgue last night.

About thirty States will be represented, and 
there promises to be a strong impetus given to 
the movement for the betterment of the high- 
ways of the United States. New-York State's | 
delegates will be prominent men from New-York 
City, Buffalo, and Rochester. Dr. Chauncey B. 
Ripley will head the delegation from New-Jersey. 
Gov. D. Russell Brown and Gen. Elisha Dyer will 
represent Rhode Island. Prof. George H. Ham- 
lin will lead the Maine State League. W. L 
Buchanan, Chief of the Department of Agri- 
culture at the World’s Fair, will head a delega- 
tion from Illinois. Judge Thayer is coming on 
from Iowa, A. Middleswart from Ohio, Richard 
Pearson from North Carolina, and also delega- 
tions from the State leagues of Virginia, Ver- 
mont, Maryland, Pennsylvania, and other 
States. State conventions in North Carolina on 
Jan. 19 and in New-Jersey on the 20th prevent 
large delegations from these States. any of 
the Western State leagues will be represented 
by substitutes from among the members of Con- 
gress at Washington.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS, 


NeEw-YORKE, Monday, Jan. 16—P, M. 

The market quieted down somewhat to-day, 
but it was still quite active, the sales number- 
ing nearly 550,000 shares, The opening prices 
were higher than Saturday's close, but there 
Was some hesitancy early in the day on realiz- 
ing sales. Thisled to temporary dulinoss, but 
it was not long before the buying movement 
was resumed, and with the inoreased _ activity 
prices moved up once more. In the last hour 
there was another period of inaotivity, but the 
final prices were in many cases the highest of 
the day. 

Distilling and Cattle Feeding led both in ac- 
tivity and strength, and it closed 44g points 
higher, The room traders attempted to break 
it at one time, but the stock they sold was 
taken back at materially higher prices. It is 
generally believed that the two factions which 
have been operating in the stook have come to 
some kind of an understanding, and that the 
bull pool has been reorganized so as to include 
some of its fermer opponents. There js, how- 
ever, still a large short interest outstanding. 
Bugar was fairly active, and advanced 2 points 
on inside buying. The other industrials, in- 
cluding the Electric stocks, were all higher. 

Reading was active and advanced a point and 
ahalf. The other coal stocks were also higher. 
There was exceptionally good buying of the 
Granger group, and the stocks composing it 
scored material gains. Manhattan was about 
the only thing on the list which was weak. It 
broke 5 points early in the day on what looked 
like inside selling. Subsequently it became 
strong and recovered 3 points. The general list 
was practically higher.

GEN. RUFUS INGALLS’S FUNERAL, 
—_——a—_— 
IT WILL TAKE PLACE IN WASHING- 


TON THIS AFTERNOON, 


The body of Gen. Rufus Ingalls, formerly 
Quartermaster Genoral of the army, who died 
suddenly at the Grand Hotel on Sunday, was sent 
to Washington last night. Considerable corre- 
spondence was had by wire yesterday between 
Acting Adjt. Gen. Wood and Col. Moore in this 
city and Quartermaster Gen. Batchelder at 
Washington relative to the funeral arrange- 
ments, 

The funeral will take placejat St. John’s Churoh 
at 1 o’clock to-day, and the interment will be 
in Arlington Cemetery. It has been arranged 
that a military escort shall meet the remains 
& short distance out from Arlington. The pall 
bearers will be general officers of the army, 
namely, Gens. Macfeely, Holabird, Perry 
Batoholder, Sawtelle, Gibbon, C. H. Smith, Bax- 
ton, Flaglor, Parke, and Greely. ‘Telegrams 
were yesterday sent to the relatives of Gen. In- 
galls informing them of his death. 

Since his retirement Gen. Ingalls had lived 
quietly in Washington and in this city. He leaves 
an adopted son, Blair Ingalls, who is in business 
here. Gen. Ingalls had been at the hotel where 
he died for about three years. He had few inti- 
mate friends in this city, except those con- 
ptt with the army and stationed at this 

Gen. Ingalls had had a wide experience in 
many branches of the service. He joined. the 
— of Col. Steptoe across the continent, 
and was for four years prior to 1860 on the 
staff of Gen. Harney, stationed{at Vancouver. 
For atime he served as aide de camp to Gen. 
MoUlelian, with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

In 1862 he became. Chief Quartermaster. In 
1863 he was made Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers, and in 1866 became Assistant Quarter- 
maeter General. In 1865 he was promoted to 
the rank of Major General for meritorious serv- 
joes.. He was a close friend of Gen. Grant, 
who valued his services highly. Like Gen. 
Grant, he was a man of few words. He said lit- 
tle of his future plans or his past career 
to any save his intimate acquaintances. 
When he came to this city to make his 
home he went first to the Gilsey 
House. After a time he oalled at the 
Grand Hotel and asked if he could have a 
room. This was in 1889, and the people at the 
hotel had never seen him before. Approaching 
the desk, he said to the clerk: “I want a room, 
acomfortable one. If it sults me, [ may stay 
here some days.” 

He kept theroom assigned to him until his 
death, leaving the city only for two short visite 
to Maine. where his relatives live.

INSPECTORS NOT GUILTY 


Se 
{[GNORANCE REGARDING GAM-. 
BLING THEIR DEFENSE. 


PHREE CAPTAINS, HOWEVER, IN WILL- 
zams’s “AXD wM’AVOY’s ‘DISTRICTS: 
CENSURED—SHARP WORDS BETWEEN 
BYRNES AND WILLIAMS—INSPECT- 
ORS’ REPORTS USELESS. 


Police Commissioners Martin, McClave, and 
Sheehan yesterday rendered a decision in the 
eourtroom at Police Headquarters which re- 
Meved Inspectors Williams and McAvoy of all 
responsibility for the existence of the gambling 
houses and the opium joint raided by Superin- 
tendent Byrnes on the evenings of Jan. 5 and 9. 

In their decision the Commissioners excused 
the failure of the Inspectors to suppress the 
gambling dens raided by the Superintendent by 
declaring that Williams and McAvoy, because 
of the extent of territory covered by their re- 
spective districts, ‘must necessarily rely to a 
great extent on the statements and reports 
made by the Captains of the various precincts in 
the different inspection districts.” 

This decision, which was received by the ac- 
eused Inspectors with beaming countensnces, 
was delivered after the Commissioners had 
listened yesterday to testimony by Superin- 
tendent Byrnes, Inspectors Willlams and Me- 
Avoy, Capts. Doherty, Westervelt, and Stephen- 
een, and several Sergeants and patrolmen. 

Yosterday’s trial was the outcome of the raids 
made under Superintendent byrnes’s direction 
on gambling games at 18 Dey Street, 12 Park 
Place, 10 Murray Street, 297 Bowery, 148 East 
Fourteenth Street, and on an opium joint at 244 
West Thirty-sixth Street. The places raided 
wore in inspectors Williams and McAvoy’s dia- 
tricts. 

The police Captains in these districtsa—Doher- 
tr. Westervelt, and Stephenson—professed to 
be ignorant of the existence of gambling houses 
in their precinots until the Superintendent had 
raided them. 

As not only the Inspectors, but Capts. Stephen- 
s0n, Doherty, and Westervelt as well, had been 
mocustomed to report with monotonous fre- 
quency to Superintendent Byrnes that there 
‘were no gambling houses in their respoctive dis- 
tricts and precincts, he promptly preferred 
charges of neglect of duty against them after 
he had demonstrated clearly that gambling 


houses did exist in the First and Second Inspec- 
tion Districts. 

The reports made by the Inspectors and 
Police Captains to the Superintendent are made 
in writing. The Police Commissioners did not 
ask for these reports, in which positive declara- 
tions are made that *‘there are no gambling 
houses ” in the First and Second Districts, and 
for this reason spectators in attendance at the 
trial of the accused officials did not expect that 
the Inspectors would be found guilty. 

Commissioners Martin, McClave, and Sheehan 
took their seats in the cold and cheerless court- 
room shortly after 11 o’clock. Inspectors Will- 
jams and McAvoy and Capts. Doherty, Stephen- 
son, and Westervelt were on hand before the 
Commissioners arrived. Williams seemed per- 
feotlyat ease, and occasionally smiled while 
conversing with MoAvoy, but the latter and 
Capt, Stephenson were not in a smiling mood. 

When Superintendent Byrnes entered, book in 
hand, je greeted Williams pleasantly and re- 
ceived a pleasant response. But they did not 
flock together. 

President Martin announced that the charges 
against Inspector Williams and Capt. Doherty 
would be tirstconsidered. Then the Inspector 
read the names of ten witnesses, and they were 
sworn ina group. Inspector Williams pleaded 
not guilty to the charges and said: 

**] shall not be represented by counsel, for 
the good reason that two members of the board 
are lawyers, and I depend on their knowledge 
of the law that the case will be conducted 
the same as one in court, and that witnesses 
shall be confined to giving testimony asto what 
they know and not be allowed to state what 
they have heard.”’ 

Superintendent Byrnes who had stood oppo- 

ite to the Inspector,careleasly twirling his eye- 
glasses, then stepped forward, and told how he 
had raided the gambling houses in Williams’ 
district. Hesaid the charges were preferred 
under Rule 414, which directs that the duty of 
the police force shall be to “‘repress and re- 
Btrain all gambling houses.”’ 

* What does Rule 414 mean by stating that 
the police shall ‘enforce and prevent the viola- 
tion of al) laws and ordinances in force in said 
city’?” inquired Commissioner Sheeban, read- 
ing from the book of rules of the Police De- 
partment. 

“That must be a misprint—that word ‘en- 
iorce,’” said Commissioner Martin to his broth- 
er Com missioner. 

“The rule is part of alaw of this State,” said 
Superintendent Byrnes. “It is Section 228, 
Chapter 410, Laws of 1882.” 

*“*Was any special order issued to the Captains 
or inspectors in relation to the gambling houses 
you have named?” inquired Commissioner 
Rhechan. 

“No, sir,” responded the Superintendent 
promptly, and then added with emphasis: 

“The places raided were not mentioned, but 
Rule 114 requires the inspection of all places of 
amusement, the suppression of all iottery 
oilices, policy shops, and gambling houses. 
Under this rule I act. Under this rule these 
men are here on charges.”’ 

Commissioner Sheehan wanted to know what 
the police captured in the Fourteenth Street 
#ainbling house, and the Superintendent read a 
list describing gambling articles seized. Then 
the Commissioner wanted to know if warrants 
had boen issued in the case of the houses raided. 

* No, sir,”’ said the Superintendent courtly. 

The Commissioner appeared anxious to know 
if the raids on the gambling houses had been 
tonducted in such @ Way as not to cause com- 
piaint on the part of sticklers for red tape 
mnethods; that is to say, he desired to know if a 
rule of the department was enforced which 
calls upon the police to notify owners of houses 
in which gambling is conducted that gambling 
must be suppressed. 

“There is such a rule, but it is never en- 
forced,” said the Superintendent brusquely. 
“If the police know of a case where warrants 
phoeuld be taken out they gonerally take them 
out themselves. They don’t wait for property 
owners. They can make arresis where observa- 
tion leads them to believe gambling has been 
going on; that is, where they believe they have 
good grounds for making an arrest.” 

“Can you pointto the law authorizing police 
to make such arrests !” Commissioner Sheehan 
asked. 

**I cannot name the law just now, but I know 
that the law gives authority to make arrests. 
Rule 414 contains the law.” 

Some of the spectators smiled at Commis- 
sioner Sheehan's questions, nudged each other 
with their elbows, and winked suggestively. 
They may have thought that the Superintendent 
had committed a grievous errorin making raids 
pn gamblers without following the exact re- 
quirements of the law relating to the suppres- 
gion of gambling. 

When Commissioner Sheehan had finished 
asking questions, Inspector Williams said to the 
Buperintendent: 

‘“*Do you know that I knew that either of the 
two houses mentioned by you existed?” 

“No,” said the Superintendent without hesi- 
tation. 

“Did you ever call my special attention to 
these houses? ”’ 

“No; I am quite sure I did net.” 

“You are quite conversant with the rules of 
the department?” inquired Williams smilingly. 

“To some extent,” replied the Superintend- 
pnt, shortly. 

“To a great extent!” persisted the Inepector, 
- Be handed the Superintendent the Book of 

ules, 

The Superintendent treated the query with 
contemptuous silence, and then he was asked 
by the Inspector to read Rule 26. 

“ For my benefit?” inquired the Superintend- 
ent somewhat sarcastioally. 

* No, for I think you have got it by heart,’’ re- 
torted Williams, amiling broadly. 

“I would like to have Commissioner Sheehan 
read this rule,” said the Superintendent. 

“The rule provides that it shall be the duty 
of the Superintendent to raid and abate all 
gaming houses and places keptfor the sale of 
lottery tickets,” said President Martin. 

“ Exactly,’”” exclaimed the Superintendent. 
“ That is just what lam trying to do. That is 
why these officers are here on trial. 1 cannot 
dao all this alone. My subordinates must do 
some of this work. I can’t do it all.” 

Inspector Williams called attention to Rule 
56, which requires Captains to be diligent in 
enforcing laws relating to gambling of all kinds 
and to make special reports to the Superintend- 


ent. 
¥ * What is the point?” inquired Prosident Mar-

“I don’t wish to evade my duty, but this 
rule applies to the Superintendent and Osp- 
tains,” replied Williams. “In Rules 36, 37, 38, 
39, 40, 42, and 43, applying to the Inspector, 
the word gambling is not used.” 

President Martin shook his head as if he did 
not think thatthe Inspector had freed himself 
of se maagage vy: A by referring to the rules in 
quest a As for the Superintendent, he seemed 
amused. 

President Martin said Kule 41 provided that 
sach Inspector should be held responsible for 
the general good conduct and order of his dia- 
trict, which applied to the case under consid- 
eration. The Jnspector ceased emiling. 

“ That is true,” remarked the Superintendent, 
“and the Superintendent is as much obliged to 
enforce the law as any member of the force, no 
matter what his grade. It isthe duty of In- 
gBpectors to do the same.” 

Inspector Williame called Moses Stokes of 297

Patrolmen John Hoch and J. Shields and 
Bergt. Jacob Welsing, whose posts took in 297 
Bowery, all confessed ignorance of the exist- 
ence of a gambling game at the house raided. 

Superintendent Byrnes treated their testi- 
mony with indifference and declined to cross- 
examine. 

Capt. Doherty was the next witness. He isa 
stalwart, broad-shouldered, good-natured-look- 
ing officer, who thinks slowly. The Inspector 
asked the Captain if he remembered when he 
(the Inspector) addressed both platoons of the 
Captain’s command in the station house and 
talked to them about twenty minutes, instruct- 
ing them as to their duties in regard to gam- 
bling. 

“1 do,” responded the Captain solemnly. 

“Hold on!” exclaimed the Superintendent. 
“Did you say you had both platoons on the 
floor at the same time!”

After the Inspector had got through with pro- 
ducing witnesses who did not know about t 
existence of gambling houses until Superi£- 
tendeut Byrnes enlightened them, Williams 
took his chief in hand again, and asked:

I won’t use clubs 
when I’m looking for evidence, but I'll get it all 
the same.” 

The Captain looked as if he wished he had 
not asked the question. 

Capt. Westervelt did not know of the exist- 
ence of the opiuin joint at 244 Wost Thirty- 
sixth Street uutil the raid was made, although 
the place had been running for three weeks and 
was mauaged by a well-kuowa woman who bas 
a record as a shoplifter. He produced several 
of bis subordinates who knew as littie as he 
did about the joint. 

Superintendent Byrnes offered. when the 
testimony was allin, to subimit his epevial or- 
der to the police. Commissioner Martin said it 
was not necessary to put the order in evidence, 
and this ruling appeared to shut out the daily 
reports made by the Inspectors to the superiu- 
tendent, likewise the reports of the Captains.

ASPHYXIATED IN THEIR BERTHS, 


TWO ENGINEERS OF THE GLENBERVIE 
KILLED IN SEEKING WARMTH, 


The tramp steamer Glenbervie, with iron from 
Leith, and consigned to Simpson, Spence & 
Young, arrived in port last week and Sunday 
night was anchored off Bedlow’s Island. 

The officers and crew had little comfort in the 
cold weather, the only warm places in the ves- 
sel being the engine room and the cook’s galley. 
The rest of the steamer was as cold as a cave in 
an iceberg. 

Henry Thompson and Granville Stevenson, 
the second and third engineers, whose berths 
were opposite each other and separated by a 


passage rat aft the forecastle, had suffered from 
cold,.and when they retired Sunday night they 
had an extra supply of bedding and a brazier 
made of a cooking pot, which they filled with 
live soft-coal embers. 

When they went to bed they closed a door 
which left them in a small, unventilated room. 

The engineers were to have gone on duty at 6 
A. M. yesterday, and just before 7 o’olock a boy 
Was sent to arouse them. He found that their 

“room was filled with gas from the brazier and 
that both were unconscious, 

Had some one on board known alittle about 
“first aid to the injured’”’ they would probably 
have recovered, but all that was done for them 
was to take them to the pure air and administer 
various remedies that humanity and the emer- 
gency suggested. 

Meantime a sailor was making desperate ef- 
forts to obtain expert aid. He reached the 
police boat Patrol and Capt. Copeland clamored 
over the police wires for two surgeons. Finally 
a@surgeon from the Chambers Street Hospital 
arrived at Pier A, North River, and he was 
taken on the Patrol to the Glenbervie. 

He got on board two hours after the engineers 
were found insensible. Thompson was dead 
and Stevenson expired a few minutes after the 
surgeon saw him. Thompson supported a 
mother and Stevenson left a wife and two obil- 
dren in England. 

A New-York Coroner was fifst notified, but as 
the steumer went to New-Jersey,the authorities 
there will make an investigation. 





MR. CLEVELAND AND SILVER. 
——_>_—_—_— 


HE WILL BE URGED TO MAKE A PUB- 
LIC EXPRESSION OF HIS VIEWS. 


A friend of Mr. Cleveland in this city said 
yesterday that he would take as early an oppor- 
tunity as possible of urging the President-elect 
to make a public expression of his views with 
reference to the silver situation. 

If possible, and to such an extent as seems 
appropriate, this matter would also be brought 
to the attention of Mr. Cleveland's friends in 
other parts of the country, with a view to atill 
further drawing his attention to this matter. 
So that, if these men have their way, the Presi- 


dent-elect will receive considerable advice pres- 
ently. 

The gentleman said that he believed some 
declaration from Mr. Cleveland before the ex- 
piration of the present session of Congress 
would have extremely beneficial results. He 
ussumed that Mr. Cleveland would take a posi- 
tion favorable to the stopping of the present 
purchases of silver bullion. If his position as 
regards the Sherman act were definitely known, 
this gentleman said he believed that it might 
help in adjusting the question much sooner 
than would otherwise be the case, 

Mr. Cleveland during the last few weeks has 
been considering the silver question very ear- 
nestly. He has discussed the problem with a 
number of public men who have called on him, 
and, while no one has been authorized to de- 
clare what opinions Mr. Cleveland holds, some 
have gained the impression that he believes it 
would be wise to stop the purchase of bullion 
for the present. 

Some who have talked with Mr. Cleveland 
have inferred also that he would have some- 
thing to say on this question before his inaugu- 
ral address, although Mr. Cleveland has kept 
his intentions to himself. 





THE PRESBYTERIAN UNION. 


A DISCUSSION UPON “THE RELIGIOUS 
ASPECT3 OF THE LAST CENSUS.” 


“The Religious Aspects of the Last Census”’ 
was the subject considered by the Presbyterian 
Union at its social meeting last evening at 
Sherry’s, Fifth Avenue and Thirty-seventh 
Btreet. The pringipal speaker was the Rev. Dr. 
H. H. Carroll of the Independent, who had 
charge of the collection and compilation of the 
statistics showing the condition of the country 
from oa religious standpoint. Dr. Carroll an- 


nounced that there was much reason for rejoic- 
ing in the facts disclosed by that part of the 
census on which he was particularly engaged. 

While it might be the general impression that 
the advance in religion did not keep pace with 
the advance in population, as a matter of fact 
where the population showed an increase of a 
littio more thau Z4 per cent, the increase in 
membership in the ditterent Christian denowmi- 
nations wis 42 per cent. 

Dr. Carroll was followed by the Rev. Dr. 
Heury M. Fieid, the Rev. Dr. John Hall, and 
the Rev. Dr. G. W. F. Birch, all of whom had a 
good word to say for his work and congratula- 
tions to offer upon the good showing made on 
the partof the religious bodies. Dr. Hall de- 
clared that whilo there was 4 great readiness 
shown to discuss cases like the Briggs case, and 
au uccompanyiug tendency on the part of many 
who were et particularly competent to oriti- 
cise to declare that the Presbyterian Churoh 
was divided, the divisions in the Presbyterian 
Church were as nothing compared with divis- 
ions in some of the other large religious organ- 
izations,

It was supposed that the regular meeting of 
the Presbytery of New-York, held yesterday 
afternoon, would be one of unusual interest. At 
the previous session the Rev. Dr. Edward L. 
Clark of the Church of the Puritans had pre- 
sented a statement that he entertained views 
regarding the Scriptures almost identical with 
the views on which prof. Charles A. Briggs had 
been recently tried for heresy and acquitted, 
which he regarded as conflicting with the views 
entertained by the majority of the Presbyterian 
Church in America, as expressed through the 
General Assembly, and he asked for informa- 
tion as to whether, on account of his holding 
these views, it was the desire of the Presbytery 
that his name should be dropped from the rolls 
or that the usual letter of dismission should be 
given to him. 

Whether he intended to do it or not, Dr. Clark 
has put the Presbytery in a curious position. 

Dr. Clark was one of Prof. Briggs’s strongest 
supporters. He voted toacquithim. The step 
that he has now taken is practically to place 
himself under the same indictment that Prof. 
Briggs was under. The strangest partof itis 
that although he voted to acquit Prof. Briggs of 
holding doctrines “ contrary to the standards of 
the Presbyterian Chureh,” and Prof. Briggs was 
acquitted, he, now holding those same doctrines, 
declares that they do not accord with doctrines 
“considered essential by the great majority of 
the Presbyterian Church.” 

“Surely,” said a Presbyterian minister yes- 
terday, “there is a radical divergence between 
Dr. Clark’s conscience and his vote in this mat- 


ter. He voted to acquit Prof. Briggs, as I did, 
and the vote carried with it the conviction that 
Prof. Briggs’s doctrine was not contrary to the 
standards of our Church. Now he says that 
because he holds those same views his von- 
science Will not allow him to remain in our min- 
istry. Was Dr. Clark’s conscience more gener- 
ous to his friend than it is to himself?” 

That thie situation of affairs is appreciated by 
the Presbytery was shown: by the manner in 
which the Clark case came up yesterday. At 
the previous meeting the Rev. Henry Van Dyke, 
the Rev. John C. Bliss, and the Rev. Francis A. 
Marling were appointed a committee to confer 
with Dr. Clark. Just before the close of yester- 
day’s session they reported that they had had 
correspondence with him. Their letter to him, 
which was read, was along one, in which they 
set forth that in their opinion there was nothing 
in the statement of his views which called for 
his withdrawal from the Presbyterian ministry. 
They remarked that the same views, in the 
Briggs case, had been passed upon by a majority 
of the Presbytery, of whom he (Dr. Clark) was 
one, a8 not conflicting with the standards of the 
Church. They said that they had told Dr. Clark 
that it was neither the wish of the Presbytery 
that his name shoula be dropped from its rolis 
nor that the usual letter of dismissal should 
be given to him. They pointed out to nim, how- 
ever, the manner in which he could sever hie re- 
lation with the body if he was determined to do 
80. 

Dr. Clark’s answer to this was simply to thank 
the committee for the information, and to re- 
peat in substance the purport of his first state- 
ment; but he did not say what action he intend- 
ed to take. 

When Dr. Van Dyke read the correspondence 
yesterday Dr. Henry B. Chapin moved that a 
resolution be adopted stating that the communi- 
cation sent to Dr. Clark by the committee met 
with the approval of the Presbytery. Sucha 
resolution was adopted. Dr. John Hall then 
moved that as Dr. Clark had not definitely 
stated whether he intended to withdraw from 
the Presbyterian ministry or not, the committee 
should be continued to further confer wit him. 
This motion prevailed. 

The only other matter that camefup before the 
Presbytery during the session was the apparent- 
ly endless question of selling the property of the 
old Church of Sea and Land. This church, at Mar- 
ketand Henry Streets, was founded with $25,000 
bequeathed for the purpose. By the deed the 
Presbytery was given the right, with a two- 
thirds vote, to “deem it expedient to discon- 
tinue services there,"’ and to sell the property 
for the benetit of evangelical work eoleewhere. 
The church is not meeting with great success, 
its tield being necessarily one of mission work. 
There are up-town churches so burdened with 
debt that they must go under unless aid is given 
them. It is proposed to sell the property of the 
Church of Sea and Land, now worth $140,000, 
to help out these up-town churches. 

There was a three-hourdebate over a commit- 
tee report on the matter yesterday, which devel- 
oped into the familiar wrangle as to the relative 
importance of evangelical work in the lower 
aud the upper parts of the city, It was finally 
decided that legal light was needed on the ques- 
tion of disposing of the property, 80 the com-

SEEMS WILLING TO ACCEPT IT. 


THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S POSITION AS 
TO THE CITY HALL. 


Mr. Edward F. de Lancey called upon Mayor 
Gilroy at the City Hall yesterday and read to 
him the following letter explaining the position 
taken by the New-York Historical Society in re- 
gard to the old City Hal) Building: 


To Mayor Gilroy : 

Sik: As Mayorof the city and Chairman of the 
Building Commission, this brief statement is sub- 
mitted to your consideration, in consequence of 
your mention of the New-York Historical Society 
in connection with the projected removal of the City 
Hail from the park, as reported in the public prints. 

It is desirable that the true position of that society 
should be clearly understood both ps fh ard commission 
and the public. As a member of that society for 
over thirty renee, and familiar with its management, 
ite aimsand desires,as well as its high standing 
and its independent pecuniary condition, (for it does 
notowea dollar,) I venture to express whatI be- 
eve to be the views of its membership on this ques- 


tion. 

The Historical Society has never proposed, asked 
for, or wished the removal of the City Hall from the 
park. On the contrary, I have no doubt but that the 
voice of its membership would be to keep it where 
itis. The beauty of its architecture, ite age, ite 
historic interest, and the attachment of all old New- 
Yorkers, native and adopted, to it and tothe park 
alike, demand its preservation. Andin this [feeling 
I am giad to see that you . and to know 
that only the necessity of having a larger municipal 
building has led to your desire for its removal, so 
that a new one can be erected on its site. This fact 
your suggestion that the building should be re-erect- 
ed up town for a museum or some similar object con- 
olusively proves. 

The necessity foranew City Hall is patent to 
every New- Yorker, and is urgent. But cannot that 
necessity be overcome! Canuotanew City Halli be 
erected in the park without removing the present 
classic structure ? 

No man is more desirous of acting for the best in- 
terests of the city than you, its chosen Mayor—re- 
sponsible to the people of the greatest city in North 
America, and, of course, devirous of doing your duty. 
Political prejudice, disappointment, partisan feeling, 
and partisan action should not be permitted to con- 


sonal or party animosity. 

The reason, and the only reason, urged for building 
on the site of the present City Hall is to save the three 
or four millions thata site outside of the park and 
down town would cost. [t is @ good reasun, as all 
will admit, and a most torcibie one. 

Your commissiou, Mr. Mayor, can give fall effect 
to it, and at the same time erect a buildingin the 
park which would not interfere with the present 
City Hall. Let the entire space in the park be 
cleared of every building in itexcept the City Hall 
iteelf. Then plan a building to extend from Centre 
Streetto Broadway on Chambers Street, standing 
back fifteen feet from each of the three streets and 
of @ proportionate depth. Before tearing down the 
present ugly and unwholeseme I weed Court House, 
build, firet, the two ends of your new building, so 
that the courts and other offices can occupy them, 
and then take down the Court House and build the 
centre portion of your new building on its site. 

The space so ocoupied by the two ends of the new 
building would be 30 per cent. greater than that oc- 
cupied by the present Court House. That building, 
in its present condition, is a standing danger to the 
health of every man who is obliged to be in it for 
hours daily, from Judges, jurors, counsel, parties, 
and witnesses down to clerks and court attendants. 
itis internally cold, dark, gloomy, and a cavernous 
waste of valuable space. 

By this plan no more maney for rents would be re- 
quired than is now paid, for the new Centre Street 
coart building is just finished, and will more than 
accommodate the tenants of the two brownstone 
buildings now on Chambers Street, east of the pres- 
ent Court House. 

But if this, or some eimilar plan, does not meet 
with the favor of your commission, and you do de- 
cide to take down the old City Hall, then comes ac- 
tion on your suggestion for its remoVal to another 
location up town. 

You suggested giving it to the Historical Society, 
and the idea is well worthy of that society’s consid- 
eration. The first question would be, Can the City 
Hall be taken down and re-erected on the society's 
Jand in Central Park West and Manhattan Square 
so as to make ita pee geeet building! The society 
has raised $285,000 and paid for that land, under the 
obligation to its contributors that the building there 
to be erected shonld be fire-proof. If this can be 
done ata reasonable cost, which only architectural 
experts can decide, then a removal would be pos- 
aibie. 

ane next question is how the cost is to be provid- 
ed for. 

The society is now engayed in raising fands for a 
new building, with fair prospects of success. It is 
entirely out of debt, possesses some $80,000 or 
$86,000 of invested funda, the income of whioh is 
required for its present use and maintenance under 
the trusts on which they were given, and cannot be 
used for building purposes. lts present fire-proof 
building at Second Avenue and Eleventh Street is 
worth about $100,000, but canuvot be sold till a new 
‘building is completed on its new site. Its library 
and collections, worth in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000, could not be risked in any temporary 
location. 

Hence tho society cannot of itself undertake the 
removal and re-erection of the City Hall. You, Mr. 
Mayor, roughly estimated the cost of removal and re- 
erection at $150,000. From what I oan learn, to make 
it fire-proof and adapted to the ’ ses of the 8o- 
ciety, would cost nearer $250,000. The interior of 
the building would have to be «altered almost entire- 
ly to fit it for the objects of the society, but the ex- 
terior would be precisely as it now stands in the 

rk 

The above estimated amount would erectthe edi- 
fice, but the cost of ite furnishing and ite library and 
picture gallery fixtures and other arrangemenuis to 
accommodate its collections would have to be met by 
the Lacy = / iteelf, which it probably could do by an 
appeal to its friends and members.

HEAVY GALES AT SEA.

ALL THE VESSELS THAT CAME INTO PORT 
COVERED WITH ICE AND SNOW. 














Every vessel which arrived in port yesterday 
from over the transatlantic route had stormy 
Passages to report. The British steamship 
Gladiolus, twenty days from Bremen, had heavy 
westerly gales throughout the voyage. A snow- 
storm encountered off the Banks encased her 
black hull in an armorof ice andsnow. Her 
crew sufferod greatly from the intense cold. 


The Letimbro, from Gibraltar, had practically 
the same experience. 

The Strabo, which sailed from Santos for this 
port twenty-five days ago, was obliged to call 
at Bermuda to renew hor coal supply, which 
had been exhausted in a long struggle with 
adverse gales encountered in latitudes south of 
that island. She steamed out from Bermuda 
Jan. 10, and two days later was struck bya 
hurricane. Cyril Hupo, a fireman, was serious- 
ly injured by a wave that dashed him across the 
deck, The vessel weathered the storm, but re- 
esived considerable damage to her deck fixt- 
ures. 

The steamer Royal Prince, which arrived 
from Philadelphia during the forenoon, looked 
like an iceberg. Her rigging was a mass of 
ice and snow, and ice covered every portion of 
her upper deck.

CREATED BY THE POPE aT? ruahl 


OONSISTOBY YESTERDAY. 


ARCHBISHOP VAUGHAN THE stooEss-\ 
OR OF THE LATE CARDINAL ; MAN-", 
NING—SIX | NEW PRINCES OF THE 
CHURCH GIVEN TO ITALY AND, 
TWO-TO FRANCE. 


Roz, Jan. 16.—The Pope ereated fourteen 
Cardinals at the Consistory to-day, the list not 
including any Americans. Archbishop Vaughan 
of Westminster was clevated to the Cardinal- 
ate, also Archbishop Logue, Primate of Ireland; 
Archbishop Krementz of Cologne, Prince Arch- 
bishop Kopp of Breslau, Mgr. Mocenni, Papal 
Under Secretary of State; Mgr. Persico, Secre-: 
tary of the Propaganda and others, there being 
in all six Italian, two French, two Prussian, 
one Exglish, (Vaughan,) one Irish, (Logue,) one 
Hungarian, and one Spanish Cardinal. 

Pope Leo in his allocution thanked God for 
having preserved him to celebrate his episepal 
jubilee. This event, the Pope said, would be 
regarded by men as a sign of the Divine protec- 
tion extended over the Church in these calam- 
itous days through the preservation of the life 
of the Bupreme Pontifl 

The Pope announced, in addition to the Car-' 
Ginals named, the creation of two Cardinals 
reserved. They are believed to be Heinhuber 
and a French bishop. 

Cardinal Vaughan was born at Gloucester, 
England, in 1832, and is‘ the oldest son of the, 
late Lieut Col. Vaughan of Oourfieli, Here- 
fordshire, England. He became a Roman priest, 
and toward the close of the year 1871 he visited 
the United States, accompanying to Maryland a 
detachment of priests sent from St. Joseph’s 
Foreign Missionary College, England, on a 
special mission to the colored population of 
America. Cardinal Vaughan was President of 
St. Joseph’s College. He was appointed Bishop’ 
of Salford, England, and succeeded the late 
Cardinal Manning as Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster. He is a Conservative in his political 
views. Gis traveling companion to Rome on 
his present journey is Bishop Clifford, the senior 
prelate of the English Oatholio hierarchy, he 
having been consecrated Bishop of Clifton as 
far back as February, 1857. Bishop Clifford 


was one of the three leaders of the opposition 
at the Vatican Council The others were Kishop 
Strosemayer of Hungary and Archbishop Ken- 
rick of 5t. Louis, Mo. 

The Moat Kev. Michael Logue, Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, Primate of all Ireland, was 
consecrated Bishop of Raphoe, July 20, 1879; 
was appointed coadjutorfor Armagh in 1887, 
and succeeded tothe Seein 1883. He has not 
fignred prominently in Irish political affairs, 
though understood to sympathize with the 
national cause. 

Other new Cardinals included in the fourteen 
are Mgr. Thomas, Archbishop of Rouen; Mgr. 
Meignan, Archbishop of Tours; Mgr. Vaszary, 
Primate ef Hungary and Archbishop of Grau. 

With regard to France, the Pope has not only 
raised the Archbishops of Rouen and Tours to 
the Cardinalate in accordance with the propo- 
sal of M. Carnot, but confers, it is understood, 
this distinction upon athird prelate who, sub- 
ject to the consent of the French President, 
will be either Mgr. Perraud, Archbishop of Au- 
tun, or Mgr. Fava. Bishop of Grenoble, one of 
these being a reserved Cardinal. 

The elevation of Prince Archbishop Kopp to 
the Cardinalate will, it 1s expected, have seme 
influence upon the course of the Clericals on the 
Army bill. 

Cardinal Parocchi has submitted to the Pope 
& vast scheme for adding another to the Catho- 
lie edifices of the country. The Cardinal's 
scheme is to erect on the Monte Vanioule a 
charch with a cupola equal in size to that of Bt. 
Peter's, the cost of which isto be defrayed by 
the contributions of Catholics throughout the 
world. Around the sacred edifice it is proposed 
to group the ecclesiastical colleges of Riffer- 
ent countries that are now situated in Rome, 
The further consideration of the proposal will 
be submitted to a commission of Cardinals. The 
estimated cost of carrying out the scheme is 
about 24,000,000, and itis calculated that its 
coustruction would give employment to 14,000 
workmen for six years. 

More than 300 associations for receiving the 
gifts made to the Pope on his episcopal jubilee 
have been constituted in various countries, and 
in Italy there are eighty committees which re- 
ceive funds, part of which serve for the obolo 
and part for the purchase of presents to the 
Pope. Other committees will be formed, and 
there will be at least one for every diocese. It 
is thought thatthe offerings will exceed those 
made on the sacerdotal jubilee, which yielded 
more than 40,000,000 lire in money and about 
100,000,000 objects for presents, 

It is stated that on the occasion of the Pope’s 
episcopal jubilee four solemn beatitications 
will take place, the most remarkable being that 
of Father Baldinucci, who was formerly at- 
tached to the Pecct family at Carpineto. For 
every saint made at Rome the “ postulator of 
the claim ” is obliged to oifer the Pontiff a pict- 
ure representing one of the most remarkable 
episodes in the life of the beatified. The paint- 
er who is commissioned to do this in this case is 
studying how he can bring into relief the rela- 
tions of the new saint with the family that has 
given to the church a Pope in the person of Leo 
XIIL Father Baldinucci was a Jesult. 

The English pilgrimage to Rome which the 
Duke of Norfolk has organized in connection 
with the forthcoming celebration of the jubilee 
of Leo XIII. will include many persons of in- 
tluence and high position who have not hereto- 
fore been prominent in undertakings of this 
natare. The luke will he accompanied by the 
heads of almost all, if not quite all, the religious 
houses which have a base of operations in Great 
Sritain and Ireland, and by many ecclesiastics 
who occupy a large space in the pubite eye. All 
ithe principal Catholic families in the United 
Kingdom will be represented in the pilgrimage, 
Whatis even more noteworthy ia the fact that 
the pligrims will not be Roman Catholics only, 
but will number several High Churchmen and 
ritualists.

THE SAMOA. 


TROUBLES OF GOVERNMENT SHOWN BY 
THE GERMAN WHITE BOOK. 


BERLIN, Jan. 16.—The Government has issned 
a White Book, containing the diplomatic corre- 
spondence as regards Samoa from the Spring of 
1890 to Dec. 6, 1892. 

On Dec. 6, 1892, the German Vice Consul at 
Apia expressed to his Government fear of a re- 
volt of the natives and their resort to arms. 
‘he financial resources of the Government and 
nmanicipality, he said, were at the lowest ebb 
and the position of the authorities was becom- 
ing untenable. Trade had stagnated completely 
and the sources of revenue were exhausted. 

Another section of the book concerns the 
Autumn negotiations of the treaty powers with 
a view toward sending war ships to Samoa to 
restore order. The execution of the plan was 
abandoned on account of the unfavorableness 
of the season. On Dec. 5, 1892, the German 
Vice Consul wrote that it was imperative to 
disarm all natives as serious disturbances were 
imminent. 

The dispatches concerning Chief Justice 
Cederkranz show that official in a very unfavor- 
abie light. From the first, wrote the German 
Vice Coneul, the Chief Justice refused to con- 
fine his activity to the functions of his office, 
and had interfered with the whole administra- 
tion. He was always quarreling with the for- 
rign Consuls at Apia, and with the British and 
American settlers. Even more recently, since 
he had been forced gradually to confine his at- 
tentions to his proper duties, he provoked in- 
cessant compiaint by his tardinese in the 
administration of the law. 

Baron Soufft von Peisach, President of the 
Municipal Council, is treated us severely by the 
Vice Consul as is the Chief Justice. By arrang- 
ing toassign the customs receipts to the 8a- 
moan Government, instead of having them 
drawn, as originally, by the municipality, the 
President of the Council had inyoived the whole 
administration in sucu financial embarrassment 
that it was impossible to pay the salaries of the 
Pificials. Repeated conflicts between Ornsuils 
and the municipality were among the other de- 
plorabie results of the President’s activity in 
realizing this and similar plans. 

Last July 13 Baron Von Rotenhan of the Ger- 
man loreign Office wrote to Count Von Metter- 
nich, Secretary of the German Legation in 
London, that the German Government was con- 
vineed that Chief Justice Cederkranzin the 
ineasures adopted by him had not considered 
sufficiently the interests of the white population 
of bamoa, but had subordinated their interests 
to those of the natives. 

The correspondence shows that the Land 
Commission, which considereé the interminable 
case of the Malinun Peninsula, worked so slow- 
ly that the treaty powers were obliged to inter- 
tere to expedite matters, also that the registra- 
tion fees of the Chief Justice, who sat upon the 
report three months before approving it, were 
too high. 

The White Book closes with a list of amend- 
ments to Samoan iaw, which were approved at 
@ meeting of Apians.

THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 


CHANCELLOR VON OAPRIVI’8 8PERCH’ 
CAUSES A SENSATION IN DENMARK. 


BERLIN, Jan. 16.—At a meeting ef the Mill- 
tary Committee of the Reichstag to-day Dr. 
Komicrowsky declared that the Polish members 
of the Reichstag would abstain for the present 
from adopting any definite position in regard 
to the Army bill 

Herr Beremberg said that hie attitude would 
largely depend on the popular feeling in regard 
to the measure. Should the people show ap- 
proval of the bill he would oppose it. Otber-, 
wise he would be inclined to approve it, He 
went on to say that popular approval of the 
Army bill was far from being secured. The 
aversion to the bill displayed by the masses of 
the population was explicable, in view of the 
fears of fresh taxation. The more favorable 
aspects had only been known since the Dill was 
introduced. 

Confidence in the military authorities was also 
shaken. Vernois had declared the two-years’ 
service a crime, whereas all authorities now 
declared that the adoption of the system was 
only a question of compensations. He would 
not refuse to grant the means to increase and 
rejuvenate the army provided the taxes to be 
imposed would not affect agrioculturists. 

hancellor von Caprivi declared that the de- 
mands of the Government were in harmony 
with an increase of population and of the tax- 
bearing capacity of the people. The object of 
the bill was to enable Germany, if necessary, to 
take the offensive and to prevent war from be- 
ing carried on in our own land. The Govern- 
ment had abstained, through considerations of 
economy, from proposing far more extensive 
reforms. 

Herr Bennigsen said that the popular feeling 
Was gradually growing more favorable to the 
bill The existing order of things in France 
had received a severe shock, and the mainte- 
nance of tranquillity in that country wae more 
doubtful. The scope of the bill, however, should 
be contined to securing 40,000 reoruité, The 
committee was not disposed to enter upon a 
conflict with the Government. If suitable con- 
cessions were made, an eniente would be ar- 
rived at. 

Chancellor von Caprivi remarked that the 
Government would probably be satisfied with 
50,000 instead of 60,000 new recruits yearly. 

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 16,—In the Rigsdag to-day 
the subject of Chancellor von Caprivi’s remarks 
before the committee on the Army Dill, imply- 
ing that Denmark must be regarded as an 
enemy of Germany in the event of a European 
conflict, was brought up for discussion. The re- 
ported statement of the German Chancellor has 
caused much surprise in Denmark, and was 
promptly seized upon by the Kadicals as a 
ground for criticising the increase of military 
éxpenditures. When the part of the budget re- 
jating to foreign affairs was before the Rigedag 
pepe Holm asked whether the Government 
had made any inquiry regarding the authen- 
ticity of the reports about the Chancellor's ut- 
terances. 

Baron de Reedtz-Thott, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, replied that the German Ambassador 
bad assured him, on the authority of the Ger- 
man Government, that the reports of Ohancel- 
lor yon Caprivi’s speech before the Army Com- 
mittee were distorted and misleading. 6 de- 
clared that the relations between Germany and 
Denmark were cordial, and that one of the 
chief objects of the Danish Government was to 
maintain absolute neutrality in European oon- 
flicts.

Weber aleo declared that Phillips told him 
that he intended to make a fortune rapidly by 
buying goods heavily and not paying for them, 
and that he had means of preventing collection 
of the debts. If his creditors pressed him he 
had sufficient political influence to prevent the 
collection of the debts; his friends in the Iro-, 
quois Club would assist him. If he had to payl 
he would litigate and worry his creditors unti- 
sey would settle for about 20 centa on the dol 

ar. 

Weber states that while he was manager 
Phillips carried no stock in his office and kept no 
books of account there.

BAILEY’S BID FOR GARDEN STQCK. 


I¥ HE DOESN’T GET CONTROL HE WILL. 
BUILD. 


The letter of J. A. Bailey, published Sunday, 
offering 30 for stock of the Madison Square 
Garden Company, or, in lieu of purchase, asking’ 
|. proxies from stockholders to give him control 
‘of the company, began to yield returna yeoster- 
day. There sre about 150 stookholders and 
20,000 shares of stock. 

Mr. Bailey had letters yesterday from twenty 
stockholders and messages from others. By 
evening he estimated the shares within his con- 
trol at nearly 9,000, One of his proxies is for 
1,500 shares. He hopes to control 11,000shares, 
which will enable him, he says, at the annual 
meeting in May, to dispense with the present 


management and —_ to place the property on 
a dividend-paying basis. 

The annual expenses of the Garden are $165,- 
000, of which $101,000 must be paid for inter- 
est on $2,000,000 of bods an 4,000 for 
general expenses, including the salaries of ex- 
ecutive officers, Last year’s revenues met 
these expenses, but the year before there was & 
deficit of $17,000. No dividends have been 
earned since the Garden was opened, two years 
ago, Allofthe stock was taken by subscrip- 
tion by individual holders, who paid for it the 
par value of $100. Within the last year, ac- 
cording to officers of the company, there have 
been sales at 25, 

It is eaid that David H. King, Jr., who took 
pare of his pay in stock for putting up the 

uilding, sold his holdings of 2,000 shares to 
Directors of the present board at 22, and his 
bonds, on which there had been no default, at 
82. Hewas a member of the board, but re- 


signed. 

Since the property cost $4,000,000, divided 
equally into stock and bonds, stock sales at 25 
represent a decline in value from $2,000,000 to 
$500,000, and bond sales at 82 reduce the value 
of $2,000,000 in bonds to $1,640,000, or a total 
of $2,140,000, which stands as the negotiable 
value of an outlay of $4,000,000. 

Mr. Balley’s bid of 30 for the stock adds $100,- 
000 to this eatimate. This bid, however, hus 
not brought many offers of stock, nearly all the 
offers being of proxies. As Mr. Bailey inter- 
prete this feeling, stockholders believe that 
under his management the property would be- 
come a dividend payer. 

Mr. Bailey says he is not giving himself any 
uneasiness over the matter. If the stockbold- 
ers want him to manage the property, he will 
give them the beneiit of his experience as an 
amusement oaterer and make it yield all it can. 
He says he would establish a uniform rental, 
instead of varying his price by favoritism, ashe 
says is now done. 

e counts on a certain income of $30,000 
from Barnum & Balley’s Circus, $35,000 from 
the Horse Show, ang $40,000 from the theatre. 
Assuming that he could, from the beginning, 
control as much outside business as the Garden 
now gets, thus paying expenses, he would place 
there inthe F Forepaugh’s Circus, which he 
owns, insuring a dividend. He thinks he could 
command other new business also. 

Snould he be unable to secure control, he says 
the circus will beseen atthe Garden this year for 
the last time. Plans have already been drawn 
for an amusement building suitable for large 
affairs, and he has secured options for land bet- 
ter situated, in his opinion, fer that purpose 
than the Garden. Such a building could be 
erected ina year. With the Horse Show as one 
of its tenants, and the oirous, of course, as an- 
other, the Garden would lose what would otber- 
wise be an assured income of $65,000, and this 
loss, as the Garden has so far been managed, 
would leave the stockholders not only without 
a dividend, but with an assessment to meet ex- 
penses. 

The letters and moqesagee received yesterday, 
according to Mr. Bailey. showed that other 
stockholders and other tenants besides himself 
were dissatisfied. He had been obliged to 
spend in the Garden for the cirous from $3,000 
to $12,000, in addition to his rent, for altera- 
tione that remained as permanent improve- 
ments. The Horse Show Directors had been 
asked tospend $70,000 for alterations which 
would remain as improvements. Since the cap- 
ital of the association was only $50,000, thie de- 
mand had bred much bad‘feeling, which was 
likely to increase, in his opinion, unti] the man- 
agement of the Garden and of the Horse Show 
Association, now closely interwoven, could be 
entirely divorced. 

In spite of the unhappy conditions which 
Mr. Bailey recites, he is by no means confident 
of success in ousting the present management. 
His chances depend upon the stock holdings or 
control of the Directors now in office. They are 
rich and noed not worry over the finances of 
the property. They can pay all bills without 
feeling the loss, and while in control they can 
get more or less satisfaction over dispensing 
patronage. 

Mr. Bailey understands that they have ab- 
sorbed all stock offered at a low price. He 
thinks his bid for stock or proxies will soen dis- 
olose the strength of the cther side. Jf he can- 
not get control, he says he will proceed at once 
with his other plane. 


RIKER’S ISLAND HARBOR LINE, 


NO OPPOSITION TO THE PLAN OF DUMP- 
ING REFUSE THERE. 


Mayor Gilroy, Corporation Counsel Clark, 
Tax Commissioner Barker, and Controller Myers 
appeared before the Harbor Line Board at the 
Army Gulilding yesterday to discuss a readjust- 
ment of the harbor lines around RKiker’s Island, 
where it ia proposed to dump refuse of the 
Street-Cleaning Department. 

Originally the city owned, by purchase, about 
eighty acres. In 1884 it acquired, by act of the 
Legislature, about 400 acres more, this being 
under water. In 1890, by a rearrangement of 
the harbor lines, this land ceded by the State 


was reduced to about the origina! boundary. 

Now that it is sought to reclaim the iand, the 
city maintaining thatit belongs to the cvrpo- 
ration, it will be necessary to have the lines 
fixed again. 

Mayor Gilroy said that an establishment of 
lines was desired, so thatthe 400 acres under 
water might be filled in and the towing of refuse 
to sea, which was “a relic of barbariam,’’ 
stopped. He explained that it was intended to 
use Riker’s Island for municipal charities, the 
design being to separate the penal and purely 
charitable institutions on Blackwell’s Ieland. 

Simon Stevens went over in detail tho bistory 
of the purchase of the island and the later ac- 
quisition of property from the State. 

It was clear, said Corporation Counsel Clark, 
that the city’s title was perfect and that, under 
the act approved in 1585, it would be proper to 
fill in and place the bulkhead lines as proposed. 

No one had a word to say in opposition to the 
city’s wish. Walter C. Foster, representing the 
New-York and College Point Ferry Company, 
inguired as to the effect the change would have 
upon the channel, which, it was claimed, would 
not be damaged. Mr. Foster inguired also 
whether, in case garbage was dumped at Riker's 
Island, it might not prove of disadvantage to 
North Beach. He was assured that there would 
be no trouble in this direction. 

The Mayor asked thatthe board givea decision 
as speedily as possible. The dumping contracts 
are being made, to go into effect early in Febru- 
ary. and the Mayor said it would be desirable to 
begin work at once. 





More Cases of Typhus, 

Six new cases of typhus fever were reported 
at the Health Department yesterday. They 
were Patrick McAndrews, twenty-eight years 
old, from the Chambers Street Hospital who for- 
merly lived at 25 Bowery ; James Williams, forty- 
‘two years old, from Bellevue Hospital, who for- 
merly lived at 83 Bowery; Barnett Shripp, 
thirty years old, from 112 Bowery; Thomas 
Maher, thirty-two years old, from 9 Bowery; 
Themas Hughes, sixty years old, from the New- 
York Yospitsl,who had formerly been an inmate 
of Stephen Merritt's mission, at Eighth Avenue 
and Twentieth Street, and William Warren, 
from the Chambers Street Hospital, who had 
lived at 41 Bowery and 404 Pearl Street. 

They were all taken to the hospital on North 
Brother Island. 





A Washington Street Fire. 

Two alarms were sent out shortly after 11 
o’clock yesterday morning for a fire which broke 
out on the top floor of the five-story building 
326 and 328 Washington Street, ocoupied by C. 
H. & E. 8.” Goldberg, dealers in willow and 
wooden wares. Tne firemen were delayed by 
the condition of the streets down town and by 
frozen hydrants, but they soon had the fire un- 
der control. 

The damage to the stock and building is eati- 
mated at $20,000, which is fully covered by in- 
surance. The building belongs to the Khine- 
lander estate. The fire was started from a gas 
engine used for hoisting purposes on the fifth 
floor of the building. 





A $25,000 Bond Wanted, 

Judge Patterson, in Supreme Court,Chambers, 
yesterday reserved decision on an application 
by the New-York Bank-Note Company to bave 
the Reynolds Card ManufacturingCompany,com- 
pelled to furnish a bond for $25,000 on the at- 
tachment which it seoured agaiust the property 
of the bank note company in suits to recover

The attachment was grauted on the ground of 
non-residence, the bank-note company being a 
foreign corporation. It bas been placed oh 
property worth nearly $500,000, the bank-note 
company alleges, while the plaintiff has been 
obliged to give a bond of only $250 as security 
for costs.

FUNERAL OF GEN. BUTLER 


THOUSANDS FOLLOW THE RE- 
MAINS TO THE GRAVE. 


—TREMENDOUS CRUSH AT HUNT- 
INGTON HALL AND A MULTITUDE 
ABOUT THE CHUROH—THE BURIAL 
WITH MILITARY HONORS. 


LoweLt, Mass,, Jan. 16.—To-day the foremost 
citizen-soldier of Massachusetts was laid at rest 


to which his high rank entitled him. 

At 8 o’olock this morning the doors of Hunt- 
ington Hall were again opened to the public, 
and there were thousands waiting to look upon 
the dead. Adouble guard of firemen and po- 
licemen kept the people in line, and they went 
through the hall two abreast at the rate of 
ninety @ minute. More than 20,000 people 
thus looked at the face of the warrior. The po- 
licemen stationed around the catafalque would 
not permit any loitering, and at times they 
shouted orders to “Move along!” with rather 
more foree than kindness. 

The greater portion of this throng of sight- 
seers came from out of town. The trains were 
packed and the streets were filled with sleighs 
and vehicles of every desoription. The orush 
on the sidewalks, especially near the entrance 
of Huntington Hall, was frightful, and the po- 
lice found it dificult to prevent injury to the 
women and children. One woman fainted and 
was carried unconscious into a neighboring 
store. One little child was trampled upon and 


was carried into a doctor’s office with a badly 
sprained arm. Many women emerged from the 
crowd with torn clothing. Nothing like this 
crush hed ever before been seen in Lowell. 

At 11:30 o’clock the hall was closed and the 
body of Gen. Butler was surrendered by the 
Grand Army, in whose keeping it had been, to 
the State military authorities. To them was 
assigned the duty of giving it military burial. 

Long before the hour of the services in the 
church the sidewalks in the neighborhood be- 
gan to be crowded, and when the body was 
carried from the hall across the street fully 
30,000 people were within sight. As soon as 
the casket was seen, hundreds of heads were 
bared, and all heads were bowed as the pall 
bearers slowly bore their burden into the sanct- 
uary. 

Only those who held cards of admission se- 
oured entrance to the church. They numbered 
only 850, a handful compared with the enor- 
mous crowd without. Among them were his 
Excellency Gov. William E. Russell and staff, 
the Governors Council, and the commit- 
tees of the Legislature. Ex-Govs. Banks, 
Ames, and Brackett were present, a8 were 
also the surviving members of Gen. Butler's 
Councilin 1883. Gen. John W. Kimball, the 
State Auditor, and George R. Marden, State 
Treasurer, represented the otber legislative de- 
partments of the Commonwealth. Ex-Secretary 
of State Henry B. Pierce was aleo present. 
Gov. Smith and staff of New-Hampsbire, accom- 
panied by President John McLean ofthe Senate, 
speaker Robort N. Chamberlain of the House, 
and Insurance Commissioner John ©. Linehan 
came to assist in the obsequies. Gen. John 
Palmer, Past Commander in Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, came from Albany, and 
the present Commander was represented by 
Inspector General (ioodale and aides. 

Commander Churohill and ten aides repre- 
sented the Massachusetts Department of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Among other 
veterans were Brevet Lieut. Col. H. C. Clarke of 
Kankakee, Ill, who was on Gen, Butler's per- 
sonal stait during the war; D.C. G. Field, who 
was Gen. Butler's financial agent in New-Or- 
leans and the Army of the James; Henry Ben- 
nett of New-York, who was Gen. Butler's pri- 
vate secretary in New-Urleans; Col R. GQ. 
Usher, Chief Paymaster of the Army of the 
James, and W. R. Batchelder, private secretary 
to Gen. Butler in the Army of the James. 

The Thirty-first Massachusetts Regiment was 
represented by Lieut. Col. W. M. Wheldon and 
fifteen commissioned and non-commissioned 
ottcers. Col. Jonas H. Freneh, Col. Noah 
Piympton, Col John P. 8Bweeney, ex-Depart- 
went Commander Evans, Col. A. C. Drinkwater, 
Gen. EK. W. Hincks, Col. B. §&. Lovell, Col. 
Thomas FE. Barker, and Col. H. H. Hugley were 
ainong other veterans present. 

The legal fraternity was represented by C. M. 
Horton, Examiner of the Department of Justice 
of Washington, D. C.; United Statea Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles H. Allen of _ Bos- 
ton, Judge Aldrich of the United 
States District Court of New-Hampshire, 
Judge Hadley, A. FP. Bonney, Charles 
& Lilley, William H, Anderson, and John Davis 
of Lowell: Charles Levi Woodbury, William B. 
Gale, Thomas J. Gargan, Linneus N, Childs, 
Judge K, G. Walker Osborn, and James A. Mo- 
Donald of Marlborough. John I. Baker of Bev- 
erly, A. V. Lynde of Melrose, Mass., and Sheriff 
Cushing of Lowell were among the representa- 
tive delegations. : 

Witnin the churoh all the right-centre seats 
were reserved for the family of the deceased 
and the relatives and immediate friends. On 
the ontside of*the centre alsle the delegates 
were seated in the following order: Honorary 
pall bearers, Gov. Russell aud staf, Legislative 
Council and Council of 1883, Governor of New- 
Hampshire and staff, committee frem the Sen- 
ate, committee from the House of Representa- 
tives, Mayor J. J. Pickman of Lowell, and mew- 
bers of the Common Council. The seata on the 
left side were reserved for the Butler Olub and 
Common Council of Boston, the Grand Army of 
the Kepublic representatives, and loeal clergy- 
men. The seats on the right side were reserved 
for the Lowell Bar Association, the Masonio 
delegates, and delegations from the Bixth Regi- 
ment Association and the Department of the 
Gulf Aesociation. 

It had been planned to have the body reach 
St. Anne’s Church at 1:30 o'clock, but it was 
fifteen minutes after that hour when the tolling 
bells announced the approach of the procession. 
Geu. Peach and staff of the First Brigade pre- 
ceded the hearse. The four black steeds wore 
stopped in front of the gate, and the Grand 
Army of the Kepublic veterans lifted the casket 
and placed it upon @ stretcher, guarded by tho 
body bearers. They were Sergt. Gray of Wake- 
tield, commanding; Sergts. Peters, Farrel], and 
Wenden of Company C; Sergts. Farr, Soule, 
and Jones of Company J, and Sergt. Danbridge 
of Company L. They carried the casket into the 
vestibule, where Rector 8t. John Chambre and 
the honorary pall bearers awaited it. The pall 
bearers were John A. Lowell, J. E. Sherman, 
Edward Avery, E. T. Burley, Charles H. Allen, 
Col. George J. Carney, George F. Richardson, 
and J. M. Marshall. 

Some of the Horal offerings had been trans- 
ferred from the ball to the church, and the 
casket was placed among them. The surpliced 
choir chanted selections from the thirty-ninth 
to the ninetieth Psalm, and then followed the 
reading of the lesson, the committal, and 
prayers. It was the regular Episcopal burial 
service, brief but impressive. At ite close the 
casket was borne out of the church and placed 
in the hearse, and thenthe line of march was 
taken to the cemetery. There were more than 
150 carriages in line, and when the escort ar- 
rived at the grave with the casket the last of 
the cortége had but just left the ohurcoh. 

The march to the cemetery was along and a 
bard one. The streets and cemetery were 
cleared of snow last week, but the fall of Satur- 
day night and yesterday made it difficult march- 
ing. No carriages were allowed inside the cein- 
etery, and only those persons who came in 
carriages were allowed to euter the inclosure. 
Gen. Peach and staif occupied a knoll inside, 
and the troops and the volley firers were 
grouped near the grave. 

The Rev. Dr. Chambre concluded the relig- 
ious service, the Masons gave ashort ritual, and 
the volley was fired. Thousands followed the 
procession to the burying ground, and there 
was great confusion in narrow Hildreth Street 
after the ceremonies were finished. 

The city was in confusion all day long. Trains, 
regular and special, most of them late, choked 
the railroad tracks, and the hotels and restan- 
rants were flooded. The City of Lowell enter- 
tained the visiting officials at Mechanics’ Hall 
and the Merrimac House.

CRICAGO, Jan. 16.--There was a slight increase in re-

Muay pork opened at #1», 
sola down to $18.70, up to $18.80, where it closed 
with cash at $13.40@$16.50. May lard opened a 
$10.70, sold down to $10.5743, up to $10.80, an 
there it closed, with cash at $10.75@$10.80. May 
ribs opened at $9.80, sold at $9.52, off to $9.70, and 
closed at $¥.7242, with cash at $9.70@$9.80. 

There was another attempt to break wheat atthe 
opening to-day, but after wavering for a moment the 
price started up, advanced 1490 from the bottom, and 
closed tirm at about Saturday’s latest figure. The 
inftiuences ae on the market were very sim. 
ilar to those prevailing during the latter part of last 
week—there were reports of damage at home, the 
weather through the Winter wheat belt was severe, 
receipts. in the Northwest were moderate, 
there was but a small inorease in the visible 
supply, and the faith. of those who are sup- 
porting the market seemed unshaken. The 
etfect of larger oere here was offaet by the cable 
news, some of which bordered on the sensational. 
The operations of the su-calied clique were varied. 
They sold a little wheat early and bought some later, 
The best buying at the start-off was by Weare, But- 
baum, Logan, Schwartz, Dupee & McCormick, and 
other private-wire houses. Brokers supposed to ~~ 
resent Pardridge were on the buying side, and itis 
possible that he covered a part ofhis line. The 
cash market was only moderately active, but was 
strong and closed at an advance over Saturday. 
May opened at 82%0, sold down to 8240, up to 83%, 
off to 62%, and closed at 82%.

FULLER’S FORMER BACKER 
CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


Col. William: B. Hayes, the real estate agent, 
‘who posed for'a time as the financial backer of 
the dancer Loie Fuller, and who was declared 
by that young woman to be her husband until 
she found that another woman had a prior right 
to the title of Mrs. Hayes, was placed on trial 
for perjury in the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday before Judge Martine. 

The charge against Col. Hayes is that he made 
an affidavit denying that in 1887 he had givenea 
promissory note for $2,000 to Annie M. Keating 
of Rochester. 

Acoording to Miss Keating she gave him the 
money and he never repaid it. She brought 
suit in Monroe County and obtained a judg- 
ment. An execution was sent to the Sheriff's 
office in this city, but it was returned unsatis- 
fied. She alleges that Hayes, on April 15, 1891 
went to Notary Public Eli C. Townsend and 
made an affidavit that he never gave the note to 
Miss Keating, did not know anything about the 
note, and was in Florida at the time it is de- 
clared to have been signed.

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FEAR THE BUILDING .WILL - FALL.. 


AMERICAN PRESS ASSOCIATION EM- 


PLOYES ARE NERVOUS. 


Employes in the five-story brick building 32 
and 34 Vesey Street, the upper three floors of 
which are occupied by the American Press As- 
sociation, became alarmed recently when a new 
press was put in on the third floor. They said 
that there was a great deal of weight from the 
other presses and the stereotyping metal, and 
that the vibration caused by the old presses was 
too great for safety. They feared a repetition 
of the Park Place disaster. 

The compositors, itis said, drew up @ paper 
addressed to the Building Department, but, 
when the olficials of the American Press Asso- 


ciation heard of this, they promised to have the 
building inspected. 

The men say that nothing was done for 4 
week, and that then they sent a committee to 
the Building Department. This committee was 
told that an Inspector had already visited the 
place and had told the Press Association that 
the introduction of the new press was in viola- 
tion of law. 

The objectionable press was still in place yes- 
éerday, but was not being worked. The other 
oe caused the tloors to vibrate somewhat, 

ut that, the manager of the American Press As- 
sociation explained, could not be prevented in 
any building. 

The property belongs tothe Hoe estate, and 
was built expressly for printing offices. Seven 
years ago it was used by the Hatch Lithographio 
Company, which had immense, powerful 
presses, and the manager said, from twenty to 
fifty times more weight on the floors than the 
American Press Association has. If the build- 
ing was not safe now, the officials of the asso- 
ciation wanted to know it, as they would get 
out at once. 

There are about 300 persons, many of whom 
are giris, employedin the building. Since the 
inspection of the place nothing had been heard 
from the Building Department.

CLOSE OF THE LONG ISLAND WATER 
SUPPLY COMPANY HEARING. 


. The lawyers made their final arguments yes- 
terday in Brooklyn before the commission ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court there to deter- 
mine, by an investigation, the actual reasonable 
value of the Long Island Water Supply Com- 
pany. Ex-Judge George G. Reynolds and A. G., 
McDonald appeared for the city, and the water 
company was represented by Thomas E. Pear- 
eall and ex-Corporation Counsel William C. De 
Witt. 

Ex-Judge Reynolds made an elaborate speech, 
going over the entire history of the company 
down toand after the political scandal which 
dragged down Mayor Chapin and other public 
ofticials because of their agreement to buy the 
eoncern at an absurd figure. He said that it 
had been-established by the evidence that the 
company’s real estate was worth $51,000, and 
its franchise, pipes, reservoir, pumping plant, 
&6., about $260,000. Allof its machinery and 
plant had depreciated. 

Mr. De Witt argued that the company was in 
reality worth more than the $1,250,000 which 
the oity had offered to pay for it in Mayor Cha- 

in’s time. The franchise, he claimed, had not 

een forfeited, but would run for the term of 
fifty years from the date of the grant by the 
Legisiature, and would increase in value from 
year to year. 

He admitted that the real estate and plant 
formed but a small part of the estimated real 
Hoo ned ot the concern. Both sides handed in

COAL COMBINE, 


SUGGESTED REMEDY THROUGH TBE IN- 
TER-STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 16.—Messrs. Coombs and 
Patterson have practically completed their re- 
port to the special committee on the investiga- 
tion into the Reading anthracite coal combina- 
tion. 

The report will show that the aim of the com- 
bination is to drive out independent coal oper- 
ators and obtain a complete control of the 
anthracite coal industry, and that it is sought 
to do this by fixing a high freight rate on coal, 
60 as to make it profitable for individuals 
to turn in their product at the mines to the 
combination. 

The report will recommend the passage of the 
bill heretofore a upon by the Commerce 
Committee, which gives the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission power to keep down freight 
rates. It was contemplated to recommend leg- 
islation for the divorce of the transportation 
and coal-producing industries, but the two gen- 
tlemen found it impracticable by constitutional 
means to deal effectively with this matter, 
though of opinion that it is really the most effi- 
cacious remedy pessible. 





DENIES* THAT SHE IS INSANE. 


THE WIDOW OF A MILLIONAIRE CON- 


FINED IN AN ASYLUM 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 16.—In the Court of 
Quarter Sessions to-day Judge Hare granted a 
writ of habeas corpus against Dr. John B. 
Chappin, Superintendent of the Pennsylvania 
Hospital for the Insane, in the case of Mrs, Jo- 
sephine P. Cope, to compel him to show cause 
why Mrs. Cope was confined in the hospital. 
The writ was made returnable on Monday next. 

Mrs. Cope is the widow of a millionaire bank 
President of this city, and was taken to the hos- 


pital last week on the certificate of two reput- 
able physicians. Her son and sister claim that 
she is insane and not competent to manage her 
atfairs. On the other hand Mrs. Cope contend§$ 
that she is perfectly sane and that she has been 
placed in the hospital so that the managemen?

MONTREAL, Jan. 16.—Arthur Allan, youngest 
son of the late Sir Hugh Allan, met death by 
suffocation at an early hour this morning at his 
reoms on Dorchester Street. At 1:30 o’clock 
the other occupants of the house were awakened 
by smoke issuing from Allan's sitting room. 
When the door was opened the flames were 
speedily extinguished and the young man was 
found sitting in hie easy chair dead. 

Investigation showed that he had probably 
fallen asleep and had dropped his lighted cigar 
into a waste-paper basket. Mr. Allen was 
one of the inost popular young men in the city. 
He attained his majority only a few months 
ago, when by the terms of his father’s will his 
share brought him a revenue of about $40,000 
a year.

At the conference of the Baptist ministers 
yesterday the Rev. Dr. Scott, President of Rut- 
gers College, New-Brunewick, gave an address 
on “The Moral Value of the Correct Use of the 
English Language.”
